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OHAPTBB  I. 
WAGES   m   THE   CLOTHIlTa  TEADEa 

For  the  purpoBe  of  supplemeatiiig  the  BtatiBtics  of  earningH 
in  home  induatriee  in  New  York  City,  the  resulte  of  which  con- 
stitute Chapter  II  of  this  volume,  the  Bureau  investigated  the 
wages  paid  to  all  claBses  of  employees  by  manufacturers  in  the 
clotbing  trades,  which  are  the  predominating  trades  carried  on 
by  home  workers.  The  blank  form  used  In  the  inqniry,  which 
is  reproduced  in  the  appendix,  called  for  the  number  and  wages 
of  employees,  by  age  and  sex,  in  each  of  the  principal  occupa- 
tions, in  the  buBiest  and  the  least  busy  weeks;  the  number  of 
catterB,  inside  and  outside  workers,  who  earned  specified 
amounts  of  wages  in  the  same  weeks;  and  finally  the  number 
and  wages  of  cutters,  inside  workers  and  outside  workers  in 
each  of  the  first  26  weeks  of  1902.  It  wsb  deemed  preferable  to 
secure  from  lar^e  establishments  a  small  number  of  reports 
carried  thus  into  considerable  detail  rather  than  a  large  num- 
ber of  reports  of  a  very  general  character,  such  as  could  be 
made  by  smaller  firms.  Although  more  than  500  establish- 
ments were  visited  in  New  York  City,  fewer  than  50  complete 
reports  could  be  secured. 

The  four  branches  of  the  clothing  trade  covered  by  the  in- 
quiry were  (1)  men's  garments  (suits,  overcoats,  etc.),  (2) 
wonaen's  clothing  (cloaks,  suits,  wrappers,  etc.),  (3)  shirts,  shirt 
waists,  collars  and  cuffs,  (4)  muslin  underwear  and  infants' 
wear.  As  is  well  known,  the  first  two  of  these  trades  rank  as 
the  leading  industries  of  New  York,  and  the  muslin  or  white 
goods  trades  are  also  of  great  importance,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  manufactnre  of  shirts,  collars  and  cuBfs,  Xew 
York  City  is  the  center  of  all  these  indtistries  in  the  Ti^nited 
States.

Owing  to  differences  in  classification,  the  figures  are  not 
exactly  comparable,  but  they  suffice  to  reveal  the  importance  of 
the  clothing  trades,  which  together  surpaaa  in  importance  the 
combined  textile  and  the  tonndry  and  machine  shop  iadustries; 
the  census  totals  for  all  textiles  being  64,901  wage  earners  and 
$94,263,047  product;  for  all  fooodry  and  machine  shop  goods, 
fi0,173  wage  earners  and  |96,636,B17  product 

The  statistics  of  earnings  are  presented  in  four  series  of 
tables,  which  appear  at  tbe  close  of  this  chapter,  as  follows: 

Series  1. —  Weekly  wages  according  to  occupations,  aa  well  as 
■ex,  age,  etc.    Only  a  few  firma  fnmiidted  this  information. 

Beriea  2. —  Graded  weekly  wages  for  each  class  of  employees 
(adults,  youths,  children). 

Series  8.~  Similar  tables  for  last  week  of  June,  1900. 

Series  4. —  Number  of,  and  total  wages  paid  to  cutt««,  inside 
workers  and  outworkers  in  each  week,  January-June,  1902. 

A.  ubn's  and  botb'  clothinq. 
Table  1a  ia  compiled  from  returns  from  three  firms  in  New 
York  Oity  and  six  in  Syracuse,  and  ehowa  the  average  weekly 
wages  In  each  of  the  principal  occupations  in  typical  busy  and 
dull  we^s  in  the  first  six  months  of  1902.  Thus  the  ontters, 
who  are  all  men,  averaged  f21.02  in  the  basiest  week  and  |19.13 
in  the  dullest  week;  in  the  former  week  134  were  employed,  in 
the  latter  week,  94.

Male  operators  averaged  fl4.50  and  (10.98,  reBpectivel?,  at 
the  two  BeasoDB;  female  operators,  f6.54  and  f6.8S.  Male  bas- 
tera  averaged  (12.43  and  (8.37  respef^tively ;  female  baBters  (6.90 
and  (3.69.  Tbe  pressers,  who  are  all  men,  averaged  (13.91  and 
(10.25.  Tbe  finisberB  are  almoBt  entirely  women  and  girla,  and 
they  averaged  (6.05  in  the  busy  week  and  (5  in  the  Black 
Beaaon.  Other  employees  than  cutters,  operators,  basters, 
pressers  and  flnisfaers  constitnted  about  20  per  cent  of  the 
force;  those  of  the  male  sex  averaged  (12.35  and  (10.33  re- 
Bpectivety;  women  and  girls  (9  and  (6.10. 

Relatively  few  children  were  employed  in  the  nine  eBtablish- 
ments  reporting  wages  by  occupations, —  only  5  boya  and  8  girls. 
The  former  averaged  (3.53  and  the  latter  (2.14  in  the  busy 
season.  Instructive  is  the  difference  between  tbe  earnings  of 
women  over  21  years  of  age  and  those  of  young  women  under 
the  age  of  21  yearB,  the  former  averaging  (7.65  and  the  latter 
(6.26  in  the  busy  season,  and  (5.41  and  (4.89  in  the  slack  season. 
Hie  young  women  work  chiefly  as  operators  and  the  adult 
womra  in  tbe  other  occupations,  and  especially  as  flDlabers. 

Ezclnsive  of  the  cutters,  the  adult  male  employees  averaged 
(13.08  in  the  busiest  week  and  (9.76  in  the  dullest  week;  while 
the  women  and  girls  averaged  (6.90  and  (5.22  reapectively.  But 
in  both  cases  the  averages  are  crude  expressions  of.  tbe  actual 
earnings,  which  in  many  iuBtances  greatly  exceed  the  average 
or  are  as  greatly  inferior.  To  determine  the  range  of  earnings 
with  some  approximation  to  accuracy,  Table  2  haa  been  com- 
piled. Ai  though  based  on  reports  from  13  firms,  as  compared 
with  the  nine  firms  in  Table  1,  it  agrees  with  the  former  table 
qnite  closely. 

Averages  for  males  and  females,  adults  and  children,  are 
not  calculable,  but  from  Table  2  any  reader  can  ascertain  the 
median,  which  is  perhaps  superior  to  the  average  as  a  brief 
Bummation  of  numerous  facta.  Thus  of  the  726  males  over  16 
years  of  age  the  median  wage  would  be  the  amount  which 
would  divide  them  into  two  equal  groups  of  363  each;  (13  iB 
approximately  that  amount,  for  there  are  356  below  and  370 
above  that  point.    The  actual  median  would  be  a  few  cents

more  than  $13  a&d  would  thaB  cloeel;  correBpond  with  the 
average  of  |13.08  obtained  in  Table  1. 

The  great  value  of  Table  2,  however,  is  to  show  how  many 
pensoDB  were  earning  fair  wages,  and  how  many  low  wages.  It 
appearB  that  there  were  a  few  men  and  a  very  considerable 
uamber  of  adult  women  who  earned  leas  than  five  dollars  a 
week — a  very  inadequate  wage.  Leaa  than  half  the  young 
women  made  Ave  dollars,  many  in  fact  having  earned  less  than 
three  dollars.  Of  the  out-workers,  the  men  all  earned  more 
than  $10  a  week,  but  more  than  one-half  the  womeo  fell 
below  $6. 

Mention  Bhoald  of  course  be  made  of  the  fact  that  these 
figures  do  not  necessarily  state  a  full  week's  earnings.  They 
include  every  employee  who  appeared  on  the  pay-roll  of  the 
particular  week  treated,  no  matter  how  many  days  he  or  she 
worked.  Hence  a  very  low  wage  might  be  in  reality  the  reward 
of  only  one  or  two  days'  work;  although  even  this  would  often 
be  all  that  the  employee  had  an  opportunity  of  earning.  On 
the  other  hand,  an  apparently  high  wage  might  be  due  to  much 
overtime  work, —  long  hours,  work  on  Sunday,  etc.  It  is  the 
Irregularity  in  a  trade  greatly  subject  to  caprices  of  weather 
and  fashion  that  makes  unsteady  employment  and  flnctaating 
earnings,  and  increases  the  difDcnlty  of  obtaining  and  present- 
ing exact  information  oo  the  subject.  On  the  whole,  however, 
Table  2  affords  a  very  instructive  picture  of  the  actual  weekly 
earnings  of  men,  women,  boys  and  girls,  engaged  in  the  making 
of  men's  garments,*  although  it  leaves  us  in  the  dark  as  to  tlie 
yearly  income,  which  is  of  coarse  the  principal  concern  of  all 
workers.  To  trace  through  the  entire  02  weeks  of  the  year  the 
earnings  of  each  employee  is  of  course  impracticable;  but  it  is 
readily  possible  to  divide  an  employer's  weekly  pay-roll  into 
three  groups:    cutters,  inside  workers  and  outside  workers.

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Thia  has  been  done  in  Table  i  for  each  week  of  the  Arat  eix 
months  of  1902. 

It  appears  that  the  nomber  of  employees  varies  from  week  to 
week  in  each  claee  except  the  male  ontworkers, —  those  who 
take  work  borne.  The  smallest  number  of  cutters  was  196,  in 
the  first  week  of  January,  and  the  largest  was  229,  in  the  first 
week  of  April;  tbe  smallest  weekly  aggregate  of  wages  paid  to 
tbe  cotters  was  $3,439.27,  likewise  in  the  first  week  of  Janaary, 
while  the  largest  aggregate  was  f4,383.85  in  the  last  week  of 
March.  The  varying  number  of  cutters  accomplished  5,561 
weeks'  work  for  which  they  received  in  wages  (103,749.84. 
Hence  the  employers  paid  tbe  cntters  at  the  rate  of  (18.66  for 
each  week's  work,  which  may  be  regarded  as  an  average  week's 
earnings.  The  average  yearly  or  semi-annnal  income,  bow- 
ever,  is  not  readily  obtained  without  making  certain  assump- 
tions tliat  appear  more  or  less  objectionable.  The  total  amount 
of  wages  paid  is  accnrately  given,  and  if  the  numtter  of  em- 
ployees was  always  the  same,  an  average  could  be  obtained 
without  diffleolty.  But  we  see  that  in  one  week  wages  were 
paid  to  196  cutters  and  in  another  week  to  as  many  as  229. 
fiome  statisticians  have  averaged  the  weekly  or  monthly  num- 
ber of  employees  and  nsed  that  average  as  the  divisor.  In  the 
present  case  of  the  cntters,  tor  example,  the  average  weekly 
number  for  the  26  weeks  reported  would  be  214.  Dividing  the 
total  wages  ($103,749.84)  by  214,  we  obtain  an  average  semi- 
annnal  income  of  $484.81.  Bat  this  is  26  times  the  average 
weekly  income  ($18.66)  and  therefore  aasames  that  the  cotters 
were  employed  full  time. 

On  the  whole,  the  least  objectionable  method  seems  to  be  to 
accept  the  largest  namb^  of  employees  as  the  number  de- 
pendent upon  the  business  for  their  livelihood.  In  the  present 
case,  there  were  229  cotters  employed  in  the  first  week  of  April 
and  it  may  be  assnmed  that  their  sole  means  of  sopport  in  the 
first  six  months  of  1902  waa  derived  from  those  particular  manu- 
facturers, who  paid  out  in  wages  for  cotting  $103,749.84.  This 
amount  was  in  fact  distributed  (uneiiually  to  be  sore)  among 
229  cutters,  and  it  would  give  them  on  the  average  the  sum  of 
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$453.06  apiece,  or  |32  less  than  tlie  average  aemi-aQoua)  income 
obtaioed  by  the  first  method,  which  was  applied  hy  the  recent 
United  States  ccnauB  of  manufactures. 

Another  wa;  of  reasoning  out  the  result  ((453.05)  is  as  fol- 
lows: In  the  first  week  of  the  year  196  cutters  were  employed, 
who  accomplished  the  same  amount  of  work  that  one  cutter 
would  accomplish  in  196  weeks;  in  the  second  week,  201  weeks' 
work  was  accomplished,  and  so  on,  making  a  total  of  5,661 
weeks  in  the  six  months.  For  5,561  weeks'  work,  |103,749.84 
was  paid  in  wages,  which  as  we  have  seen  is  equivalent  to  fl8.6S 
for  one  week's  work.  Now  the  number  of  cutters  who  at  dif- 
ferent times  contributed  to  accomplish  6,661  weeks'  work  was 
^9  (the  number  employed  in  the  first  week  of  April),  The 
average  number  of  weeks'  work  to  each  man  was  therefore  24.3, 
which  multiplied  into  |18.66,  the  average  weekly  earnings,  yields 
9453+.  This  amount  seems,  on  tbe  whole,  a  more  significant 
and  useful  expression  of  the  average  semi-annual  income  of  a 
cutter,  than  does  the  other  amount,  f484,81. 

Tbe  average  amount  paid  for  a  week's  work  to  inside  worken, 
mate  and  female,  was  18.86;  and  to  outside  workers,  f7.20. 

B.      UKESSUAIflNG. 

The  making  of  women's  garments  (cloaks,  suits,  wrappers, 
etc.)  is  the  second  largest  industry  in  New  York  State.  Dress- 
making, in  the  usual  sense,  as  referring  to  custom  work,  is  of 
course  a  neighborhood  industry  that  is  found  in  every  city,  vil- 
lage and  hamlet  in  the  State;  but  the  wholesale  trade,  or  fac- 
tory industry,  is  almost  wholly  a  New  York  City  industry. 

On  the  basis  of  reports  from  four  large  metropolitan  estab- 
lishments, it  appears  that  the  cutters  average  more  than  f24  in 
the  busiest  week  and  in  the  dullest  week.  Among  other  em- 
ployees earnings  dropped  very  noticeably  in  the  dull  week,  tbe 
weekly  average  for  men  declining  from  J15.35  to  f  10.24  and  for 
women  from  $8.46  to  |5.86.  Table  1b  shows  the  average  weekly 
earnings  of  men,  women  and  girls  in  the  various  branches  of 
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the  trade  and  requires  do  further  explanation  than  that  givon 
to  the  corresponding  table  for  the  men's  garment  industry. 

Table  2b,  based  on  reports  from  nine  establishments,  shows 
the  variations  in  weekly  earnings  of  the  1,500  employees.  Id 
the  busy  week  there  were  70  male  employees  who  earned  at 
least  as  mnch  as  fl8  a  week,  bat  in  the  typical  dull  week  only  7. 
The  women  likewise  made  larger  earnings  in  the  bosy  season 
and  there  were  50  per  cent  more  of  them  employed  then  than  in 
the  doll  season.  On  the  other  band  more  young  girls  were  em- 
ployed in  the  dull  than  in  the  busy  season. 

Table  4b  shows  the  course  of  wages  during  the  first  26  weeks 
of  1902.  Activity  in  the  trade  steadily  increased  during  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  the  weekly  pay-roll  attaining  its  maxi- 
mum in  Uarch  and  thereafter  falling  off  gradually  to  July.  The 
average  amonnt  paid  to  male  and  femaJe  inside  workers  for  a 
week's  work  flDCtuated  betwe^  fO-SO  in  January  and  |10.22  in 
March;  for  the  entire  period  it  averaged  |8.44. 

C.      SHtBTS,  COLLABS  AND  CUFFS. 

In  this  industry  earnings  vary  so  decidedly  that  an  average 
possesses  relatively  small  significance.  Most  of  the  wc^kers 
are  women  and  thedr  earnings  in  the  busy  season  averaged  as 
follows:  operators  f9.17,  basters  (4.20,  pressers  f4.97,  finishers 
$6.11,  others  f7.79,  general  average  of  175  women,  f7.1B.  Women 
21  years  old  or  over  averaged  $7.78  and  those  under  21  years 
16.86.  The  average  earnings  of  women  in  the  dull  week  were 
16.39.  It  appears,  however,  that  this  latter  sum,  calculated  on 
the  earnings  of  only  76  employees,  is  rather  low.  Firms  employ- 
ing 466  women  In  the  doll  week  reported  classified  earnings,  in 
which  the  median  wage  is  fully  (7,  while  only  B6  of  the  465 
women  earned  less  than  $6.  (Table  2o.)  And  reports  from  2Z 
factories  in  New  York  City  covering  the  last  week  of  June,  1900, 
■ftOT  that  tbe  median  earning  of  1,102  women  and  girls  was 
ibont  f7  (Jane  is  the  dull  month  in  the  first  half  of  tbe  year). 
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D.       WOMEN   AND   CHILDREN'S   WHITE   GOODS. 

Lingerie,  infants'  wear,  tiandkercliicfs,  aprons,  and  other  ar- 
ticIeB  made  of  "white  goods"  and  not  included  in  the  preceding 
class  of  men's  furnisbings,  are  almost  exclusively  manufactured 
by  women.  The  statistics  of  factory  inspection  in  fact  indicate 
that  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  workers  in  this  industry  and 
only  one-third  of  the  shirt-makers  are  males,  whereas  in  all  the 
other  needle  trades,  which  in  former  times  were  the  peculiar 
province  of  women,  the  men  outnumber  the  women. 

The  average  earnings  of  262  female  workers  in  five  New  York 
City  establishments  were  $7.45  in  the  busiest  week.  In  a  dull 
week  the  same  factories  employed  only  222  women  and  girls, 
whose  earnings  then  averaged  f6.33.  Classification  of  the 
workers  according  to  age  shows  that  adult  women  suffer  the 
largest  decline  in  their  earnings;  thus,  it  appears  from  Table  Id 
that  the  earnings  of  women  21  yeai's  of  age  or  older  averaged 
$9,11  in  a  busy  week  and  only  f6.68  in  the  dull  season,  while  the 
earnings  of  young  women  (lC-21  years  old)  were  |6.46  and  f6.32 
respectively. 

Table  2d  classifies  the  employees  of  12  establishments  in  New 
York  City  according  to  earnings  in  the  busy  season  and  slack 
season.  The  female  employees  in  the  busy  week  are  concen- 
trated in  largest  mimbera  in  the  grade  of  $6-7  and  in  the  dull 
week  in  the  grade  $5-G.  The  average  earnings  of  the  665  inside 
workers  (all  but  10  of  whom  were  females)  were  J7.36  in  the  busy 
week  and  of  579  employed  in  the  dull  week  $6,98.  A  few  hoine- 
workers  were  reported,  bat  their  earnings  (averaging  $6.72  and 
$6.63  in  the  two  weeks)  appear  overstated.  Returns  from  23 
establishments  employing  from  60  to  88  home  workers  in  the 
first  six  months  of  1902  show  that  the  average  weekly  earnings 
were  only  $6.08  (Table  4d).  They  were  all  females,  but  their 
age  is  not  stated. 

The  same  table  shows  that  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  in- 
side workers  in  the  23  establishments  was  $7.39.     Making  nllow- 
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aace  for  the  fact  that  8^  per  cent  of  these  employeea  were 
males,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  the  women  and  girls  arernged 
97  a  week. 


Women's  neckwear  is  included  in  the  white  goods  industry, 
and  the  industry  heading  "  Men's  Neckwear  "  is  to  be  taken  aa 
meaning  neckties  of  the  kind  principally  worn  by  men  and  boys. 
Statistics  for  this  industry  appear  in  tables  2  and  4,  which  may 
be  summarized  as  follows:

These  statistics  do  not  appear  to  merit  much  confidence,  aa 
the  average  for  six  months  in  no  case  lies  between  the  figures 
for  the  busy  week  and  the  dull  week,  but  in  the  case  of  inside 
workers  is  less  than  either  and  in  the  case  of  outside  workers 
iB  greater  than  either.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  only  one  firm  re- 
ported data  concerning  the  earnings  of  outside  workers  in  the 
busy  and  dull  seasons  and  this  firm  employed  no  males,  while 
from  7  to  10  male  home-workers  were  employed  by  the  firms 
which  reported  simply  the  amount  of  the  pay-roll  in  the  six- 
nonth  period.  The  discrepancy  is  another  illustration  of  the 
relatively  small  value  of  wage  statistics  of  home-workers  that 
are  derived  from  the  books  of  the  employer,  who  records  the 
amoants  paid  for  a  certain  amount  of  work  but  necessarily  re- 
mains in  Ignorance  as  to  the  precise  number  of  persons  engaged 
■pon  any  piece  of  work  that  he  gives  out  to  be  done  in  the  home. 
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rbicapitulation. 
Combination  of  the  wage  Btatietics  of  the  five  branches  of 
'the  clothing  trade  Just  discussed  yields  as  the  average  wage  of 
cutters  $19-20  a  week,  of  other  inside  workers  $7-9  and  of  out- 
side workers  |7-8,  as  shown  in  the  following  table: 
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So  far  as  cutters  and  other  factory  workers  are  concerned, 
these  statistics  probably  indicate  the  actual  earnings  with  ac- 
curacy, The  statistics  for  typical  busy  and  dull  weeks  were 
reported  by  42  firms,  of  which  33  were  in  New  York  City  and  9 
in  Syracuse;  the  statistics  for  the  six  months  by  69  firms  (61 
in  New  York  City  and  8  in  Syracuse),  as  set  forth  in  the  follow- 
ing table:

The  wagps  of  cutters  are  highest  in  the  women's  clothing 
trade  and  lowest  in  the  undergarment  trade,  while  the  earninge 
•f  operatives  are  highest  in  the  men's  clothing  trade  and  de- 
crease through  the  women's  clothing,  shirt  and  collar,  and 
mnslin  underclothing  trades  to  the  neckwear  trade,  in  which 
earnings  are  lowest.  These  latter  variations  are  explained  by 
the  varj-ing  proportion  of  female  employees;  while  m^n  prepon- 
derate in  the  flrst-mentioned  trade,  they  form  a  diminishing 
proportion  of  the  inside  workers  in  the  other  trades,  and  are 
entirely  absent  in  the  necktie  industry.  Hence  the  low  average 
earnings  in  that  indusfry. 

The  average  weekly  earnings  of  male  and  female  employees 
in  typical  weeks  of  the  husy  and  slack  seasons  are  shown  in  the 
following  recapitulation:

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Small  reliance  can  be  placed  on  the  reported  earnings  of  out- 
side workers,  owing  to  defective  information  aboat  the  number 
of  persons  engaged  in  turning  out  the  work  for  which  wages  are 
charged  op  on  the  employers'  books.  Home-workers'  earnings 
must  be  ascertained  from  the  workers  themselTes,  and  for  that 
purpose  a  special  investigation  has  been  made  and  the  reBults 
analyzed  in  the  next  chapter.

INVESTIGATION  OF  WAGES  IN  THE  CLOTHING  TRADE. 

Schedule  B, —  Manufacturers  o   and  Contractor!  D 

Tbe  main  object  ot  this  inquiry  ie  to  ascertain  from  employers 
the  weekly  earnlDgs  and  annual  income  ot  wage  workers  in  the 
clothing  trades.  Where  the  inspector's  authority  to  request 
such  information  is  questioned,  he  should  exhibit  a  copy  of  the 
law  conferring  the  requisite  power  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  (see  Schedule  H). 

Of  the  rariouB  branches  of  the  clothing  trade,  the  most  im- 
portant for  the  present  inquiry  is  the  manufacture  of  "white 
goods," — including  under  that  term  muslin  underwear,  aprons, 
■hirts,  shirt  waists,  and  other  garments  of  white  materials  ex- 
cepting silk  and  knit  goods. 

The  inspector  will  flrst  designate  the  establishment  visited: 
whether  it  is  operated  by  a  manufacturer  or  a  contractor; 
whether  it  is  a  factory  or  a  shop,  and  if  a  licensed  shop,  the 
Bumber  of  the  license.  In  the  description  he  will  state  the 
■tory  of  the  building  in  which  the  workplace  is  located  and  tell 
■omething  of  the  surroundings  if  they  are  anything  out  of  the 
•rdinary.  He  will  then  state  the  nationality  of  the  employer 
(German,  Bohemian,  Italian,  Polish,  Russian  Jew,  etc.,  and  is 
the  case  of  a  person  born  in  the  United  States,  the  nationality 
of  the  mother)  and  the  prevailing  nationality  of  the  employees. 
In  question  6,  the  particular  kind  of  power  used  should  be 
checked  off.  Under  question  8,  give  high  and  low  prices  for 
each  kind  of  garment,  standard  pattern,  in  the  busy  and  slaclc 
seasons;  and  specify  the  materials  used. 

Question  10  requires  no  explanation  further  than  that  given 
on  page  2  of  the  schedule.    Queries  11  and  12,  which  go  to- 
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gether,  are  intended  to  fnroiBh  full  informatioD  as  to  the  weekly 
wages  of  the  employees  listed  In  Q.  10.  For  tliis  purpose,  the 
inspector  will  select  a  representative  week  in  the  busy  season 
and  another  in  the  slack  season  and  then  classify  the  employees 
on  the  pay-roll  of  those  weeks,  with  reference  to  sex,  age,  etc., 
according  to  their  earnings  and  also  according  to  occupation. 
Under  Q.  11  only  the  number  of  employees  in  the  various  classes, 
is  stated,  while  in  Q.  12,  the  total  wages  paid  to  each  class  of 
employees  are  to  be  entered  for  each  of  the  principal  occu- 
pations. 

In  some  instances  the  books  may  not  show  the  ages  of  the 
inside  workers,  in  which  event  only  the  columns  for  "  total 
males"  and  "total  females"  need  be  filled  out.  But  in  the 
manufacture  of  "white  goods"  it  is  particularly  desirable  to 
separate  the  women  from  the  girls,  and  such  separation  should 
be  carried  out  whenever  it  ia  at  all  practicable.

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OCCUPATION  AND  WBBKLY  EABNIMOS. 
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CHAf  TEB  n. 
EAUnHQS  IH  THE  HOME  BTSUSTBIES  OF  NEW  TOSE  OUT. 

Ten  years  a^o  the  most  coofipicDous  labor  problem  before 
the  Legislatnres  of  New  York  and  other  states  containing  large 
cities  wa«  tliat  of  "sweating."  This  term  never  possessed  a 
very  definite  meaning;  it  was  original);  a  slang  expreBaion,  de- 
noting a  aystem  of  enb-contract  in  certain  induBtries,  of  wliich 
tbe  clothing  trade  in  all  its  branches  is  the  most  prominent, 
and  was  so  applied  by  Charles  Kingsley  in  his  noTel  of  Alton 
Locke,  pablished  in  1S49,  and  his  tract  Cheap  Clothes  and 
Nasty,  by  Parion  Lot,  which  made  its  appearance  a  little 
earlier.  In  the  latter  a  definition  of  it  is  afforded  in  the  fol* 
lowing  terms:  "Part  of  the  work,  if  not  the  whole,  is  let  out 
to  contractors  or  middlemen — sweaters,  as  their  victims  sig- 
nificantly call  them, —  who  in  their  tnrn  let  it  oat  again,  some- 
times  to  the  workmen,  sometimes  to  fresh  middlemen;  so  that 
oat  of  the  price  paid  (or  labor  on  each  article,  not  only  the 
workmen  bat  the  sweater  and  perhaps  the  sweater'i}  sweater 
and  a  third,  and  a  foarth  and  a  fifth,  have  to  draw  their  profit." 
Babseqamt  investigations  have  shown  that  this  definition  is 
too  narrow;  that  tbe  evils  comprehended  ander  the  term  '  sweat- 
ing "  frequently  exist  where  there  Is  no  snb-contractor  or  mid- 
dleman. These  evils  are  starvation  wages,  excessive  hoars  of 
labor,  child  labor,  and  ansanitary  and  anwholesome  workplaces, 
— all  embraced  in  the  pithy  description  of  "sweating"  given  by 
a  witness  before  the  select  committee  of  investigation  of  the 
British  House  of  Lords  in  1888,  namely,  "  grinding  the  faces  of 
the  poor."  The  cause  is  intense  competition  among  employers 
of  small  capital  and  among  anshilled  laborers  of  whom  there 
is  an  excessive  supply,  nnrelieved  by  legislative  regoiation  or 
collective  action.  The  idea  has  long  since  been  exploded  that 
free  competitioD  is  a  force  that  levels  up  wages  or  shortens 
boors  of  work;  on  the  contrary,  it  levels  down,  making  it  im- 
possible for  the  humane  employer  to  comply  with  the  demands 
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of  hiB  workmen  eo  loiig  as  iultumanc  rivals  maintain  their  com- 
petition by  means  of  low  wages,  long  hours  and  other  anti-social 
methods. 

This  lias  been  fully  demonstrated  in  the  early  history  ot  the 
factory  system  in  every  commuuity  wliere  it  has  taken  root; 
deterioration  of  morale-  rather  than  improvement  haa  taken 
place,  until  the  community  has  elevated  the  plane  of  competi- 
tion by  proscribing  the  usual  methods  of  grinding  the  faces  of 
the  poor — such  as  child  labor,  long  hours,  unsanitary  work- 
places and  unguarded  machinery.  Witli  these  features  of 
sweating  abolished,  the  worliers  have  been  able  to  form  organ- 
izations and  through  them  do  away  with  starvation  wages. 

It  is  natural  that  the  worst  features  of  the  so-called  "sweat- 
ing system  "  should  appear  in  the  clothing  trade,  because,  in  the 
first  place,  the  industry  demanded  little  skill  and  therefore  at- 
tracted thousands  of  immigrants  too  undeveloped  to  become 
manual  laborers;  the  excessive  supply  of  labor  led  to  a  competi- 
tion for  work  which  in  the  absence  of  regulation  forced  wages 
down  and  ever  down.  In  the  second  place,  the  manufacture  of 
clothing  does  not  require  much  capitaJ,  as  it  can  be  carried  on 
in  small  workplaces  without  any  other  "plant"  than  a  sewing 
machine.  The  manufacturer  who  built  a  factory  and  engaged 
a  regular  force  of  employees  would  be  at  a  disadvantage  in 
competing  with  the  small  contractors  who  specialized  on  coats, 
trousers,  cloaks,  and  other  garments  subject  to  changes  in 
style  each  season,  and  who  avoided  the  payment  of  rent,  insur- 
ance, taxes,  etc.,  by  giving  out  the  work  to  be  doue  in  the  homes 
of  the  workers.  The  fact  that  so  many  contractors  made  no 
more  money  than  tlie  better  paid  workmen  indicates  that  the 
original  view  of  the  contractor  as  a  "sweater"  or  plunderer  of 
wages  was  probably  erroneous;  but  it  remains  true  that  a  di- 
rector or  superintendent  of  work  who  is  paid  by  the  piece  ia 
more  likely  to  drive  a  hard  bargain  with  the  wage  earner  than 
is  one  paid  by  salary.  In  the  third  place,  the  existence  of  home 
work  not  only  isolated  the  wage  earners  from  one  another, 
thereby  preventing  any  common  action  for  the  maintenance  of 
wage  rates,  but  rendered  the  workplace  immune  from  that 
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pnblic  regnlation  and  inspection  tliat  was  so  necessary  when 
foreigners  of  UDC-Iean  Iiabits  were  baddled  togethei-  in  cily  toiie- 
meotB.  Bucli  habits  tiave  scarcely  been  tolerated  in  Btnall  coni- 
mnnitieH  where  ^ach  family  resided  in  an  isolated  dwelling  of 
its  own;  bnt  when  several  families  were  crowded  into  barracks 
dimly  lighted,  poorly  ventilated  and  ill  provided  with  sanitary 
convcniencoB,  and  then  made  workplaces  of  their  overcrowded 
liviDg-rooms,  they  created  the  "sweat  shops"  that  so  aroused 
public  feeling  a  decade  ago. 

UOllC   INUUSTBY   A    8UKVIVAL. 

Domestic  manufacturing,  or  home  work  for  an  outside  market, 
is  a  survival  of  an  earlier  system  of  industry  which  still  pre- 
vails extensively  in  Europe,  but  has  largely  disappeared  in  the 
United  States.  The  withdrawal  of  work  from  the  home  into  a 
separate  workplace  of  its  own  is  indeed  a  process  of  centuries, 
BO  far  as  the  Old  World  is  concerned;  but  in  the  Xew  World 
it  has  taken  place  in. comparatively  recent  times  and  maj'  be 
studied  in  the  light  of  local  history  or  tradition. 

The  primitive  system  of  production  was  based  on  the  family 
as  the  economic  unit;  the  family  produced  little  beyond  its  own 
reqnirements  and  hence  bought  little  from  other  prodncers. 
The  early  settler  of  New  Netherlands  and  the  other  northern 
colonies  thus  procured  bis  clothing  through  the  efforts  of  the 
female  members  of  his  family,  who  during  the  long  winter  even- 
ings spun  the  yarn  that  was  needed  for  the  linsey  and  woolsey 
suit.  This  was  production  by  the  family  for  family  needs;  pro- 
ducer and  consumer  were  virtually  identical. 

The  next  stage  of  development  was  a  system  that  has  been 
called  custom  work — the  hiring  by  the  family  of  some  outsider, 
a  dressmaker  for  example,  to  come  into  the  house  and  perform 
work  according  to  the  family's  order  upon  goods  owned  and 
furnished  by  the  family.  Under  such  a  system  of  production 
in  the  household  by  a  non-member  for  family  needs,  the  con- 
sumer and  producer  are  separated,  but  the  consumer  still  owns 
the  workplace  and  furnishes  the  necessary  capital. 
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This  stage,  however,  vaa  only  a  tranaidon  to  a  more  note- 
wortliy  ayatem  of  prodactloa  whicli  prevailed  in  Europe 
tliroughont  the  middle  ages,  Btill  preraila  in  backward  com- 
manitiea  and  exists  in  certain  indoatriee  in  more  advanced 
eonntries  all  over  the  world;  namely,  the  handicraft  system, 
under  which  the  workman  furnishes  the  capital  and  owns  the 
workplace.  The  itinerant  dressmaker,  tailor,  shoemaker,  miller, 
blacksmith,  etc.,  instead  of  going  to  work  in  the  homes  of  their 
customers,  procure  their  own  tools  and  work  in  their  own 
homes,  and  may  even  employ  some  assistance.  But  they  still 
deal  directly  with  their  own  customers  and  Iience  may  be  char- 
acterized OB  working  under  a  system  of  custom  production. 

Between  the  master  workman,  or  employing  handicraftsman 
who,  with  or  withont  the  assistance  of  journeymen,  produced 
to  the  order  of  his  customers,  and  the  factory  owner,  who  does 
not  himself  work  at  the  trade  but  gives  his  attention  to  the 
organization  of  his  employees  and  to  the  marketing  of  their 
products,  was  an  intermediate  system  of  commUaion  work,  sig- 
nalized by  the  appearance  of  the  entrepreneur  or  undertaker 
who  makes  it  bis  function  to  study  the  general  market.  The 
artisan  or  handicraftsman,  &b  baa  been  noted,  produced  almost 
entirely  for  local  customers  and  knew  or  cared  little  about  any 
outside  market;  but  with  the  growth  of  capital  and  the  per- 
fection of  the  means  of  communication  and  transportation  came 
the  possibility  of  anticipating  ordws  and  producing  a  stock  of 
goods  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  general  market.  The  entre- 
preneur, the  man  who  knew  the  market,  borrowed  capital, 
bought  materials  ajid  turned  them  over  to  the  master  handi- 
craftsman to  be  worked  up  into  the  goods  that  he  planned  to 
market.  The  handicraftsman,  while  owning  his  own  tools  and 
workplace,  abandoned  to  the  entrepreneur  the  function  of 
bringing  together  the  prodooer  and  the  consumer,  and  as  the 
circle  of  exchange  enlarged  and  capital  increased  he  lost  the 
ownership  of  the  means  of  production  and  left  bis  domestic 
workplace  to  enter  the  factory  of  the  capitalist.  The  factory 
system,  which  signalizes  the  supremacy  of  capitalist  and  entre- 
preneur, may  be  described  as  the  system  of  centralized  capital- 
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Utio  production  as  compared  with  the  decentralized  prodnotitm 
of  the  preceding  atage  of  commiuion  work. 

Home  work,  in  the  broad  aense  of  the  term,  therefore  pre- 
vailed under  each  of  the  foar  systemB  of  indaetr;  that  preceded 
the  factor;  aygtem;  but  home  work  in  the  first  two  indiutrial 
stages  is  not  properly  characterized  as  manofactoriDg,  Bince  the 
element  of  commerce  or  Bale  was  not  present.  And  in  the  third 
stage  (the  handicraft  system),  when  home  work  was  carried  on 
to  fill  specific  orders  of  local  coBtomers,  it  was  sufficiently 
remunerative  to  afford  a  good  living  to  master  and  journeymen 
artisans  without  excessive  toil.  But  when  the  handicraftsmen 
b^an  to  work  solely  for  one  buyer — the  capitalistic  entre- 
preneur— they  were  led  into  bo  severe  a  competition  against 
one  another  that  their  compensation  declined  and  their  stand- 
ard of  living  deteriorated.  Not  until  they  entered  the  factory, 
in  which  their  combination  against  underbidding  one  another 
for  work  was  facilitated  by  their  association  in  large  numbers, 
and  proper  sanitary  conditions  of  work  might  be  assured  by 
public  regulation  and  inspection,  did  the  workers  recover  their 
position. 

The  factory  system,  however,  did  not  at  once  supersede  home 
work  in  all  induBtries,  since  centralized  production  in  one  large 
boilding  is  not  invariably  more  profitable  than  decentralized 
production  in  nvmerous  small  workplaces.  Where  expensive 
mschineiy  is  required,  the  factory  has  the  advantage,  as  is  also 
the  case  when  the  materials  are  very  bulky  or  heavy.  A  diief 
advantage  of  the  factory  system  lies  in  the  possibility  of  divid- 
ing and  classifying  the  labor  so  that  each  worker  ^all  confine 
himself  to  a  single  operation,  as  is  done,  for  example,  in  a  watch 
faottwy.  But  when  one  or  two  or  three  vrarkers  can  manufao- 
tare  the  entire  article  and  use  little  or  no  power  and  work  on 
nsterialfl  easily  transportable,  the  factory  system  is  no  more 
economical  than  the  domestic  workroom  or  small  shop, 
eqtedally  when  the  latter  is  exempt  from  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Btate  for  the  operation  of  factories.  If  the  woi^ 
is  dcme  ontside  the  factory,  the  manufacturer  can  save  rent,  in- 
soranc^  etc,  for  the  home  workers  are  not  in  a  position  to  In- 
«Inde  sDCfa  charges  in  their  wages. 
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Now  the  manufactupe  of  clothing  and  certain  other  artieleB 
aoawers  to  the  conditions  enumerated  above  and  has  therefore 
remained  to  a  large  extent  in  the  more  primitiye  stage  of  com- 
mission work  or  decentralized  production.  Gnstom  tallora  al- 
ways carried  their  work  home,  and  when  the  era  of  readj-made 
clothing  was  ushered  in  by  the  introdaction  of  the  sewing  ma- 
chine, these  garments  were  likewise  sent  ont  to  be  made  up  in 
the  tailors'  homes  after  having  been  cut  out  in  the  manufac- 
turer's rooms  or  shops.  The  individaal  tailor  worked  on  ready- 
made  clothing  at  redaced  wages  daring  the  dull  season  in  the 
custom  trade  until  superseded  by  the  Jewish  immigrants  from 
Central  Europe  who  began  flocking  to  our  shores  in  the  early 
80's  and  quickly  developed  the  "  team  "  system  of  work  whereby 
they  were  able  to  nnderbid  the  journeyman  tailor  in  the  ready- 
made  trade.  The  team  usually  consisted  of  three  workers,  who 
by  restricting  their  several  duties  to  particnlar  operations  be- 
came remarkably  dexterous  therein  and  thus  secured  on  a  small 
scale  the  economies  inherent  in  the  division  of  labor.  That  that 
principle  could  be  applied  on  a  larger  scale  In  the  manufacture 
of  clothing  was  demonstrated  by  the  growth  of  large  factories 
devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  overalls  and  workingmen's  gar- 
ments. But  such  apparel  is  made  in  standard  patterns  that 
change  infrequently  and  can  therefore  be  manufactured  in  small 
cities  or  villages,  away  from  the  centers  of  wealth  and  fashion, 
while  other  grades  of  clothing  are  subject  to  the  behests  of 
fashion  and  are  made  in  so  many  shapes  and  styles  that  the 
mannfacturer  prefers  to  distribute  the  work  among  the  cou> 
tractors  for  each  special  garment,  rather  than  undertake  to 
bring  together  into  a  single  establishment  workers  of  special 
training,  who  might  be  idle  during  the  dull  season  of  their  own 
special  branch  of  the  trade. 

The  absence  of  public  regulations  concerning  the  ventilation, 
sanitation,  air  space,  etc.,  of  the  domestic  workshop  may  very 
likely  give  it  an  advantage  over  the  factory  in  reducing  the  Im- 
mediate costs  of  manufacture;  but  as  legislation  has  been  ex- 
tended over  the  tenement  shop  and  family  workroom  this  ad- 
vantage has  diminished. 
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TBB  SVfBAT  SHOP  A  HK8ULT  Of   lUMIORATION. 

The  need  of  legislation  regulating  home  indnstry  was  not 
especially  felt  so  long  as  home  work  was  confined  to  native 
tailors,  dressmakers,  glove  makers,  collar  and  cnfE  makers,  etc., 
but  it  became  manifest  when  swarms  of  immigrants  from  Cen- 
tral and  Eastern  Europe,  with  their  low  standards  of  comfort 
and  cleanliness,  came  to  this  country  and  settled  down  in  city 
tenements,  where  without  complaint  they  accepted  rooms  al- 
most devoid  of  light  and  air.  Filth,  vermin,  disease,  abounded 
in  the  tenements  where  they  settled  and  became  a  menace  to 
the  public  health  when  those  immigrants,  unskilled  at  any 
trade,  and  ignorant  of  our  language  and  customs,  undertook  in 
their  living  rooms  the  first  work  that  offered.  The  entire  family 
worked  early  and  late  making  clothing,  cigars,  etc.,  and  earned 
leas  than  a  fair  day's  wage  for  a  single  man.  Unless  the  family 
was  a  large  one,  outsiders  were  employed  in  the  already 
crowded  dwelling,  and  then  there  came  into  existence  the  real 
"sweat  shop," — the  compound  of  working  and  dwelling  place 
which  was  thus  described  in  1891  by  Dr.  G.  C.  Stiebeling,  a  New 
York  physician  who  accompanied  a  Massachusetts  commission 
Id  making  a  tour  of  inspection  of  metropolitan  sweat  shops: 

The  affiant,  George  C.  Stiebeling,  declares  thnt  he  Ib  sixty  years  of 
■ge,  that  he  resideH  at  No.  71  St.  Mark's  place,  city,  county  and  state 
of  New  York,  a«d  that  he  has  been  a  practicing  physician  for  the  last 
thirty-seven  years.  He  further  declares  that  on  the  Eeventeenth  day 
of  February,  ISOl,  between  the  houra  of  10  a.  m.  and  1  p.  m.,  he 
visited  and  examined  certain  workshops  located  in  the  tenement  houses 
Nob.  120,  IIB  and  116  Hester  street,  No.  14  Norfolk  street,  Nos.  198  and 
162  Division  street  and  No.  11  Lndlow  street,  New  York  city.  In  which 
clothing  is  manufactured  and  which  serve  at  the  same  time  as  dwelling 
rooms  to  the  bosses,  their  families  and  boarders,  and  that  by  said 
visits  and  examinations  he  has  found  that  these  compound  working 
and  dwelling  places  are  overcrowded,  ill-vent ile ted,  over-heated,  full 
of  dirt,  filth,  vermin  and  stench,  and  that  consequently  they  are  Id  a 
most  unwholesome,  health-destroying  and  disease-breeding  condition. 
In  proof  of  this  assertion  affiant  will  detail  two  instances  of  his  visits 
and  examinations. 

No.  lie  Hester  street  Is  an  old  four-story  and  basement  brick  honse. 
In  which  the  two  lower  floors  and  the  basement  are  used  as  dwellings, 
wUl*  the  two  upper  floors  are  occupied  by  two  tailor  bosses,  with 
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their  famUlu,  boarders  &nd  working  Iiands.  The  third  floor  conciata 
of  fonr  Btnall  rooms,  which  are  flUed  to  exceu  by  seven  sewlnjf  ma- 
chines, hei^s  of  bof  s'  panta,  nine  working  hands,  boss,  wUe,  rix 
chlldTcn,  two  beds  and  a  mighty  flreplaee.  On  the  fourth  floor  two 
small  rooms  ore  occupied  by  fifteen  working  haada,  a  number  of 
Mwing  machines,  heaps  of  jackets  and  a  large  fireplace.  Ibere  are 
two  c&bineta  In  the  rear  of  the  basement,  one  of  which  was  locked  and 
the  other  open.  Aa  an  old  practicing  physician  and  as  surgeon  in  our 
late  war  of  rebellion  afBant  has  seen  many  bad  places,  but  he  confesses 
that  be  has  never  met  a  place  In  such  an  awful  condition  as  this  open 
cabinet  In  the  bsKroent  of  the  house  No.  116  Hester  street.  It  beggars 
description. 

No.  163  Division  street  is  a  brick  tenement  house.  On  the  fourth 
floor  afQant  found  four  very  amall  rooms,  occupied  by  five  sewing 
machines,  twenty-four  working  hands  and  the  family  of  the  boss,  con- 
risting  of  himself,  wife  and  five  living  children.  The  mother  reported 
to  afBant  that  within  the  last  few  years  six  of  her  children  had  died 
of  various  diseases  here  In  this  same  place. 

Belying  on  the  facts  above  related  affiant  finally  declares  that.  In 
his  opinion,  the  dust,  filth  and  dirt  accumulated  in  the  "sweating 
dens  **  he  has  visited  and  examined  contain  the  germs  of  the  prevailing 
infections  diseases,  such  aa  diphtheria,  scarlatina,  measles,  erysipelas 
and  smallpox,  and  that  the  clothing  manntactnred  In  these  shops  la 
impregnated  with  such  germs  and  consequently  may  transmit  and 
spread  the  aforesaid  diseases  to  persona  who  handle  and  wear  It,

Other  exposaree  of  tenement-hoose  workrooms  were  made 
about  tbe  same  time,  and  in  1892  both  New  York  and  Massa- 
cbnsetts  enacted  laws  specifically  designed  to  protect  the  pnMio 
health  from  the  contagioas  diseaaes  originating  thereiik.  ^e 
most  important  provision  of  ttie  New  York  law  wafi  the 
prohibition  of  the  employment  of  any  bnt  members  of  the  family 
in  a  room  nsed  as  a  living  room.  The  result  was  that  tbe  bulk 
of  the  work  left  the  dwelling,  since  profitable  production  re- 
quired the  association  together  of  a  larger  number  of  workers 
than  the  average  family  affcvded.  Bat  when  the  workplace 
was  separated  from  the  dwelling,  it  came  under  tbe  definition 
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•f  a  factory  and  was  therefore  aobject  to  all  the  regnlationR 
eosceming  factories.  The  State  factor?  inspectorH  could  no 
longer  be  kept  out  and  their  efforte  after  a  time  brought  these 
tenement  workshops  to  a  plane  of  cleanliness  little  below  that 
of  lai^  factories. 

Conditions  in  the  strictly  family  workrooms,  however,  re- 
mained very  bad.  Donbtleas,  too,  some  shops  were  maictained 
in  liYiug  rooms,  or  rooms  connected  therewith,  in  violation  of 
the  law,  as  it  was  difficult  for  the  inspectors  to  gain  access  to 
sach  places  in  view  of  the  constitutional  saf^uards  abont  the 
sanctity  of  the  home.  To  meet  this  situation  the  Legislature^  in 
1899,  prohibited  the  manofactare  of  clothing  and  certain  other 
articlea  in  any  tenement  bnilding  without  the  permission  of  the 
Btate  Factory  Inspector,  who  was  to  issue  a  license  for  such 
mannfactnre  only  when  satisfled  that  the  work  would  be  done 
under  proper  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions..  Under  this  law 
the  State  officials  gain  access  to  the  home  and  enforce  a  certain 
minimam  standard  of  health  by  guarding  against  over-crowd- 
ing, filth,  vermin  and  stench.  Inspections  are  regularly  made 
semi-annually  at  the  height  of  the  season  in  the  clothing  trade 
and  family  workrotmis  falling  below  the  standard  of  cleanlinesa 
have  their  licenses  revoked. 

PBBSIira  aSTBNT  or  HOUR  INTDSIST. 

While  legislation  was  thns  limiting  the  number  of  workmen 
who  might  be  brought  together  in  a  dwelling-place  through  the 
ezclusion  of  all  workers  from  outride  the  family,  econ<Hnic  de- 
velopment was  requiring  the  association  of  larger  and  larger 
numbers  of  work-people  in  a  single  workplace  in  order  to  obtain 
the  full  advantage  of  the  principle  of  division  of  labor.  Thus 
the  invention  and  introduction  of  the  suction  table  rendered 
possible  the  employment  of  women  and  girls  in  cigar  fsctoriea 
in  iriace  of  skilled  cigarmakers,  who  often  worked  in  their  own 
homes.  And  in  the  garment  trades  the  tendency  lias  been 
toward  dividing  the  work  into  a  larger  number  of  operations  in 
order  to  ntOize  the  labor  of  unskilled  worlcers.  The  expenses 
of  production  are  so  much  tower  under  this  method  than  under 
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the  old  method,  under  which  all  the  operationB  were  performed 
by  a  group  no  larger  than  the  average  family,  that  few  gar- 
ments are  now  made  in  their  entirety  by  home  workers.  What 
has  been  left  to  the  home-workera  in  the  clothing  trade  is  thfe 
"finishing"  of  garments, —  the  felling,  sewing  on  of  bnttone, 
etc.  Other  licensed  home-worltera  make  artificial  flowers, 
cigars,  purses,  etc.,  hut  altogether  they  constitute  a  small  num- 
ber as  compared  with  the  "home  finishers."  This  is  shown  by 
the  following  table  of  industries  carried  on  in  licensed  family 
workrooms,  1901:

It  thus  appears  that  in  New  York  City  16,068  family  work- 
rooms were  licensed  in  1901,  and  that  27,019  persons  were  au- 
thorized to  work  therein-  These  numbers  have  since  been 
Klightly  increased,  but  may  still  be  regarded  as  sufficiently 
representative  for  use  in  this  connection.  The  important  fact 
to  be  noted  is  that  seven-ninths  of  all  the  licensed  home-workers 
in  New  York  City  are  women  and  that  six-sevenths  of  these 
women  work  on  clothing,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  "  home  finish- 
ers," There  were  also  among  the  female  home-workers  some- 
what more  than  one  thousand  makers  of  neckwear  and  nearly 
a  thousand  makers  of  artificial  flowers. 

■Tkii  oolimin  inoludH  numy  p«noiu  wboM  hx  «u  not  lUitsd. 
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Of  the  male  home-workers  about  fiTe-Bizthg  work  on  clotli> 
ing;  they  are  chiefly  ciutom  tailors,  who  cat  aud  make  gac^ 
mentB,  and  journeymen  tailors  who  make  garments  already  cat 
for  a  manafactnrer  or  merchant  tailor.  Abont  400  men  make 
cigars,  hot  no  other  licensed  work  occnplea  any  cooslderable 
nomlter  of  male  home-workers,  either  in  New  York  City  or  other 
places  in  the  State. 

ECONOMIC  CONDITION  OP  HOME  WOBKEBS. 
The  economic  condition  of  this  lat^e  body  of  working-people 
has  received  less  attention  in  government  reports  than  has  their 
mode  of  life  and  work,  partly  becaose  sanitary  conditioos  of  the 
workrooms  need  to  be  carefnlly  looked  to  lest  they  endanger 
the  pnblic  health,  and  partly  because  the  difficalties  of  gather* 
ing  statistics  of  the  earnings  of  home-workers  are  nnnsually 
great.  The  large  clothing  mannfactarers  commonly  have  no 
direct  connection  with  the  home-workers,  and  the  contractors 
who  undertake  the  work  for  the  mannfactarers  and  give  out 
certain  parts  of  it  to  the  home-workers  too  seldom  keep  books 
to  be  able  to  give  information  of  a  comprehensive  nature.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  home-workers  are  not  associated  in  any 
organization  through  which  their  income  might  be  ascertained 
with  the  cofiperation  of  the  union's  officers;  the  garment-makers 
Who  appear  in  the  reports  of  the  Bnrean  of  Labor  Statistics 
concerning  the  economic  condition  of  organized  labor,  iuclade 
no  home-workers  whatever.  To  obtain  from  individual  wage- 
earners  statements  of  their  actnal  income  is  so  large  an  under- 
taking  that  the  attempt  has  been  abandoned  by  nearly  all  the 
statistical  officers  created  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  labor 
BtatiaticB,  and  in  the  case  of  the  home-workers  of  New  York 
City  such  sea  andertaking  is  rendered  the  more  difflcalt  by  the 
fact  that  80  large  a  proportion  of  these  people  are  foreigners 
who  have  only  a  slight  acquaintance  with  the  English  language. 
Hence  each  statistics  of  their  earnings  as  have  heretofore  been 
pahlished  have  been  on  a  small  scale,  reaching  only  a  few  of 
the  families  In  the  class.  If  the  Investigator  is  sofficiently  well 
acquainted  with  the  entire  field  to  be  able  to  select  typical 
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fwnilies  his  reanlts  may  be  valoable;  but  it  is  manifest  that 
tbere  always  eziets  the  posBibility  of  error  in  making  the 
selectionB. 

SCOPE  OF  TUB  INT&8T1G&TI0N. 

To  supply  the  lack  of  accarate  and  compreheoaiTe  statiatios 
concerning  the  economic  condition  of  the  tiome-workers  in  New 
York's  tenements,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  prepared  a 
schedaie  for  the  use  of  the  deputy  factory  inspectors  in  their 
semi-annual  inspection  of  tenement  workplaces  in  August.  Onie 
inspector  is  by  the  nature  of  his  duties  brought  into  frequent 
intercourse  with  the  home-workers,  who  by  reason  of  frequent 
changes  of  residence  are  contiuually  applying  for  new  licenses; 
and  he  is  accordingly  able  to  obtain  more  trustworthy  infor- 
mation than  an  entire  stranger  could  expect  to  secure.  He 
was,  moreover,  considerably  aided  in  securing  wage  statiBtics 
by  the  practice  which  now  obtains  among  many  clothing  con- 
tractors of  entering  in  the  home-worker's  account  book  each 
payment  for  work  done.  Although  these  entries  are  not  usually 
dated,  the  book's  owner  can  at  least  mark  off  the  beginning  of 
a  season  or  of  the  calendar  year,  so  that  the  payments  for  a 
six  months'  period  were  ascertainable.  The  period  covered  by 
the  investigation  was  the  first  six  months  of  1902  (with  an  ex- 
ception, hereafter  explained,  in  the  case  of  the  artificial  flower 
makers).  This  period  included  the  busy  season  of  the  spring 
and  also  its  proportion  of  the  slack  season,  so  that  the  income 
received  in  the  period  may  fairly  be  reckoned  as  equivalent  to 
one-half  the  average  annual  income. 

The  total  number  of  schedules  filled  out  by  the  inspector! 
exceeded  1,000.  Thc^  include  reports  from  all  nationalitief 
and  all  the  districts  of  the  city,  and  the  results  may  ther^ore 
be  accepted  as  approaching  accuracy  so  far  as  the  garmoit 
makers  and  artificial  fiower  makers  are  concerned;  the  otlier 
and  less  important  industries  are  not  largely  enough  repre- 
sented to  yield  entirely  satisfactory  results,  thus:

It  hae  already  been  explained  that  the  caBtom  tailora  are 
those  who  cnt  and  make  clothing  while  the  tailors  do  no  cutting 
and  the  finisbera  simply  do  the  felling,  sewing  on  of  buttons, 
etc.  The  "  miscellaneons  "  class  embraces  9  male  licensees,  of 
whom  6  are  cigarmakers,  the  others  being  makers  of  pocket- 
books,  saspenders,  etc.,  and  29  female  licensees,  of  whom  13 
make  neckwear,  12  infants'  dresses  and  the  other  4  shirts,  shirt 
waists,  etc.  In  the  detailed  tables  of  the  appendix  each  indus- 
try and  occupation  is  treated  separately. 


THB    BMFLOYEBS    OT    HOME    WOOEKBS. 

On  the  following  pages  is  a  sammary  showing  for  whom  the 
licensees  woi^,  and  from  this  it  appears  that  the  taJlors  usually 
work  for  their  private  cnstomers  or  manufacturers  or  merchant 
tailors.  Most  of  the  finishers,  howererj  work  for  contractors, 
the  so-called  "sweaters"  or  middlemen  who  contract  with 
mannfactnrers  to  make  garments  at  so  mndi  per  piece.  The 
artificial  flower  makers  take  work  exclusively  from  the  mann- 
facturera,  thus: 
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NATIONALITT  OF  HOMI  TrOBEBBS. 

Tables  I' and  II  of  the  Appendix  together  contaiii  all  the  in- 
formatioD  gathered  abont  each  famil;,  arranged  according  to 
indnstrr  and  nationality.  The  first  group  of  licenBees  are  cos- 
torn  tailors,  who  are  divided  into  snb-gronps  according  to  the 
garmentB  tltat  they  make.  There  are  18  coat  makers,  who  are 
entered  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  their  nationality, — Atim- 
trians,  Qermang,  Italians,  Botimanlan  Hebrews,  Bossians, 
Swedes  and  Turks  (Syrians).  Family  namber  1  is  described  as 
follows: 

The  1ic«iim«,  who  resides  in  Fonjthe  street,  Uanh&ttan  boroTi^  la 
ft  maa  ot  Anstriui  birth,  fiS  jtara  old,  and  has  l>een  fifteen  years  in 
tlie  United  Btatea.  His  family  consists  ot  his  wife  (aged  56  years),  two 
sons  (aged  11  and  S  years),  three  daogbtera  (aged  18,  i  and  8  years). 
Only  the  oldest  daughter  assists  him  in  Us  work,  tiie  wife  being  occu- 
pied in  household  duties.  lather  and  daughter  worked  for  a  clothing 
manufacturer  aod  their  combined  CAmings  ranged  from  (6  a  week  in 
tlie  slsck  season  to  tl6  In  the  busy  season.  In  the  flrat  six  months  ot 
Ute  year  they  worked  twelve  weeks  and  earned  $1>!0,  which  was  the 
entire  Income  of  the  family  In  that  period,  as  none  of  the  family 
worked  outside  the  house  and  no  boarders  or  lodgers  were  taken. 

An  examination  of  the  two  tables  mentioned  above,  or  the 
following  summary  thereof,  reveals  the  great  preponderance  of 
foreign-bom  reeideDts  in  the  home  industries:

If  tliere  were  available  a  tabulation  of  the  nationalitr 
of  all  personB  holding  licenaefl  for  home  industry  from  the 
Bnreaa  of  Factory  Inspection,  it  would  nndonbtedly  be  foond 
that  the  number  of  Americans  on  the  liat  wajs  a  very  small  one 
compared  with  the  number  of  toreignera;  and  most  of  the 
American  home-workera  would  be  found  to  be  the  children  of 
Immigrants.  In  the  present  investigation,  154  of  the  1,010 
licensees  reporting  were  American  bom,  bat  this  proportion 
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vastly  exceeds  the  proportion  in  the  entire  borne  induBtrj',  as  » 
coDHeqnence  of  the  superior  ability  of  the  native  bora  to  answer 
the  inquiries  of  the  inveatigators,  their  familiarity  with  the 
English  language  really  putting  a  premium  upon  the  collection 
of  schedules  from  Americans.  Of  the  154  Americans,  all  but  13 
were  children  of  foreign  mothers;  and  of  these  13  Americans  of 
native  parentage,  2  men  were  tailors,  6  of  the  women  home 
finishers,  1  an  artificial  fiower  maker  aud  the  remaining  i  in 
miscellaneous  trades.  It  is  frequently  said  that  the  American- 
born  women  who  undertake  home  work  do  so  from  the  desire 
to  earn  "pin  money,"  hut  it  is  evident  from  these  statistics 
that  some  of  them  are  chiefiy  dependent  upon  such  work  for 
their  livelihood;  thus  of  the  six  native-born  home  finishers,  only 
two  are  supported  by  wage-earning  husbands  and  the  other  four 
gain  a  meagre  subsistence  by  finishing  garments,  supplemented 
in  two  cases  by  receipts  from  boarders." 

Of  the  men  who  are  licensed  to  carry  on  work  in  the  home, 
the  majority  are  Germans  or  of  German  families,  although  a 
considerable  number  of  tlio  finishers  are  Italians.  Among  the 
women  there  are  few  tailorcsscs,  the  vast  majority  being  sim- 
ply finishers  or  artificial  flower  makers.  The  last-mentioned  in- 
dustry, so  far  at  least  as  it  is  carried  on  in  the  home,  is  virtually 
monopolized  by  the  Italians,  all  but  one  of  the  61  families  in- 
cluded in  this  investigation  being  Italian — either  immigrants 
or  of  the  first  generation  born  in  this  country.  The  Gprmans 
are  undoubtedly  over-rejiregented  in  these  statistics  as  com- 
pared with  the  Italians,  since  they  are  more  familiar  with  the 
English  languaget  and  could  therefore  give  better  reports. 
Virtually  all  of  the  German  home  finishers  reside  in  Brooklyn, 
while  the  Italians  are  both  in  Brooklyn  and  on  the  East  Side  of 
Manhattan  Borough.

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The  length  of  time  that  the  foreign-bora  home-workers  hare 
resided  in  this  country  Is  set  forth  in  Table  III  of  the  Appendix 
and  summarized  below:

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The  male  liceneees  represented  in  these  statistics  have  re- 
sided in  this  conntry  22  years  on  the  average,  while  the  womMi 
have  been  here  only  12  years  on  the  average.  Naturally  there 
are  few  included  in  these  statistics  who  had  been  here  less  than 
a  year,  as  such  woold  usually  be  unable  to  furnish  investigators 
with  the  data  required;  nevertheless  there  were  11  sncb  among 
the  women.  Almost  one-half  of  Hie  men  had  resided  in  this 
country  for  more  than  20  years;  even  among  the  finishers  a 
larger  number  had  been  here  for  that  length  of  time  than  for 
10-20  years.  But  among  the  women  the  average  length  of  resi* 
dence  is  much  shorter,  the  preponderant  class  being  those  who 
had  resided  here  from  1  to  5  years. 

The  German  women  had  on  the  average  resided  In  the  United 
States  28  years,  the  Bussian  Jews  12  years,  and  the  Italian 
women  only  7  years.  Tbia  is  the  order  in  which  these  for- 
eigners have  arrived  on  our  shores  and  dominated  in  succession 
the  clothing  trades  of  New  York  City. 
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AoB  OF  Fbu«lr  Licbnsees  akd  Lbnotb 
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AGB  AND  MARITAL  CONDITION  OF  HOUB-WOBKaiB& 

Some  light  loa;  be  thrown  on  the  earning  capacity  of  licensed 
home-workera  by  examining  the  flgm-eB  as  to  age  (Table  HI  of 
the  Appendix  and  tables  on  the  preceding  pages)  which  are  sam- 
marized  below: 
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The  male  licensees  are  on  the  average  46  years  old,  and  hence 
considerably  older  than  the  women,  whose  average  age  is  37 
years,  so  ftir  as  coald  be  ascertained.  There  were  no  men  ond^ 
the  age  of  21  years,  although  there  were  3d  female  licensees 
below  that  age.  The  great  balk  of  the  women  were  between 
21  and  46  years  old,  and  their  average  age,  37,  seems  fairly 
representative;  but  among  the  men  a  majority  were  upward  of 
45  years  and  their  average,  46  years,  also  appears  representa- 
tive. Those  upwards  of  60  years  form  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  men  than  of  the  women.  This  table,  of  coarse,  does  not 
pretend  to  reveal  the  average  age  of  home-workers  generally, 
since  it  is  the  more  active  workers  who  apply  for  licenses;  oc- 
casionally the  elder  and  youthful  members  of  the  family  m^ 
do  more  of  the  work  than  the  licensee. 

The  Italian  women  are  nearly  all  between  21  and  46  years  old 
and  average  34  years,  while  more  than  one-half  of  the  Gennan 
women  are  upwards  of  46  years  and  average  47  years  of  age. 
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Wliat  is  the  marital  or  conjagal  condition  of  home-workers, 
eapeciaJl;  the  women?  Are  they  unmarried  women  etaylng 
with  relatives  and  earning  their  own  Irving  with  the  needle,  or 
are  they  married  womwi?  If  married,  do  they  have  to  aapport 
families  themselves  or  do  they  have  the  asBistance  of  male 
wage-earners  and  simply  take  np  sewing  to  anpplement  an  al- 
ready assnred  income? 

The  following  table  vrill  afford  an  answer  to  many  of  these 
qnestiona : 

UABITAL   CONDITION    AND   SIZB   OF   FAUIUBS    OF   LICBNBBSa 
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A  few  words  will  tmfflce  to  explain  the  family  rdations  of 
the  male  licensees.  Nearly  all  of  them  are  married,  only  six 
living  alone  and  three  in  other  families  than  their  own.  Of 
the  149  family  men,  all  bat  20  had  one  or  more  children  at  home. 
The  total  number  of  children  was  304,  or  jnst  about  2  to  a 
family.    The  largest  number  of  children  in  any  family  was  8, 
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which  was  the  number  fonud  in  2  families;  in  3  familieB  there 
were  7  children  at  home;  in  7  families,  6  children,  etc.  The 
average  number  (2  children)  was  found  in  35  families,  while  27 
families  had  only  1  child  at  home,  23  contained  3  children  and 
the  same  number  i  children.  It  scarcely  needs  to  be  explained 
that  the  considerable  number  of  couples  upwards  of  60  years 
of  age  have  few  children  at  home,  who  aione  are  counted  in 
these  statistics. 

Of  the  852  female  licensees,  7i7  are  married  or  are  widows 
with  children,  while  105  are  single  or  widows  without  children. 
Of  the  latter,  36  live  alone,  47  live  with  brother,  father  or  other 
male  wage-earner,  and  22  live  with  female  relatives.  There 
were  106  home  finishers  with  families  from  which  the  husband 
had  been  removed  by  death  or  otherwise;  few  of  these  families, 
however,  were  large  ones;  in  i8  cases  there  was  only  1  child; 
in  28  cases,  2  children;  in  22  cases,  3  children;  in  8  cases,  4  chil- 
dren; in  4  cases,  5  children;  in  1  ca^e,  6  children,  and  in  1  case, 
7  children.  The  most  common  size  of  family  was  that  which 
contained  2  children,  although  the  number  of  families  with  only 
one  child  at  home  was  almost  as  large. 

The  age  of  the  2,034  minor  children  of  licensees  was  as  fol- 
lows: Under  8  years,  861;  8  to  12  years,  422;  12  to  14  years,  177; 
14  to  16  years,  213;  16  to  21  years,  338;  age  not  stated,  23. 

WORK   AND   WAGES  OP  HOME  W0BEEB8. 

Tables  IV,  V  and  VI  of  the  Appendix  show,  for  each  occupa- 
tion and  each  nationality,  the  number  of  weeks  worked  and 
amount  of  money  earned  by  home-workers  in  the  first  six 
months  of  1902."    A  summary  of  Table  IV  is  given  below: 
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NDHBBIl  OF  "WEEKS  WORKED  BY  LICENSEES.  JAM.  1— lUME  30,  1903. 
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Of  the  157  male  licenBe<?B,  91,  or  57  per  cent,  worked  the  entire 
26  weeks,  and  of  the  823  female  licensees  concerning  whom  re- 
ports were  made,  452,  or  55  per  cent,  did  at  least  some  work  iti 
each  of  the  26  weeks;  but  of  coarse  in  many  of  these  weeks  they 
■were  by  no  means  fnlly  employed-  While  both  the  men  and 
the  women  averaged  nearly  23  weeks,  this  means  simply  that 
there  were  on  the  average  only  three  weeks  in  the  coarse  of 
which  they  took  no  work  home.  In  the  different  occupations  - 
considerable  uniformity  prevails;  only  among  the  artificial 
flower  makers  does  the  average  fall  below  20  weeks.  Of  the 
722  women  finishers,  407  did  some  work  in  each  of  the  26  weeks. 
The  fact  that  numbers  worked  for  shorter  periods  does  not  of 
itself  indicate  that  they  were  unable  to  obtain  work.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  these  figures  concerning  the  time  worked  are 
osefnl  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  the  average  weekly 
eamingB  and  should  not  be  regarded  as  invariably  indicative  of 
the  amount  of  involantary  idleness.

The  earniogB  of  male  liceoBeeB  greatly  exceed  those  of  female 
licenBeee;  while  the  men  working  at  home  averaged  1289.51  in 
the  first  Bix  months  of  1902,  the  women  averaged  only  {82.53. 
These  amounts  are  equivalent  to  annual  incomes  of  |6T9  and 
fl65,  respective!;.  The  explanation  of  the  wide  difference  be- 
tween men's  wages  and  those  of  women,  lies  chiefly  in  the  fact 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  men  are  skilled  workmen,  while  the 
women  follow  those  branches  of  needlework  which  require  little 
experience  or  skill.  This  is  brought  ont  in  the  following  table, 
showing  the  number  of  workers  of  each  sex  and  average  earn- 
ings (or  each  branch  of  trade: 

INCOME  FROM  HOME  INDUSTRY. 
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It  thus  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  male  licensees  are 
tailors,  while  only  one-third  perform  the  unskilled  labor  in- 
volved in  tiie  mere  finishing  of  garments.  On  the  other  hand, 
nearly  all  the  women  are  home  finishers  or  artificial  flower 
makers  and  are  therefore  called  upon  to  exercise  a  relatively 
small  amount  of  skill.  The  few  women  who  were  capable  of 
making  the  entire  garment  earned  nearly  eight  dollars  a  week, 
when  working,  which  amount  although  greatly  inferior  to  the 
wages  of  the  men  nevertheless  compares  not  unfavorably  with 
the  earnings  of  factory  operatives  in  the  clothing  business  (see 
Chapter  I). 
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That  tbe  weekly  earnings  average  higher  among  the  male 
than  among  the  female  finishers  is  is  part  explained  by  the  fact 
that  they  hare  more  helpers.  Thas  the  men  licenBed  to  do 
finishing  work  at  home  have  more  than  one  helper  apiece  (50 
licensees  and  56  helpers),  but  the  women  have  only  one  helper 
to  fonr  licenseeB  (722  licenseeB  and  195  helpers).  In  the  arti- 
ficial flower  trade  the  earnings  of  male  licensees  are  superior 
to  those  of  female  licensees,  becanse  first  they  worked  more 
weeks,  and,  secondly,  becanse  they  had  two  helpers  apiece, 
while  the  women- averaged  only  one  helper  apiece.  The  rela- 
tively large  earnings  of  the  men  in  the  mlscellaneoas  trades,  too, 
are  iofluenced  by  the  fact  that  there  is  virtnally  one  helper  to 
each  licensed  worker;  the  contrast  is  very  distinct  between  the 
cigarmakers  who  without  assistance  averaged  only  {9.67,  while 
the  pnrsemakers,  with  an  average  of  1^  helpers  apiece,  earned 
118.76  each. 

On  the  female  side  the  iafiueoce  of  the  number  of  assistantB 
is  manifest  in  the  trades  with  earnings  above  the  average, 
notably  the  neckwear  makers.  The  last  column,  exhibiting  the 
average  earnings  per  week  of  women  home-workers,  demon- 
strates that  it  is  the  work  of  the  finishers,  with  an  average 
weekly  wage  of  (3.46,  and  the  artificial  fiower  makers,  with  an 
average  wage  of  (3.56,  that  require  further  attention  and 
analysis. 

THB  HOUB  riNiSHBaa. 

The  vast  bulk  of  the  work  done  by  the  25,000  or  30,000  tene- 
ment workers  in  New  York  City,  as  already  explained,  consists 
in  finishing  garments.  The  principal  garments  finished  are 
trousers,  or  as  called  by  the  trade,  "pants,"  the  flnlshlDg  of 
which  consists  in  turning  and  basting  the  bottoms  of  the  legs, 
basting  or  felling  around  the  band  and  sewing  on  buttons  and 
buckles.  Coats,  vests,  and  other  garments  are  also  taken  home 
to  be  finished,  but  none  in  so  large  quantities  as  trousers.  In 
these  statistics  the  number  of  licensees  who  work  on  trousers 
(446)  is  relatively  small  when  compared  with  the  number  who 
finish  coats  (13S),  vests  (72),  making  buttonholes,  vest  backs. 
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vest  linings  (34),  etc.;  in  the  acttial  trade  tlie  finishers  of  trou- 
sers have  a  larger  preponderance. 

Tbe  prices  paid  for  the  flnisliiiig  of  tronsers  natorally  varies 
witli  the  grade  of  work.  Knee  trousers  are  worth  a  few  cents 
a  dozen,  but  men's  trousers  are  paid  for  by  tbe  pair,  the  pre- 
dominating grades  being  worth  for  finishing  from  fonr  to  seven 
cents  a  pair.  Probably  the  majority  of  the  women  flnishiDg 
trousers  do  the  wort  for  five  cents  a  pair,  and  it  talces  the  or 
dinary  worlcer  just  about  an  hour  to  finish  one  pair.  The  finish- 
ing of  coats  is  paid  about  ttie  same:  from  five  to  seven  cents  a 
coat,  which  is  commonly  finished  in  somewhat  less  than  an . 
hour,*  makii^  the  average  compensation  for  an  hour's  steady 
work  somewhat  more  than  five  cents. 

Assuming  five  cents  an  hour  as  the  average  wage  of  home 
workers,  a  woman  could  by  steady  work  for  ten  hours  a  day 
earn  60  cents  a  day.  But  this  would  leave  out  of  account  tlie 
interruptions  incident  to  all  housework,  as  well  as  the  time 
spent  in  going  after  and  returning  garments,  and  not  infre- 
quently waiting  for  work  at  the  contractor's  shop.  Most  of  the 
finishers,  being  married  women,  have  the  cares  of  a  housekeeper 
in  addition  to  their  wage-earning  occupation.  Hence  eight 
hours  devoted  to  sewing  would  aa  a  rule  mean  tor  them  a  bard 
day's  work.  On  that  basis  their  earnings  would  average  40 
cents  a  day  or  f2.40  a  week.  It  is  evident  that  they  do,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  devote  that  mwA  time  to  tbe  work  of  finishing, 
for  their  average  earnings  with  one  helper  to  four  licensees 
are  (3.03  (i.  e.  $78.71  for  six  months).  In  families  where  there 
is  no  helper  to  the  home-worker,  and  the  earnings  from  home 
work  nevertheless  average  more  than  |2.40  a  week,  the  finisher 
evidently  gives  up  more  than  eight  hours  a  day  to  needlework 
alone.  Tbe  working  time  in  home  industry  is  necessarily  so 
irregular  that  the  statistics  collected  on  that  point  are  too

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imperfect  to  be  printed.  They  do  show,  however,  that  hours 
of  work  are  freqoeotly  {wolonged  beyond  anj  reasonable  limit 
and  in  the  rush  season  especially  are  likely  to  be  ezceasive.  Of 
coarse,  no  attempt  was  made  in  this  investigation  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  time  devoted  by  home  ftnisfaers  to  household 
duties,  as  aDcb  time  is  too  irregnlar  for  record. 

While  the  rates  paid  for  finishing  coats  are  perhaps  slightly 
better  than  those  paid  on  tronsers,  the  earnings  of  coat  finish- 
ers are  very  nearly  the  same  as  titose  of  tponsers  finishers  (t79.52 
and  |76i!4,  respectively,  for  the  sis  months;  women  finishers 
of  waistcoats  in  the  same  period  averaged  |82.45).  Finishers 
of  certain  other  garments  averaged  larger  amounts,  but  as  a 
rale  there  were  too  few  of  them  to  give  safe  conclusions;  varia- 
tions in  the  numt>er  of  helpers  or  the  period  of  employment 
might  account  for  such  differences.  The  most  conspicuous  dif- 
ference is  found  among  the  finishers  of  sailor  blouses,  who  aver- 
aged f334.    (Compere  recapitnlation  of  Table  V  in  App^diz.) 

The  earnings  of  the  various  nationalities  exhibit  considerable 
uniformity,  so  far  as  they  are  solBciently  comprehensive  to  he 
representative.  Only  three  nationalities  are  well  represented 
among  the  women  finishers  and  their  eamingB  were:  Ameri- 
cans ?76,  Germans  |74,  Italians  f82.    (Compare  Table  VI.) 

Inasmuch  as  die  compensation  for  home  finishing  is  regu- 
lated chiefiy  by  the  dnnands  of  women  who  wish  to  supplement 
the  earnings  of  the  principal  breadwinner  of  the  family,  it  is 
fixed  at  a  point  that  furnishes  a  very  scanty  subsistence  to 
workers  who  have  no  other  source  of  support.  What  it  means 
to  some  women  may  be  comprehended  by  even  a  superficial  ex- 
amination of  the  facts  tabulated  in  Tables  I  and  II ;  for  example 
among  the  Americans  of  native  birth  and  parentage  are  six 
women  finishers  who  are  situated  as  follows: 

No.  116,  a  coat  ftnleher,  earned  $2  a  week  throughout  the  six  months; 
married,  with  daughter  aged  IE  jears;  hnaband  a  baker  who  earned 
|4U.    Total  income  In  bIz  months,  $4M. 

No.  273,  a  woman  34  yeara  old;  ahe  and  her  Bister  togrether  averaged 
S4  a  week  or  $104  in  tht  aix  months;  a  cousin  boarded  with  them  and 
paid  $S  a  week. 

No.  2M,  a.  married  woman  aged  S3  years;  she  and  her  daughter 
worked  twenty  weeks  at  finiahing  and  earned  $33;   her  husband,  an 
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oyater  opener,  earned  SlOO,  maldn^  the  total  Income  for  the  famil7 
of  three  S13S  for  six  monthB. 

Ko.  297.  a  woman  43  years  old,  living  alone,  aewed  twenty-dx  weeks 
ftnd  earned  $S8.T0  in  the  dz  mootha.  A  gift  of  tS4  from  a  relative  made 
her  total  Income  ¥82.70,  or  slightly  more  than  C3  a  week. 

No.  7BS,  a  TBBt  finisher,  made  $110.94  by  twenty-six  weeks'  work  and 
a  boarder  paid  tBt,  making  $201.94.  The  buaband,  aged  38  years,  may 
have  been  an  Invalid  as  be  earned  nothing. 

No.  S81,  a  woman  who  earned  t70  by  twenty  weeks'  work,  which  wm 
the  entire  Income  for  the  support  of  herself,  mother,  aged  S7  yean, 
and  sister,  aged  38  years. 

ARTIFICIAL  FLOWER  HAEBRB. 

The  lowest  wages  in  home  industr;  are  paid  for  the  manu- 
facture of  artificial  flowera.  The  two  male  liccusees,  with  the 
aagistance  of  their  wives  or  daughters  (six  workers  in  all),  made 
f8  a  week  or  |4  for  each  family.  The  60  female  licenaees,  with 
57  helpers,  averaged  |70.32  in  the  six  months,  or  f2.70  for  each 
of  the  26  weeks.  Even  countiog  their  actual  working  time  (19|) 
they  averaged  only  (3.56,  which  represents  the  earnings  of  two 
persons.  This  represents  "  sweating  "  in  its  worst  form  and  it 
is  instructive  to  note  that  there  are  no  contractors  or  middle- 
men in  the  buBiness,  to  be  blamed  as  sweaters;  all  the  makers 
of  artificial  dowers  take  work  directly  from  the  manufacturers. 

Of  course  such  wages  are  inadequate  to  support  a  family  in 
New  York  City,  even  on  the  low  standard  of  living  that  prevails 
among  some  of  the  Italian  immigrants.  These  wages  are 
usually  supplemented  by  the  earnings  of  other  members  of  the 
family  in  outside  employments,  whereby  the  average  family  in- 
come is  increased  to  about  |670  a  year.  Id  fact,  only  three 
families  were  found  among  those  reported  in  this  investigation 
who  were  entirely  dependent  upon  their  earnings  from  home 
work,  and  concerning  these  families  the  following  information 
is  afforded  by  Tables  I  and  ZI : 

No.  93S  Is  a  male  Italian,  S4  years  old,  who  has  been  eight  years  in 
tha  United  States.  Ee  worked  throughout  the  entire  six  months  of 
the  season  at  artifloial  flower  making  and  was  asristed  by  his  wife 
and  two  dau^ters,  aged  B  and  11  years  respectively.  The  four  together 
mad«  from  $2  to  IS  a  week,  and  their  total  earnings  in  twenty-dx 
weeks  were  SIM,  or  an  average  of  $4  a  week.  There  were  also  two 
yonnger  children  in  the  family  (twin  boya  aged  S  years). 
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No.  902  1b  kh  Italian  woman  21  yeara  old,  who  has  resided  In  th« 
nt>lt«d  States  thirteen  yeara.  She  lives  with  her  mother-in-law,  U 
yean  old.  The  two  worked  Heventeen  weekn  at  maldng  artlfieial 
flowera  and  earned  from  tSS.St  to  H  a  week,  their  total  income  (or 
the  dx  months  having  been  fTO. 

No.  MT  U  an  Italian  woman  63  years  old,  who  lias  been  five  year* 
in  the  United  States.  She  and  her  four  daughters,  aged  IS,  IT,  19  and 
21  years,  together  STeraged  SIO  a  week  throughout  the  six  months, 
their  total  income  being  $SSO. 


BDPPLBMBNTABY   EASNINaS. 

The  low  wageg  of  home  flniBhers  and  arttflcial  flower  makers 
are  obvionaly  insufflcient  for  a  decent  HviDg  in  New  York  City 
unless  Bopplemented  by  income  from  other  soarces.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  moat  of  the  female  home  workers  are  married 
women  supported,  at  leaat  In  part,  hy  the  earnings  of  a  male 
breadwinner.  The  source  and  amount  of  aucii  supplementary 
earnings  were  also  inrestigated  and  the  results  tabulated.  Be- 
fore taking  np  those  results  it  will  be  advantageons  to  glance 
at  the  relative  nnmber  of  persons  engaged  in  home  industry 
and  in  ontside  employments,  thus: 
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It  18  altogether  probable  that  these  flgnpes  nnderetate  the 
number  of  child  workers,  even  of  those  who  stay  ont  of  school 
to  assist  in  home  -work.  It  seemed  adTisable  to  ascertain  the 
total  number  of  children,  for  even  those  who  attend  school 
regularly  do  more  or  less  work  at  home.  If  they  do  not  carry 
the  bundles  of  clothing  from  the  shop  to  the  home  and  back 
again,  they  at  least  Assist  in  the  household  work  and  thus  allow 
the  women  more  time  for  sewing.  In  thirteen  of  the  families, 
minor  children  assumed  all  the  responsibilities  of  managing  the 
house. 

The  table  shows  that  in  the  157  households  of  male  lic^sees, 
the  management  and  housework  were  assumed  in  127  cases  by 
the  licensee's  wife;  in  12  instances  by  the  licensee  himself,  in 
9  cases  by  other  adults  and  in  9  cases  by  minor  children.  Of 
the  823  female  licensees,  768  did  their  own  housework  (with  the 
assistance  above  indicated  from  the  children) ;  in  61  cases  the 
housekeeper  was  some  other  adult  member  of  the  family  and  in 
4  cases  a  minor  child. 

The  total  number  of  persons  reported  to  be  engaged  in  home 
industry  was  1,388;  that  is  to  say,  the  980  licensed  home- 
workers  had  408  recognized  helpers,  of  whom  184  were  children 
under  21  years  of  age.  Five  ohild  helpers  were  found  who  were 
less  than  8  years  old;  27  between  8  and  12  years  old;  23  between 
12  and  14  years,  and  38  between  14  and  16  years. 

In  the  167  families  wherein  the  licensed  home-worker  was  a 
man,  there  were  49  wage'earners  employed  outside  the  home;  19 
of  these  were  over  21  years  of  age  (children  and  other  relatives) 
and  they  earned  on  the  average  fl56  each  in  the  six  months, 
while  the  20  minors  averaged  fll7.35.  Their  total  earnings 
were  (6,483,  or  an  average  of  (41.30  to  each  of  the  157  families. 
Added  to  (45,453  the  aggregate  earnings  from  home  work,  this 
makes  the  total  earnings  (51,930,  or  an  average  of  (330.81  per 
family.  Finally  there  were  36  boarders,  lodgers,  etc.,  nearly 
all  being  grown-up  sons  and  daughters  whose  contributions  to 
the  family  funds  in  this  form  of  payment  aggregated  (3,314, 
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and  increased  the  total  familf  income  to  f55^0,  or  an  average 
of  ISS1.91. 

In  the  823  familieB  in  which  the  licenaed  home-worker  wae  a 
woman  there  was  of  course  a  larger  proportion  of  outside  work- 
era,  900  in  all.  Of  these  545  were  the  licensees'  hnsbands,  6 
the  licensees  themselvefl,  99  other  adult  members  of  the  family 
and  250  minor  children.  The  adiilt  workers  averaged  fl76.45 
each  in  the  first  six  months  (or  |S.79  a  week),  while  the  minor 
children  averaged  fl00.40  (or  f4.0d  a  week).*  l^e  average  in- 
come per  family  from  outside  work  was  (173.09,  making  the 
total  earnings  (255.62  for  each  family,  consisting  of  an  average 
of  4.2  persona.  A  small  ainount  in  addition  was  contributed 
by  137  boarders  and  lodgers,  making  the  entire  income  f266.76. 
All  of  this  appears  in  the  following  brief  summary  of  Tables 
V  and  VI: 
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It  is  interestttig  to  note  the  differences  in  oatside  earnlaga  !d 
the  variouB  brandies  of  trade,  thns:

The  outside  earniogB  of  adult  members  of  families  in  which 
the  liceugetl  home-worker  was  a  woman  averaged  |176  each, 
which  is  less  than  fl.25  a  day,  although  most  of  these  wage- 
earners  were  men.  In  cases  where  the  home-worker  waa  a 
tailoress,  the  membere  of  her  family  were  eridentl;  workmen 
of  some  skill,  as  thej  averaged  tl.60  a  day  for  each  week  day 
in  the  period;  but  the  home  finishers'  husbands  or  eons  averaged 
much  less.  Only  with  the  contributions  of  the  minor  children 
and  the  receipts  from  lodgprs  and  boarders  does  the  income  of 
finishers  become  at  all  respectable.  It  then  averages  about  |10 
a  week,  which  is  indeed  superior  to  the  earnings  ot  most  work- 
ers in  continental  Europe,  and  even  England,*  but  is  hardly 
adequate  for  city  dwellers  according  to  American  standards. 
In  the  country,  that  amount  economically  managed  and  wisely 
distributed  will  suffice  to  support  a  moderate  sized  family  in  a 
fair  degree  of  comfort.  But  in  the  great  city  living  expenses 
are  high.  Bent  alone  ranges  from  f7  to  flO  a  month  for  a 
three-room  dwelling  in  Brooklyn,  and  from  flO  to  |18  In  East 
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Side  tenements,  and  in  some  cases  abaorbe  40  per  cent  of  the 
family  income.  Transportation  at  five  cents  a  trip  is  a  heavy 
item,  nnless  the  laborer  be  near  enongb  his  work  to  walk. 
Want  of  room  necessitates  buying  in  small  quantities,  which 
results  in  high  prices  being  paid  for  fuel  and  many  articles  of 
food.  While  furniture  and  clothing  are  cheaper  than  in  the 
coDDtry,  provisions  and  garden  produce  are  much  costlier. 

It  is  doubtless  true  that  the  foreign-bom  home-workers,  in 
spite  of  their  present  poverty  according  to  American  standards, 
have  made  some  improvement  upon  their  economic  conditions 
in  the  old  homes  across  the  ocean.  Table  VI  shows  the  earn- 
ings of  each  natiouality,  which  for  the  families  of  male  licensees 
were  as  follows: 
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No  nationality  has  been  included  in  the  above  table  unless  it 
had  more  than  one  representative.  Earnings  from  home  in- 
dustry range  from  $378  (Russian  Jews)  to  |20S  (Syrians)  in  the 
six  months.  The  largest  incomes,  both  inclnding  ajid  exclading 
earnings  and  receipts  from  other  sources  than  home  indnstry, 
are  eajoyed  by  the  Russian  and  Konmanian  Jews  and  the  Scan- 
dinavians. Medium  incomes  are  those  of  Anstrians,  Qermans 
and  Americana,  while  the  lowest  incomes  are  those  of  Syrians 
and  HuBsians;  the  Italians  have  small  earnings  from  borne  work, 
but  derive  large  additions  from  supplementary  earnings  in  out- 
side employments.  The  earnings  of  families  of  female  licensees 
are  more  significant,  and  are  shown,  for  the  leading  natlonali- 
tisB  represented,  in  the  following  table: 
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The  first  inference  from  the  table  is  the  tendency  of  earnings 
to  increase  with  the  increased  size  of  families.  The  emallest 
average  earnings  per  family  are  those  of  the  English  ($85)  and 
the  largest  are  those  of  the  Hangarian  and  the  Bwiss;  at  the 
same  time,  the  smallest  families  are  the  English  (1.6  persons 
to  a  family),  while  the  largest  are  the  Swiss  (7  persons)  and  the 
Hangarians  (6.3  persons). 

If,  however,  all  nationaJities  be  left  out  of  acconnt  that  are 
represented  by  lees  than  100  families,  there  is  evident  a  dis- 
tinct superiority  in  the  earnings  of  American  families.  Thns, 
the  average  income  from  home  industry  averaged  f85  for  each 
American  family,  f81  for  each  Italian  family  and  |80  for  each 
German  family,  while  the  total  earnings  per  family  averaged 
(272  in  the  case  of  Americana,  f259  for  the  Italians  and  (234 
for  the  Qermans.  The  rather  sarprising  fact  that  the  Italians 
earn  more  than  the  Germans  is  explained  by  the  larger  sized 
family  in  the  case  of  the  Italians. 

The  next  table  reveals  the  earnings  of  the  American  families 
in  each  branch  of  trade.  The  largest  number  of  women  follow- 
ing any  branch  of  trade  consists  of  those  finishing  trousers,  fol- 
lowed by  those  who  finish  vests,  finish  coats  and  make  vest 
backs.  In  all  of  these  occnpations  the  earnings  at  home  work 
are  below  the  average,  being  only  |60,  or  |10  a  month,  in  the 
case  of  the  most  nomerons  class,  the  trousers  finishers.  A  few 
finishers  earned  more  than  |100,  and  one  family  engaged  in 
making  sailors'  blouses  earned  the  sum  of  |508.  This  family 
consisted  of  an  American-bom  Brooklyn  woman,  aged  64  years, 
and  her  sister  ageA  44,  both  of  whom  plied  the  needle  while 
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their  mother,  a  Qerman  woman  70  years  of  age,  aaaieted  in  the 
bODsehold  cares;  as  a  general  role,  the  few  familiee  who  finish 
sailors'  blonsea  were  reported  as  earning  good  wages  without 
toiling  longer  boors  than  other  home-workers. 

CHABACTEBI8TICS  AND  BEGULATION  OF  "  SWEATING." 
For  the  sake  of  nuUdng  clear  the  relation  of  New  York  City, 
and  in  particular  the  home  indnstr;  of  Mew  York  City,  toward 
the  clothing  trade  of  the  country  and  the  immigration  prob- 
lem, the  review  of  Professor  Commons's  report  to  the  Indus- 
trial Commission  is  herewith  reprinted.  It  will  be  found  in 
Volume  XV  of  the  Commission's  reports,  pages  xziv-xxzii;  the 
references  are  to  pages  in  the  same  TOlume. 

The  ch«rscterisUo  fe»tare  of  the  clothin^r  trade  is  the  so-called 
■weetlng  SfBteiD.*  The  definltian  of  Uie  swestiug  system  by  different 
parties  varies  widely,  and  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  which 
In  18BS  inveaUgated  the  subject  in  Great  Britain,  was  unable  to  decide  ' 
upon  a  precise  definlUon.  Their  conclniionB  are  summed  up  in  a 
description  of  what  they  consider  to  be  the  conditions  attending  the 
sweating  syston  —  namely,  first,  a  rate  of  wages  inadequate  to  the 
necessities  of  the  workman,  or  disproportionate  to  the  worlc  done; 
second,  exceaslTe  hours  of  labor;  third,  the  uasanitarj  state  of  the 
housea  in  irttlch  work  Is  carried  on. 

It  wlU  be  seen  that  this  description  does  not  in  any  way  state  a 
method  of  work,  but  rather  the  condition  of  the  operatives  emirioyed. 
Id  genera]  the  sweating  system  is  one  in  which  the  work  Is  done  by  a 
middleman  or  contractor,  who  takes  the  cloth  from  the  manufacturer 
at  a  eompetltlTe  price,  and  then,  employing  his  own  labor  at  such 
wages  as  he  can  force  them  to  accept,  malces  snch  a  profit  as  his 
attention  to  details  and  hla  oppression  of  employees  can  secure.  We 
have,  therefore.  In  this  trade  three  classes  of  people  concerned  — 
namdy,  the  manufacturer,  the  contractor,  and  the  workman.  The 
term  "  manufacturer "  does  not  exsctly  describe  the  position  of  this 
member  of  the  joint  production.  The  maoafactnrer  (so-called)  is  more 
properly  a  wholesale  merchant  or  warehouseman  who  ma;  employ 
hla  own  help  directly  in  the  manufacture  of  garments,  or  may  let  it 
out  to  contractors.  In  case  the  manufacturer  employs  ids  help  direct, 
the  shop  which  he  conducts  Is  technieallj  known  as  an  "inside  shop;** 
whereas  the  shops  operated  by  contractors  are  called  "  outside  (Aopa." 
The  opposIUon  to  the  contractor  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  consists 
In  the  dMoand  that  the  manufacturers  aubsUtnte   Inside  shops  for 
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outside  Bhope.  But  tier«  a  peculiar  dlatlnctlon  is  neceuary.  An  Insidft 
shop,  it  would  be  aaaumed,  la  one  In  which  the  workmen  are  employed 
under  the  direction  ot  a  foreman,  the  latter  being  a  representative  of 
tb«  manufacturer,  the  wagea  being-  paid  directly  to  the  workman  hj 
the  manufacturer  and  not  by  the  foreman;  but  the  labor  organizatlona 
which  attempt  to  aecnr«  l&slde  shops  do  not  gro  aa  far  as  thia.  They 
oon^der  that  the  eTll  of  the  contracting  syatem  con^ta  in  the  tact 
of  a  number  of  competing  contractors  bidding  against  each  other  for 
the  work  of  the  manufactuTer,  this  competition  continually  reducing 
the  price  which  they  recetve  for  making  the  garment  and  the  wagea 
of  the  workera.  If,  howerer,  the  manufacturer  would  agree  to  dls- 
penae  with  tbla  aystem  of  competing  contractors,  and  would  snbsti- 
tnte,  not  a  foreman,  bnt  a  noncompetitlTe  contractor,  who  has  a 
regular  employment  with  the  manufacturer  and  is  not  aubject  to  under- 
bidding from  other  contractors,  ibej  would  be  willitig  still  to  content 
themselres  with  this  modifloatlon  of  ttie  contracting  system. 

Ilitt  contractor  at  the  present  time  In  New  York  and  Chicago  oo- 
cujdee  the  peculiar  position  of  an  organizer  and  employer  of  itOr 
migrants.  The  man  best  fitted  to  b«  a  contractor  la  the  man  who 
is  well  acquainted  with  his  neighbors,  who  is  able  to  speak  the  lan- 
guages of  sereral  classeH  of  immigrants,  and  who  can  easily  persuade 
them  or  their  wiTcs  and  children  to  work  for  him,  and  in  tbia  way 
can  secure  the  cheapest  help.  So  irregular  la  the  business  aod  un- 
steady the  employment  that  In  the  busy  season  when  the  work  doubles 
it  ia  to  the  advantage  of  the  manufacturer  to  rely  upon  contractors  who 
have  Uila  ability  to  increase  the  number  of  employees  quickly  and  In 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  work.  The  ability  to  become  a  con- 
tracting employer  depends  also  upon  the  small  amount  of  capital  In- 
vested. Probably  (SO,  under  the  system  of  renting  the  sewing  m»> 
ehines,  is  enough  to  enable  an  employee  to  become  a  contractor  on  his 
own  account.  He  has  no  investment  In  goods  and  runs  no  riska.  Uttle 
mana^ng  ability  Is  required,  becanae  the  number  of  employees  is 
small.  He  locates  In  the  midst  of  the  districts  occupied  by  Immigrants, 
and  contributes  to  their  clannlshness  by  makbug  It  possible  for  them 
to  earn  a  living  without  mingling  with  other  nationalities.  There  la 
always  competition  among  contractors.  The  contractor  feels  more 
dependent  than  any  of  his  employees.  His  profits  are  often  less  than 
the  wages  of  his  better-paid  workmen. 

It  must  not  be  Inferred,  however,  that  the  contractor  Is  the  cause 
of  the  sweating  system.  Both  the  contractor  and  the  sweating  system 
are  the  product  of  a  disorganised  and  crowded  labor  market. 

That  the  contracting  system  is  not  essential  to  the  sweating  system 
Is  shovrn  by  the  fact  that  In  one  branch  of  the  clothing  trade,  namely, 
that  of  the  manufacture  of  ladies'  ready-made  snits,  these  small  con- 
tractors have  become  manufacturers;  that  Is  to  say,  they  have  opened 
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up  their  shops  and  bare  be^ua  to  sell  their  ready-made  gamuiiits  direct 
to  the  wholesale  trade  —  the  clothing  housea,  cloak  jobbers,  country 
merchants,  or  "  mail-order  houses."  They  do  not  send  out  travelinff 
SBlesmen,  but  wait  for  buyers  to  call  and  see  the  samples  and  leave 
their  orders.  They  manulacture  only  on  order,  and  frequently,  with 
the  help  of  a  banldng  house,  by  depositing  the  order  as  a  guaranty, 
they  are  able  to  secure  the  cloth  necessary  to  make  up  the  garaienta. 
It  is  in  this  way  that  the  development  of  this  branch  of  clothing  manu- 
facture in  New  York  city  presents  exactly  the  opposite  development 
to  that  which  has  occurred  in  other  large  industries.  Instead  of  the 
large  manufacturer  successfully  underbidding  and  driving  out  the  small 
manufacturer,  leading  ultimately  to  the  greater  consolidation  in  the 
so-called  trusts,  in  this  business  the  small  manufacturer  has  driven 
out  the  large  manufacturer.  The  small  man  does  not  need  to  pay  a 
high-priced  designer,  since  he  designs  his  own  patterns;  he  does  not 
have  to  pay  a  superintendent,  since  he  manages  his  own  businesB;  he 
does  not  pay  high  rent,  since  he  locates  in  the  poor  quarter  of  the 
i^ty;  he  can  get  labor  as  cheap  as  any  contractor;  the  shop  is  open 
day  and  night;  the  people  can  work  as  long  hours  as  they  wish.  The 
wages  which  these  small  manufacturers  pay  to  their  employees  vary 
widely  in  the  different  seasons  of  the  trade.  In  the  busy  season  they 
are  sometimes  double  the  wages  paid  in  the  dull  season.  It  has  been 
the  effort  of  the  unions  to  compel  the  manufacturers  to  agree  upon 
a  scale  of  prices  which  shall  be  unchanged  through  the  year;  but  as 
soon  AS  the  dull  season  comes  and  the  large  numbers  of  unskilled  and 
poverty-stricken  workmen,  pushed  on  by  the  influx  of  immigrants,  are 
crowding  for  employment,  the  uniform  scale  Is  abandoned,  and  every 
manufacturer  or  contractor  is  able  to  command  labor  at  wages  barely 
covering  cost  of  living. 

Kew  York  and  Chicago  are  the  largest  centers  of  the  ready-made 
clothing  trade.*  The  industry  in  New  York  is  practically  in  the  hands 
of  the  BuBslau  Jews,  who  have  displaced  the  earlier  Qermans  and  Irish. 
One  branch  of  the  work,  that  of  the  finishing  or  hand  sewing  on  coats 
and  trousers,  has  within  the  past  ten  years  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
Italian  women  who  work  in  tensneait  houses.  It  is  a  mistake,  how- 
ever, to  infer  that  tenement-house  work  is  increasing.  Contractors  no 
longer  have  their  mechinea  in  tenement  houses  to  any  material  extent. 
Legislation  on  this  subject  and  the  agitation  of  the  unions  has  caused 
them  to  move  into  buildings  especially  erected  tor  their  purposes;  but 
in  this  branch  of  the  work,  the  so-called  home  finishing,  the  Italian 
women,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  work  at  prices  25  to  60  per  cent 
less  than  those  formerly  received  by  other  nationalities,  itave  absorbed 
flS  per  cent  of  the  work.  In  Chicago  the  clothing  workers  are  dis- 
tributed   more    equally    tbrongfaout    the    different    nationalities;    the 
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Swedes,  Bohemians,  and  Jews  represent  probably  26  per  cent  each  of 
tbe  total  number,  the  Poles  19  per  cent,  the  Oermane  5  per  cent. 

Th«  Jew  occupies  a  nniqne  position  in  the  clothing  trade.  Hie 
pbjsical  strength  do«a  not  fit  him  for  manual  labor;  hie  instincts  lead 
him  to  speculation  and  trade;  his  individnallsm  unsults  him  for  the 
life  ol  a  wage-earner,  and  especially  for  the  discipline  of  labor  organi- 
xatlon.  For  these  reasons  when  a  Jew  first  lands  in  this  country  he 
enters  such  Ught  occupations  as  sewing,  cigarmaking,  and  shoemaking. 
Jewish  women  are  employed  to  a  much  less  extent  than  women  of 
other  nationalities,  and  tlielr  children  are  kept  In  school  until  15  or 
IB  years  of  age.  The  Jew's  conception  of  a  labor  organization  is  that 
of  a  tradesman  rather  than  that  of  a  workman.  Whenever  a  real 
abnse  arises  among  the  Jewish  workmen  they  all  come  together  to 
form  a  giant  union  and  at  once  engage  In  a  strike.  They  bring  in 
98  per  cent  of  the  trade.  They  hold  out  a  long  time,  even  under  the 
greatest  suffering.  They  usually  win  their  case,  but  when  once  a 
atrike  la  settled  they  are  contented,  and  that  usually  ends  the  union, 
since  they  do  not  see  any  practical  use  for  organization  where  theo^ 
is  no  cshm  to  flgbt  for;  consequently  the  membership  of  the  Jewish 
nnlon  is  wholly  uncertain.  The  Jew  is  also  exceedingly  ebstrsct  and 
metaphysical  and  greaUy  interested  in  general  principles;  for  this 
reason  the  sociallatlc  element  acquires  control  and  the  practical 
problems  and  serioua  conditions  of  the  trsde  are  neglected. 

Tha  Italian  tailor  in  his  own  country  reoelTCs  only  about  one-half  the 
wages  received  by  the  Jews  in  the  country  of  their  European  origin 
and  about  one-fourth  of  the  wages  paid  for  the  same  grades  of  work 
In  western  Europe,  consequently.  In  the  United  States  the  Italian  Is 
able  successfully  to  conipete  with  the  newly  arrived  Russian  Jew,  and 
far  more  able  to  compete  with  the  Oerman  or  Englishman.  The 
Italian  has  nsnally  been  a  farmer  or  a  farm  hand,  and  his  standard 
of  living  is  even  lower  than  that  of  the  Italian  tailor.  While  as  yet  the 
Italians  have  not  gone  Into  the  trade  in  very  large  numbers,  since 
they  have  sonf^t  mainly  outdoor  employment,  yet,  considering  the 
large  numbers  and  their  readiness  in  taking  up  this  branch  of  work, 
it  seems  probable  that  the  future  clothing  workers  of  New  York  are 
not  likely  to  be  Jews,  but  Italians.  One  point  in  which  the  Italians 
have  the  adTantage  is  Is  the  employment  of  their  wives  and  sisters. 
Hie  Italian  and  his  wife  work  in  a  ahop  together.  In  the  case  of  the 
Jews,  a  Jewisb  woman  after  she  is  married  will  not  go  to  work  in  a 
shop.  The  Italian,  like  the  Jew,  has  a  very  elastic  character;  he  Is 
energetic  and  thrifty  and  will  work  hard,  with  little  regard  for  the 
number  of  hours. 

The  Polish  clothing  workers  are  mainly  women,  since  the  former 
Polish  farmer  when  coming  to  this  country  clings  to  common  work 
requiring  hard  labor.    He  oan  compete  successfully  in  factory  work 
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where  hard  aotomatic  labor  la  needed,  and  conseqaentl;  in  Cbiea^o, 
where  large  numbera  of  Poles  are  employed  in  thia  claes  of  work,  the 
Poliafa  women  and  girle  are  employed  In  the  clotEing-  shops.  Owing  to 
the  opposition  of  their  prieata  thej  have  never  made  anj  attempt  to 
join  the  labor  organizationa.  During  the  strike  In  Chicago  in  1890,  It 
was  the  Polish  shopa  that  continued  at  work  and  defeated  the  strike. 
They  are  submissive  people  while  working,  and  it  is  in  their  shops 
that  the  hardest  driving  is  done.    Their  children  begin  to  work  early. 

The  beet  people  In  the  clothing  trade  In  Chicago  are  the  Scandi- 
navians, including  Swedes,  Norwegians,  and  Danes.  They  are  engaged 
In  the  manufacture  of  pants  and  vests  under  contractors  of  their  own 
nationalities.  They  do  not  work  ntore  tiian  ten  hours  a  day,  as  a  rule, 
usually  in  large  shops  with  steam  power.  The  standard  of  living  is 
higii,  and  many  of  them  are  fairly  well  educated.  The  proportion  of 
women  who  work  is  large;  there  ore  about  five  women  to  one  man  in 
the  Swedish  shops,  about  two  women  to  one  man  in  the  Polish  and 
Bohemian  coat  shops,  about  equal  numbers  of  men  and  women  In  the 
Jewish  shops,  although  the  women  are  mainly  of  other  nationalities. 

Unquestionably  the  standard  of  living  of  all  nationalities  has  been 
raised  greatly  after  their  immigration  to  this  country.  The  Poles  and 
Italians  adhere  to  a  lower  standard  for  a  longer  time  than  the  others; 
at  the  same  time  the  low  standard  of  living  on  the  part  of  those  Im- 
migrants who  are  continuously  coming  into  the  trade  la  always  a 
successful  check  on  the  efforts  others  are  making  to  better  their  con- 
dition. The  Jews  have  been  especially  euccessful  In  esMplng  from  the 
trade,  since  they  change  their  standard  of  living  soonest  and  are  most 
energetic  in  finding  emplojrment  in  other  trades  or  In  advancing  to 
the  position  of  contractor  or  merchant. 

Estimating  the  effect  of  immigration  on  the  wages  in  the  clothing 
trade,*  it  will  be  seen  a  variety  of  factors  enter  to  confuse  the  Judg^ 
ment.  In  the  first  place,  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  trade  has 
occurred  In  the  past  fifty  years,  consisting  In  the  introduction  of  ready- 
made  clothing,  first  for  men,  then  for  children,  and  finally  for  women. 
These  new  branches  of  work,  whereby  a  product,  which  when  formerly 
made  by  the  custom  tailor,  the  dressmaker,  or  the  housewife  cost 
higher  prices  than  the  most  of  the  people  could  afford,  is  now  made 
in  the  latest  styles,  enables  all  classes  of  people  to  be  better  dressed 
and  to  spend  much  more  money  every  year  for  clothing.  Herein  the 
Immigrant  has  created  his  own  employment  and  cultivated  a  market 
for  his  product.  The  journeyman  tailor  who  In  former  times  made 
the  entire  coat  continnes  to  do  so  only  for  the  wealthier  classes  of  the 
public,  and  for  that  reason  he  can  earn  higher  wages  than  formerly. 
But,  owing  to  the  increasing  subdivision  of  labor  in  the  manufacture 
of  ready-made  garments,  such  Important  changes  have  occnrred  In  the 
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several  occnpatioiw  involTed  tlwt  it  is  a  dUBcDlt  problem  to  identU^ 
any  one  occupation  OTer  a  period  ot  years.  The  first  important  ad- 
vance in  the  subdivlalon  of  journeyman  tailor's  work  was  in^odnced 
by  the  Jews  aome  20  years  ago  in  New  York  city  end  has  been  known 
as  tbe  "  task "  system.  This  remarkable  system,  by  which  perhaps 
nine-tenths  of  the  ready-made  coats  in  New  York  are  manufactured, 
exists  In  no  other  city  of  this  or  other  country.  Its  peculiarity  is 
fonad  ia  the  fact  that  the  three  men  wbo  make  the  greater  part  of 
the  coat  work  in  a  team  or  "  set,"  and  in  their  agreement  with  the 
contractor  they  undertake  to  turn  out  a  certain  number  of  coats  per 
day.  Thia  reaulta  in  what  is  practically  a  piece-price  system  with  UD- 
reetiicted  work.  Whereas  the  journeyman  tailor  formerly  filled  In  his 
doll  season  by  making  coats  at  half  price,  which  were  later  sold  as 
ready-made  garments,  the  task  system  made  it  possible  to  manufacture 
the  same  coat  at  one-half  the  journeyman's  price  In  the  dull  season, 
ffince  this  task  system  has  continued  nnchanged  for  twenty  years, 
it  is  possible  to  mesBDre  precisely  the  changes  In  wages  during  that 
period.  The  wages  per  week  of  male  operatora  and  basters  have  faJlen 
one-rixth;  their  houra  increased  one-fifth;  their  weekly  output  has  In- 
creased two-thirda;  the  piece  price  for  their  prodnct  has  decreased  one- 
half,  without  any  change  in  machinery  or  subdivision  of  labor.  Form- 
erly one  womBD  was  a  member  of  the  team,  but  so  intense  has  become 
their  exertion  that  women  have  been  replaced  by  male  Immigranta  at 
wages  per  week  about  SO  per  cent  higher  than  those  which  the  women 
formerly  received,  but  per  piece  the  same,  owing  to  the  greater  speed 
and  endurance  of  the  men.  It  cannot,  however,  be  said  that  the  low 
wagea,  long  hours,  and  overexertion  in  the  task  shops  of  New  York 
are  owing  solely  to  immigration,  since  in  recent  years  a  new  form 
of  production,  which  may  be  called  the  factory  or  large-shop  method, 
has  entered,  and  those  Jews  who  adhere  to  the  task  system  are  operat- 
ing under  an  antiquated  system  of  prodnctlon  in  competition  with  a 
modem  system. 

This  factory  system  carries  the  snbdirision  ot  labor  far  bayond  that 
of  the  task  systeni,  so  that  a  coat  passes  through  the  hands  of  forty 
or  fifty  or  more,  workpeople,  whereas  In  the  task  system  It  passed 
through  Oxe  handa  of  only  eight  or  ten.  This  increastng  subdivision 
of  labor  has  substituted  simple  operations  for  complex  operations  and 
has  increased  the  speed  and  exertion  of  the  workmen.  While  wages 
by  the  hour,  day,  or  week  on  factory  products  have  decreased  in  moat 
eases,  and  remained  constant  In  the  cases  of  the  more  highly  skilled 
and  indispensable  workers,  yet  the  increased  overexertion  and  over- 
time are  much  more  exhausting  to  the  employee  than  they  were  twenty 
years  ago.  The  coat  of  manufacture,  owing  to  this  subdirision  ot 
labor,  ia  40  per  cent  below  that  of  the  taak  system,  so  that,  alto- 
gether, the  cost  of  making  a  coat  ia  twenty  years  has  been  reduced 
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70  per  cent  below  tbe  price  received  by  the  joumeTmaii  tailor  In  Uie 
dnll  Btmtoa. 

The  amonnt  of  wages  in  the  cloUUntr  trade  Is  directly  aftncted  by 
the  fate  of  labor  organizations.  With  the  continual  influx  of  fm- 
migraats,  with  the  sabdlTiHion  of  labor,  with  the  employment  of 
women  and  children,  and  with  the  prevaleiice  of  home  work,  the 
problem  of  organization  is  indeed  serious. 

After  male  immigrautB  tiave  been  here  two  or  three  years  they  are 
willing  to  organize,  bnt  ere  prevented  from  bettering  tbeir  oonditJon 
by  the  new  arrivals,  whose  necessities  compel  them  to  accept  low  pay. 
The  most  sncceesful  organization  Is  that  of  the  Swedish  Pants  and  Vest 
Makers  of  Chicago,  who,  owing  to  peculiar  advantages  in  the  nature 
of  their  trade,  have  greatly  increased  their  wages  in  recent  years;  in 
nearly  all  other  occupationa  of  the  trade  the  influx  of  immigrants  is  a 
constant  menace  to  organization,  and  the  conclusion  Is  Inevitable  that 
such  restriction  of  immigration  as  would  lessen  the  number  of  those 
nationalities  now  coming  into  this  trade  would  enable  the  clothing 
workers  to   organize   and   secure   generally   shorter   hours   and   higher 

The  so-called  sweat-shop  legislation  of  American  States  is  legislation 
directed  against  tenement-house  work.  In  this  legislation  the  Ameri- 
can States  are  dealing  practically  with  the  subject  of  immigration  In 
its  most  urgent  and  threatening  aspect.  PractJoally  all  the  work  in 
tenements  governed  by  these  laws  is  carried  on  by  forelgn-hom  men 
and  women,  and  by  the  latest  arrivals  and  lowest  conditioned  of  the 
foreign  bom.  Two  racee  are  the  ones  mainly  affected -- the  Hebrew 
and  tbe  Italian.  The  Italian  woman  worldng  in  her  tenement  has  ab- 
sorbed 69  per  cent  of  the  so-called  "  home  flnlshing "  in  New  York 
City.  Home  flniahing  is  that  remnant  of  work  in  the  former  home 
shop  where  the  entire  garment  was  made  at  home;  since  through 
legiBlatiou  and  economic  development  the  regular  shop  has  largely 
taken  the  place  of  the  home,  this  "  flnlshing "  Is  tliat  portion  which 
haa  not  been  carried  orer  to  the  shop.  In  New  York  coats  and  trousers 
are  finished  st  home;  in  other  cities,  only  trousers.  Finishing  amounts 
to  about  one-fourth  of  the  work  on  a  garment,  but  owing  to  the  low 
'wages  paid  in  Uiis  class  of  work,  the  price  is  about  one-serenth  of  the 
price  for  the  entire  garment.  The  Italian  home  finisher  works  for 
about  two-thirds  of  the  price  which  other  nationalities  formerly  re- 
ceived for  the  same  work,  and,  where  formerly  10  to  14  cents  was  paid 
for  flniabing,  the  Italian  does  the  same  work  for  5  to  ?  cents.  By 
means  of  this  kind  of  work  done  at  home  by  his  wife  and  children  the 
Italian  laborer  la  able  to  bid  at  much  cheaper  rates  for  employment 
in  other  occupations;  so  that  home  work  not  only  has  a  damaging 
effect  on  the  shop  work  In  the  trade,  but  It  also  affects  the  people 
engaged  in  the  same  calling  as  the  Italian  laborers. 
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Other  cl&sses  of  clothing  workers  wlio  are  employed  at  home  to  more 
or  less  extent  are  the  custom  tailor,  who  is  a  skilled  mechanic,  maklnsf 
the  entire  coat;  also  married  women  or  widows  of  Americon  birth  who, 
In  this  way,  earn  small  amounts  of  "  pin  money."  These  women  take 
up  this  work  in  emergency,  or  when  they  are  partly  dependent  upon 
charity  or  npon  the  help  of  friends,  and  on  this  account  they  accept 
wages  considerably  below  the  cost  of  living  for  a  girl  working  in  a 
shop  who  has  this  as  her  only  means  of  Uvelibood. 

Subcontracting  is  the  rule  In  this  business.  Mannfactnrers  dislike 
the  administration  of  the  small  Iota  of  work  distributed  in  secluded 
places  where  they  are  unable  to  keep  oTersigbt,  and  coosequently  the 
ctothing  contractor  who  takes  work  from  the  manufacturer,  and  who 
is  in  closer  connection  with  the  home  workers,  sublets  the  finishing 
to  them.  The  objectione  made  tu  home  work  are  not  only  the  low 
wages,  but  the  low  standard  of  living  which  is  consequent  upon  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  home,  with  pieces  of  cloth  and  rags  lying 
about  and  pressing  irons  and  sewing  machines  crowding  upon  the 
space.  The  man  who  works  at  home  has  Irregular  hours,  and  usually 
worka  all  the  time  he  can  spare,  day  and  night.  He  employs  hla  wife 
and  children  as  helpers,  and  thns  in  open  competition  is  able  to  under- 
bid the  man  or  woman  who  works  in  the  factory.  Home  work  is  de- 
pressing upon  the  intelligence  and  personal  initiative  of  the  tailors. 
Since  it  affords  but  little  opportunity  for  Improved  machinery  or  sub- 
dividon  of  labor,  the  workman  makes  up  in  long  hours  what  he  loses 
In  economy  of  manufacture.  Labor  organization  Is  especially  difficult 
with  this  clBBS  of  workers.  The  journeymen  tailors'  organizations  in 
this  country  direct  their  agitation  more  vigorously  against  the  home 
work  of  their  numbers  tlian  they  do  against  accepting  low  prices  for 
work.  Scattered  over  the  city,  the  home  workers  have  no  opportunity 
of  meeting  together  and  organizing.  They  do  not  learn  the  English 
language  and  are  slow  to  become  Americanized.  With  the  abolition 
or  restriction  of  home  work  organization  becomes  more  effective,  the 
wages  arc  increased,  and  hours  diminished. 

But  the  legislation  of  American  States  directed  against  tenement* 
house  work  has  been  undertaken  not  on  bebalf  of  the  workers,  but 
on  behalf  of  the  consumers.  It  is  the  protection  of  the  public  against 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases  which  has  Induced  the  States  of 
Ms Bsachu setts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  nUnoIa,  and  others,  to  deal 
in  a  rigid  manner  with  this  class  of  employment.  In  no  State  does 
the  legislature  take  the  legal  step  of  prohibiting  outright  tenement- 
house  work;  the  statute  simply  rostricts  the  number  of  persons  who 
shall  be  employed  In  a  room  or  tenement,  usually  to  tbe  Immediate 
members  of  the  family  living  therein.  Legislation  covers  wearing  ap- 
parel and  includes,  In  some  cases,  also,  cigars  and  dgarettes. 

As  regards  the  administrative  details  of  this  legislation,  it  is  notice- 
able that  In  those  States  most  directly  affected  by  immigration,  namely. 
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New  York,  Massachnaette,  and  PeaoBTlvania,  thft  le^Blation  hae  be«u 
most  radical  and  even  despotic.  In  the  flrat  place,  a  reglHter  la  re- 
quired to  be  kept  b;  the  contractor  or  manufacturer  of  all  home 
workers  In  his  emploTment.  This  re^ieter,  unfortuuatelj,  ia  not  treated 
as  a  public  record,  and  kence  does  not  afford  opportunity  tot  trade 
unions,  consumers'  leagues,  and  charit;  sodetles  to  carrj  on  effective 
agitation  which  will  reach  the  manufacturers. 

But  the  despotic  feature  of  the  legislation  appears  in  the  proTlriona 
requiring  a  licenac  or  permit  In  order  to  work  at  home.  In  the  en- 
fonmnent  of  ordinar;  factory  and  workshop  laws  the  factory  inspec- 
tor is  required  to  come  into  court  and  prove  the  alleged  violation  of 
the  law.  The  defendant  enjoys  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  the  in- 
spector and  prosecuting  attorney  are  held  to  a  strict  Interpretation  of 
the  statute.  By  the  license  feature,  however,  the  inspector  is  not 
dependent  upon  the  courts;  his  action  1b  summary  and  decislTe;  he 
grants  or  revokes  the  license  upon  his  own  discretion  and  judgment, 
and  the  penalty  thus  Imposed,  since  it  deprives  the  workman  of  Ua 
entire  living,  is  far  heavier  than  the  imposition  of  a  fine  by  the  court. 
The  inspector,  under  this  provision  of  the  law,  calls  upon  the  courts 
not  to  punish  the  material  violation  of  the  law,  but  to  punish  the 
workman  who  works  without  a  license.  Both  the  prosecution  and  the 
punishment  of  the  offender  are  therefore  practically  in  the  hands  of 
the  admlolstratlve  officer  without  recourse  to  the  court.  There  re- 
mains, indeed,  the  Judicial  remedy  by  mandamus  or  injunction,  but 
in  the  case  of  the  poverty-stricken  workers  of  the  tenement  house  tbis 
Is  not  a  substantial  remedy. 

Uassachuaetts  was  the  first  State  to  introduce  the  Ucoase  feature  aa 
s  part  of  its  factory  leglslstion.  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Indiana,  and  Micliigau  within  the  last  two  or  three  years  have  followed 
the  example  of  Massachusetts.  In  Pennsylvania  the  law  goes  mneh 
farther  than  in  other  States,  and  requires  a  license  not  only  tor  tene- 
ment-house work,  but  for  any  "  building  or  parts  of  building  **  where 
wearing  apparel  is  manufactured,  and  in  New  York  It  applies  to  any 
building  In  the  rear  of  a  tenement  building. 

While  the  law  laya  down  condltiona  under  which  the  inspeetor  shall 
grant  or  revoke  a  license  the  decision  is  In  the  judgment  of  the  in- 
spector. The  law  in  no  case  attempts  to  deal  with  wages  or  hours  of 
labor,  but.  In  harmony  vrith  its  purpose  of  protecting  the  consumer, 
provides  only  that  work  shall  be  conducted  under  clean  and  proper 
sanitary  conditions.  In  New  York  it  provides  for  absolute  cieanllneas 
and  it  is  conceivable  that  with  inspectors  whpse  standards  of  cleanli- 
ness are  high,  very  few  licenses  would  be  long  outstanding  and  tene- 
ment-kouse  work  would  be  practically  abolished. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  leglalation  of  Haseaehusetts  and  New 
York  Is  the  so-called  "  teoement-madB "  tag.     The  Inspector  Is  en^ 
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powered  when  he  diMOvera  ganneots  manufaetured  under  unaaniUry 
eonditiona  or  in  violation  of  the  law  to  affix  thia  label  to  the  garment, 
and  an;  person  removing  the  label  la  subject  to  a  fine  or  Impriaonment. 
It  IB  often  aasomed  that  tfae  tenenwBt-made  label  la  deaigned  to  reach 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesale  merchant  and  to  be  kept  upon  the  gar- 
ments until  tfaey  have  been  placed  apon  the  market.  Thia  may  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  legialator,  but  in  no  case  do  the  ioHpectora 
go  lo  f ar  aa  to  enforc*  auch  a  peSBlty  upon  Uie  manufacturer.  They 
conalder  the  purpose  of  the  tag  aeoompliabed  when  the  home  worker 
or  the  contractor  la  punished  or  when  the  goods  have  b«en  diainfected. 
The>y  then  renu>r«  the  tag  and  the  good*  are  plaeed  upon  the  market. 

Whether  garments  which  have  been  aubjeot  to  contagion  can  be 
tnlly  diaiutected  ia  a  matter  of  dispute,  but  It  is  certain  that  did  such 
gooda  carry  a  label  at  the  Ume  when  the  eonaumer  makea  hla  pnr- 
fdiase  they  could  not  be.aold.  In  Pennsylvania  the  law  doea  oat  pro- 
vide for  a  tag,  but  T«quirea  tliat  goods  subject  to  contagion  shall  be 
deatroyed. 

The  penaltlea  impoaed  by  the  law  apply  only  to  home  workera  and 
eontractora  and  do  not, affect  the  wboleaale  manufacturer.  On  thia 
account  they  are  defective.  The  home  worker  Is  an  obscure  person, 
and  a  slight  penalty  ia  a  heavy  burden.  The  contractor  also  is  un- 
known, but  the  manufaoturer'a  position  before  the  community  is  a 
reaponaible  one;  the  sale  of  his  gooda  depends  upon  the  reputation 
of  hla  house.  Now,  the  existing  laws  do  not  make  the  manufacturer 
reaponaible  for  the  tenement-honae  work  unlesH  be  gives  thia  work 
out'  directly  to  tha  home  workera;  he  la  not  reaponaible  for  work 
giTen  out  by  bia  eontractora.  In  thia  -way  the  contract  aystem  showa 
Ita  advantage,  not  merely  as  a  cheap  method  of  manufacture,  but  alao 
aa  a  method  of  ehlfUag  legal  responsibility  from  the  maonfacturer  to 
the  middleman.  Were  the  law  to  make  the  manufacturer  responsible 
for  all  tenement  work,  whether  given  out  directly  by  hlmaelt  or 
through  a  eonta«ctor,  both  tenement  work  and  the  contractor  would 
quickly  diaappeor. 

The  rcaalta  of  leglalation  on  tenement-house  work  in  the  States  of 
Ifassachasetta,  New  York,  and  PennaylvaDla,  in  bo  far  aa  they  have 
been  BatiBfact«»ry,  have  depended  not  so  much  on  the  terms  of  the  lawa 
aa  on  th«  endency  and  integrity  of  the  inspectors.  With  their 
enormouB  powere  and  wide  dlHoretion  legislation  has  created  oppor- 
tunities for  bribery  and  political  faTorltlsm  unusually  tempting.  The 
law  o<  Uasaaebuaetta,  althon^  inferior  to  that  of  other  States,  haa 
yet  accompliahed  far  better  results,  ovring  to  the  civil  service  regu- 
latlona  and  the  permanent  tenure  of  the  Inspectors.  Although  not 
directed  to  the  Improvemient  of  wages,  nevertheless,  by  restricting  the 
amount  of  tenement  work,  the  wages  for  this  class  of  employment  In 
Boaton  ore  40  to  60  per  cent  hl^er  than  the  wagea  in  New  Tork  tor 
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the  same  work.  The  depreialng'  elleeta  of  ImmtgratiOB  on  wages,  UierB- 
lore,  ar«  partly  counteracted  by  the  reatiictlon  of  tanement-honae  work. 

This  clan  of  leglalatlon  la,  on  tbe  whole,  anperlor  to  the  propoaed 
total  abolition  of  tenementrhonae  nannfactore,  aince  it  maJcea  it  poa- 
aible  to  abolish  the  work  In  the  majority  of  caaea,  bnt  alao  makes  it 
poaslble  to  grant  ezceptiona  In  ttaoae  emergencj  caaea  where  lutrdahip 
wonld  be  caused  by  Ita  prohibition.* 

While  neither  the  Federal  goTemment  nor  an;  State  goTemment  haa 
undertaken  to  abollah  tenementrhouae  work  where  the  work  la  aold  to 
private  parchaaerB,  jet,  where  the  Federal  goTernment  ia  Itaelf  a  pnr- 
chaeer  of  clothing.  It  has  undertaken  to  eatabUah  thia  eoudltian.  Since 
the  Spanish- American  war,  when  it  aeemed  to  be  clearly  deinonatrated 
that  the  contagion  of  meaalea  and  other  diaeaaea  in  the  army  caupa 
was  owln^  directly  to  tenement-houae  manufacture,  the  War  Depart- 
ment has  inserted  In  its  contract*  with  the  manufacturers  of  military 
garmeuta  that  all  work  muat  be  done  In  a  reg^ilarly  organized  factory, 
and  no  part  of  the  work  shall  be  sublet  to  contiaetora.  In  the  aererat 
States  clothing  for  the  National  Guard  la  uaually  purchased  from  the 
War  Department,  and  la  therefore  protected  by  the  spedficatlona  of 
that  department;  but  in  those  Statea  where  clothing  la  manufactured 
by  the  State  authoritlea  there  exist  at  preaeot  but  few  reatrletloiia. 
These  are  in  Haaaachusetta,  which  provides  that  military  Nothing  aliaU 
be  made  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  not  In  sweat  ahopa;  In  CaUfomia, 
that  it  ahall  not  be  made  by  convict  or  Chinese  labor;  and  In  New 
York,  that  it  shall  be  made  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the 
factory  and  sweat-shop  legislation  of  the  Btate.  In  one  State,  Pennsyl- 
vania, clotblng  for  tlie  National  Guard  is  made  In  the  manntactnring 
department  of  the  Btate  araenal,-  and  In  the  caae  of  the  United  Statea 
Navy,  clothing  is  mannfactured  by  the  naval  clothing  factory.  Navy- 
yard,  Brooklyn.t 

The  legislation  of  Great  Britain  end  Canada  and  the  ordlnancea  of 
the  London  county  council  go  further  than  tlie  legielatlon  of  American 
States,  in  that  tbeir  object  ia  not  merely  the  protection  of  the  pnbUc, 
but  also  the  protection  of  the  workers  In  securing  a  "  fair  rate  of 
wages."  In  Canada  tUa  object  ia  thought  to  be  aecnred  by  prohibiting 
aubcontracting. 

The  wish  of  the  purchaaer  to  know  the  conditions  under  which  his 
garments  are  manufactnred  ia  the  basla  of  the  Consumera'  League,  or- 
ganized in  May,  1S&9.  ThIa  league  adopts  an  official  label  to  be  attached 
to  the  garmenta  of  those  manufactnrers  who  abide  by  the  conditions 
imposed  upon  them  —  that  they  obey  the  State  factory  laws,  that  they 
manufacture  the  goods  on  their  premises,  and  that  they  em[doy  no 
children  under  111  years  of  age,  and  that  they  nae  no  overtime  work. 
Uore  than  two-thirds  of  the  labele  granted  to  manufacturera  by  this 
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iMgae  are  In  tb»  State  of  UMSMhoMtte,  awing  to  the  excellent  factory 
legialntiDB  tn  that  Stata  and  eapedallT  the  thorough  manner  In  which 
it  is  enforoad. 

Bealdea  th«  label  of  the  Conaiuners'  Lea^e,  the  or^nization  of  the 
garment  worker*  ha*  adopted  a  label  baaed  on  slightly  different  prln- 
dplea.  Thia  label  ie  granted  only  to  thoB«  mannfacturera  or  cou- 
traetora  who  employ  aolely  union  help.  Hitherto  the  gnrnient  -workera' 
label  has  been  somewhat  mlalewdiag,  aince  it  has  been  granted  to  con- 
tractora  and  haa  not  atood  for  the  abaenca  of  aweatabop  condltlona; 
but  by  a  reaolatlon  adopted  In  Hay,  1901,  the  label  henceforth  1b  to  be 
fnmlahed  only  to  thoae  manofaotorera  who  maintain  ezcIuslTely  thdr 
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REFERENCES  TO  LITERATURE  ON  "  SWEATING." 
Perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  general  view  of  the  group  of 
questions  loosely  designated  by  the  term  "sweating"  is  to  be 
found  in  ttie  Journal  of  Social  Science  of  1802,  the  papers  by 
Messrs.  Joseph  Lee  and  H.  G.  Wadlin  being  especially  im- 
portant. Noteworthy  also  in  the  treatment  of  the  question  by 
John  A.  Hobson,  the  English  economist,  in  his  book  entitled 
"Problems  of  Poverty;"  while  the  latest  and  most  compre- 
hensive treatment  of  the  sweating  system  in  the  United  States 
is  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  Industrial  Commission  (1901). 
Besides  the  testimony  taken  on  the  sabject  (wbic-b  may  be  fonnd 
by  consulting  the  index  in  the  last  Tolnme  of  the  reports)  and 
the  brief  summing  up  in  the  Final  Report  of  the  Commission 
(Vol.  XIX,  pages  740-746),  especial  attention  should  be  directed 
to  the  valuable  study  of  "Foreign  Born  Labor  in  the  Clothing 
Trade  "  which  constitutes  Chapter  III  of  Professor  Commons's 
Special  Report  on  Immigration  and  Its  Economic  Effects  (Vol. 
XV,  pages  316-384).  A  summary  of  this  chapter  is  reprinted 
above.  Other  American  writers  who  have  described  the  sweat- 
ing system  in  the  United  States  are  White  (1896),  Willougbby 
(19U0)  and  Willett  (1902)  as  cited  below.

At  the  end  of  September,  1902,  the  Bnreaa  of  Labor  Statistioa 
recorded  2^29  local  trade  unions  and  similar  labor  oi^;aDiza- 
tiong  io  the  State  of  New  York,  the  aggregate  membership  of 
which  wa«  329,101  working  men  and  wom^.  These  flgnres  re- 
veal a  remarkable  expansion  in  the  movement  toward  organiza- 
tion, for  a  year  ago  the  nnmber  of  oi^aoizations  was  only  1,871, 
comprising  276,141  members.  The  year's  growth  was  therefore  a 
net  increase  of  3C>8  in  the  nnmber  of  unions  and  62,960  in  the 
nnmber  of  anionists.  How  much  these  gains  exceed  those  of  any 
previous  year  may  be  seen  by  examining  the  following  table :

As  far  as  the  number  of  unions  is  concerned,  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  each  year  since  1894,  ranging  from  35  organizations 
in  1896  to  358  in  the  year  just  closed.  A-fter  1902,  the  year  that 
yielded  the  largest  increase  was  1900.  The  period  of  rapid 
growth  began  io  1899.  This  will  be  even  more  clearly  realized 
by  a  scrutiny  of  the  flnctnations  in  membership,  as  there  was  an 
actual  decrease  in  1896  and  1897,  while  the  increase  in  1898  was 
insignificant.  The  gain  in  membership  in  1899  was  larger  than 
in  1900  or  1901,  but  considerably  inferior  to  that  of  1902,  when 
the  entire  increase  amounted  to  no  fewer  than  52,960  or  almost 
twenty  per  cent.  Most  of  the  increase,  too,  came  in  the  summer 
of  1902,  as  the  gain  from  October  1,  1901,  to  March  31,  1902,  was 
only  3,809  of  the  52,960  for  the  twelve  months.  This  is  shown 
by  the  last  line  of  the  preceding  table. 
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OonsiderabI;  more  than  one-half  of  the  membCTs  of  Iflbwr 
oi^nisations  in  this  Btate  are  residenta  of  the  great  metropolis 
on  New  York  bay.  In  1898  tbree-qoartera  of  them  were  New 
Toikera,  bnt  the  striking  growth  already  noted  as  having  taken 
place  since  1898  has  been  largely  in  the  industrial  centers  outside 
of  the  metropolis,  so  that  now  only  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  trade 
noionists  of  the  State  are  residents  of  New  York  City.  The  fol- 
lowing table  reveals  the  progrese  of  organization  in  the  metro- 
politan and  the  extra-metropolitan  halves  of  the  State:

In  the  past  year  there  were  only  64  new  organisations  In  New 
Tork  City  as  compared  with  294  in  all  other  places;  nevertheless 
the  metropolis  gained  24,000  membars  as  compared  with  a  net 
gain  of  29,000  in  the  remainder  of  the  State.  Of  the  latter  gain, 
Schenectady  contribnted. 6,400,  Rochester  and  Glens  Falls,  2,200 
each,  and  Albany,  1,200,  while  no  other  city  or  town  could  boast 
of  a  net  increase  of  1,000.  An  increase  of  more  than  16,000  was 
distributed  among  the  smaller  cities  and  the  villages.  In  fact, 
tiie  spread  of  trade  unionism  to  the  small  places  has  been  one  of 
the  marked  featnres  of  the  recent  labor  movemrat;  there  are 
found  one  or  more  unions  in  171  towns,  as  compared  with  146  in 
1901,  135  in  1900,  111  in  1899  and  87  in  1898,  The  steadUy 
diminishing  importance  of  the  larger  <^ties,  on  the  other  hand, 
Is  revealed  in  the  following  brief  table:

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In  1898,  the  six  cities  of  the  flret  and  second  classes,  with 
Utica  of  the  third  cIsbb,  claimed  90  per  cent,  of  all  the  labor 
anionists  in  the  State,  but  iu  1902  their  proportion  had  fallen  to 
78.5  per  cent.  All  of  them,  however,  still  contain  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  unionists  than  they  do  of  the  whole  population,  as 
appears  from  the  last  column  of  the  preceding  table. 

The  most  notable  feature  of  this  year's  statistics  is  the  almost 
complete  unionization  of  the  busy  industrial  center  of  Schenec- 
tady, which  now  has  8,856  wage  workers  within  the  folds  of  the 
unions  as  compared  with  2,441  a  year  ago.  Schenectady  now 
ranks  after  New  York,  tuflfalo  and  Rochester,  and  ahead  of 
Syracuse,  Albany  and  Troy,  in  respect  to  number  of  trade 
unionists,  as  appears  in  the  following  table  compiled  from  Table 
V  of  this  year's  report  and  a  similar  table  in  last  year's  report: 
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This  table  contains  those  places  in  which,'  at  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember, organised  labor  counted  at  least  1,000  adberents;  the 
Qumbtf  of  such  places  now  being  26  as  compared  with  23  a  jear 
ago.  Five  towns  have  come  into  the  list  within  the  pa^t  year 
Glens  Falls,  Ponghkeepeie,  Sandy  Hill,  Batavia  and  Corning 
while  two  towns  in  the  list  of  last  year  are  no  longer  included 
HoraelUville  and  Cobo^.  Buffalo,  Troy,  Binghamton,  James- 
town and  Lockport  are  the  only  additional  cities  that  have 
actually  declined  in  number  of  organizations  and  members  and 
their  losses,  Troy  excepted,  have  been  too  small  to  have  any  sig- 
nificance; Buffalo's  small  decline  is  explained  by  the  exodus  of 
workmen  who  were  employed  on  the  I'an-American  Exposition 
buildings  in  1901.  Schenectady's  remarkable  gain  has  already 
been  mentioned;  while  the  city  has  a  much  smaller  population 
than  Syracuse,  Albany  and  Troy,  that  population  is  almost  en- 
tirely devoted  to  manufacturing. 

Troy  has  dropped  below  Utica,  and  is  followed  by  Glens  Falls, 
which  a  year  ago  did  not  appear  in  this  list  at  all.  Niagara 
Falls  and  Elmira  have  made  substantial  gains  and  occupy  th^r 
former  positions.  Gloversville,  which  last  year  was  number 
eighteen  on  the  list,  now  ^nks  twelfth  owing  to  a  vfry  large 
increase.  Auburn  also  made  progress  and  advanced  from  the 
fifteenth  to  the  twelfth  position.  The  remaining  cities  in  the  list 
hare  fewer  then  2,000  nnion  members.  The  most  notable  gains 
are  those  of  Bataria  (937),  Ponghkeepsie  (749),  Sandy  Hill 
(728),  Oswego  (681),  and  Tonkers  (546).  Newbui^h,  Water- 
town,  Port  Jervis,  Amsterdam  and  Coming  have  made  smaller 
gains  in  the  twelve  months  now  under  consideration. 
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The  growth  in  namberB  of  organized  labor  has  aflfected  nearly 
all  trades  but  of  conree  not  in  equal  degree,  as  will  be  otwerved 
by  referring  to  the  following  condensed  table : 
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The  structural  industry  has  always  been  the  backbone  of  the 
organized  labor  movement,  so  far  as  nanibers  are  concerned.  In 
only  one  year  was  it  rivalled  by  any  other  industry;  in  1895,  ths 
clothing  and  textile  trades  approached  ita  membePBhip,  hut  the 
sudden  expansion  in  those  trades  waa  apparently  an  artificial 
growth,  since  it  did  not  last  for  another  year,  and  not  once  since 
then  has  thejclothing  industry  attained  the  figures  of  1895.  The 
largest  growth  is  to  be  found  in  the  metal-working  trades,  which 
included  9,860  unionists  in  1894  and  51,749  in  1902.  This  progress 
is  even  more  clearly  revealed  in  the  following  derivatiTO  table:

Kotwithetandiiig  the  large  g:a)DB  made  b?  the  building  trades 
noions,  the  iadnstry  as  a  whole  cootained  a  Bmaller  proportion  of 
the  aggregate  membership  of  labor  oi^anizations  in  1!j02  than  in 
1894.  The  clothing  and  textile  trades,  which  in  1894  contained 
one-foorth  of  all  unionists  in  the  State,  now  embrace  onl;  14  p^ 
cent,  of  them.  On  the  other  hand,  the  proportion  id  the  metal 
trades  has  increased  from  6.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  J894  to  15.7 
per  cent  in  1902.  The  transport  trades  have  fairly  held  their  own 
in  the  general  increase,  as  have  most  of  the  other  trades.  The 
unions  of  clerks  and  salesmen,  and  of  restaurant  employees  have 
made  the  most  noteworthy  progress  of  any  of  the  smaller  groups. 
The  large  gronlh  of  oi^anizations  in  the  miscellaneous  group  is 
confined  to  no  one  trade,  although  the  unionization  of  a  lai^ 
part  of  the  palp  and  paper  industry  of  the  State  is  an  important 
factor  in  this  expansion. 

The  growth  of  the  past  year  may  be  analyzed  with  the  aid  of 
tables  7  and  8.

There  was  a  net  increase  of  358  o^anizations  between  October  1, 
1901  and  October  1,  1002.  whereof  299  was  in  the  second  half  of 
the  year.  The  lai^est  number  of  new  organizations  in  an;  in- 
dustr;  was  92 — in  the  building  trades.  Only  3  of  this  net  increase 
was  contributed  by  New  York  City,  the  remaining  89  being  scat- 
tered over  the  State  in  the  smaller  cities.  The  next  largest  increase 
(71)  was  in  the  metal-working  trades,  which  contributed  the  largest 
quota  of 'new  members  (16,187  of  the  total  52,960>.  This  increase 
in  membership  was  fairly  divided  between  New  York  City  and  the 
remainder  of  the  State,  most  of  the  latter's  gain  having  been 
contributed  by  Schenectady.  The  miscellaneous  group  now  baa 
51  moi-e  organizations  and  8.712  more  members  than  't  did  a  year 
ago;  the  gain  being  almost  wholly  outside  of  the  metropolis  and 
well  scattered  in  fact  over  the  State.  The  several  industries  and 
trades  may  now  be  passed  in  review. 

1.  Conatrvction  Work. —  In  the  stone-working  branch  of  the 
baildiug  industry  there  was  little  change  in  the  course  of  the 
year;  while  six  new  unions  were  added  in  the  "  up-state  "  district^ 
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the  memberahip  remaiDed  about  the  eame,  and  in  New  York  City 
the  number  of  organizations  was  one  less,  the  total  membership 
remaining  virtually  unchanged.  In  the  small  subdivision  of 
'■  Brick  and  Cement  Making,"  the  brickmakers  have  entirely 
dieappeared  and  the  cement  workers'  organization  lost  forty  per 
cent,  of  their  members.  In  the  building  trades  proper,  which 
constitute  seven-ninths  of  the  membership  of  this  group,  there 
was  a  net  gain  of  about  10,000  members,  of  which  the  metropolis 
contributed  3,500.  The  carpenters,  who  have  the  largest  number 
of  UDions  and  members  of  any  trade  in  the  State,  made  a  net 
gain  of  29  organizations  and  4,400  members;  the  pajnters  added 
IP  unions  and  2,200  membera;  the  bricklayers,  14  unions  and 
900  members ;  the  plumbers  and  gasfltters,  1  union,  with  a  loss  of 
800  in  membership  (confined  to  Manhattan  Borough  in  New  York 
City) ;  the  honsesmiths  and  architectural  iron  workers  gained 
2  unions  and  700  members;  the  plasterers  gained  1  anion  and  lost 
100  members  (Bronx  Borough) ;  the  roofers  and  sheet  metal 
workers  gained  8  unions  and  300  members;  electrical  workers 
gained  5  unions  and  lost  100  members.  The  unions  of  unskilled 
workmen  (building  and  street  labor)  numbered  2  more  than  in 
1901,  but  lost  3,700  members;  outside  of  New  York  City  there  was 
an  increase  of  300  in  the  membership,  but  the  metropolitan  unions 
lost  4,000. 

2.  Clothing  and  Textiles. —  In  this  group  of  trades  the  year 
brought  an  increase  of  27  organizations  and  5,101  members.  Of 
this  gain,  about  1,100  was  contributed  by  the  garment  workers, 
notably  the  jacket  makers  and  clothing  cutters.  Hat  and  cap 
makers  (New  York  City)  gained  1,500;  boot  and  shoe  workers 
(Brooklyn),  2,000,  and  glove  workers  (Johnstown  and  Glovers- 
ville),  800.  The  shirt  and  laundry  workers  tost  some  ground  (in 
Troy),  as  did  also  the  textile  workera  (dissolution  of  finishers 
and  dyers'  union  in  Cohoes,  partly  offset  by  oi^anization  of 
carpet  weavers  in  Amsterdam). 

3.  Metals,  Machinery  and  Shipbuilding. —  The  net  increase  in 
this  group  was  71  unions  and  X6,l87  members,  of  which  the  iron 
and  Bteel  tradra  contributed  45  unions  and  10,200  members.  The 
machinists  gained  9  unions  and  400  members;  the  iron  molders 
1,200  members  with  no  change  in  number  of  unions  (gen^^  to- 
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crease  outside  of  New  York  City) ;  the  boiler  makers  600  membem, 
with  the  100a  of  1  organization  (gain  Id  Brof^lyo  and  Richmond 
Boroughs,  Buffalo,  etc.) ;  boiler  makers*  helpers  800  members 
(Kew  York  City,  largely) ;  blacksmiths  250  members,  and  core 
makers  200 ;'  bnt  the  larger  part  of  the  gain  came  from  the  organ- 
isation of  16  unions  of  electrical  apparatne  makers  in  Sch^iec- 
tady,  with  a  total  membership  of  3,000,'  and  of  several  onions  of 
metal  mechanics,  fonndrymen's  helpers,  etc.,  which  added  aboot 
2,000  members.  There  were  scarcely  any  lOBsea  in  the  iron  and 
steel  tradee.  In  the  other  metal  trades  there  wafl  a  gain  of  8 
unions  and  2,100  members,  of  which  New  York  City  contributed 
1,700  (tin  can  makers  460,  silver  flnisheis  16U  and  the  remaind^ 
scattered) ;  while  two  new  unions  of  brass  finishers  in  Schenec- 
tady acconnt  (or  nearly  all  of  the  others.  The  subdivision  of 
engineers  and  flremen  sbowB  a  gain  of  19  unions  and  3,500  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  New  York  City  marine  firemen  and  engineers 
contributed  1,800  and  1,100  respectively,  while  13  new  unions  of 
stationary  firemen  in  various  cities  added  800  members.  The 
shipbuilding  trades,  with  a  loss  of  1  union,  gained  300  members 
(two-thirds  in  New  York  City,  one-third  in  Buffalo). 

4.  Transportation. —  The  transport  trades  gained  36  unions  and 
2,500  members.  About  one-half  of  the  unionists  in  this  industry 
are  railroad  men,  the  older  unions  among  whom  made  substantial 
gains  without  any  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  local 
branches;  thus  the  conductors  gained  150  members,  the  engineers 
300,  the  flremen  100,  the  trainmen  700  (3  new  unions) ,  while  the 
telegraphers  added  10  new  unions  to  the  3  existing  last  year  and 
thereby  increased  the  membership  TOO.  As  counterbalancing 
these  gains  of  2,000  members,  the  car  builders  and  repairers  and 
switchmen  of  Buffalo,  lost  1,200  and  300  respectively,  leaving  a 
net  gain  for  the  railroad  organisations  of  500  members  and  15 
unions.  The  street  railway  employees  gained  2  unions  and  lost 
2,000  members;  the  one  organization  in  New  York  City  lost  2,600  - 
men,  which  was  only  partly  counterbalanced  by  the  "  up-state " 
gain  of  600.  Cabmen  and  coach  drivers,  with  the  loss  of  one 
nnion,  gained  400  members  in  New  York  City  and  lost  60  in 
Buffalo.  The  subdivision  of  seamen  and  pilots  gained  3,000 
(Buffalo  pilots  and  seamen,  160  and  600  respectively;  new  or- 
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ganization  of  Beamen  in  New  York  City  wlih  2^24  membeni). 
Among  tbe  truckmen  and  fright  handlers,  the  leading  feature 
was  the  Bpi-ead  of  oi^anization  among  the  team  drirem,  who 
gained  9  unions  and  700  membere;  the  "upstate"  freight  and 
lumber  handlers  also  gained  700,  while  the  longBhoremen  in  New 
York  City  lost  700,  leaving  a  net  increase  for  the  subdivisioD  of 
19  organizations  and  700  memb^^. 

6.  Printing,  Binding,  i'fc.—The  typf^raphical  tmlons  increased 
by  10,  with  a  gain  of  3,124  in  membership,  of  which  New  York  Ci^ 
contributed  2,800.  The  several  trades  progressed  ae  follows; 
compositors  gained  6  unions  and  800  members  {400  in  New  York 
City) ;  pressmen,  2  nntons  and  400  members;  pressmen's  assis- 
tantB,  1  QDion  and  TOO  members;  lithographers,  100  members; 
new  unions  of  paper  cutters  and  newspaper  and  mail  deliverers 
in  New  York  City  added,  respectively,  250  and  870  to  the  mem- 
bership. 

6.  Tobacco. —  Five  additional  unions  and  1,428  members  sum- 
marize  the  progress  of  thie  industry.  New  York  City  gained  only 
1  union  but  1,190  members ;  the  new  union  was  one  of  smoking- 
pipe  makers  (584  members)  and  the  cigarmakera  gained  600. 
Outside  of  the  metropolis  the  cigarmakers  gained  only  100  mem- 
bers and  a  new  union  of  tobacco  workers  in  Elmira  added  132 
members. 

7.  Food  and  Liquors. — With  10  additionaJ  organizations  these 
trades  added  3,920  to  their  membership  —  of  which  number  all 
but  270  were  in  New  York  City.  The  largest  pxiwth  was  in  the 
brewing  industry,  with  its  increafie  of  2,300  members,  nearly  all 
in  New  York  City.  The  bakers  added  G  unions  and  900  members 
(600  in  the  metropolis) ;  the  butchers  300  members  (gain  of  600 
in  New  York  City,  and  loss  of  200  in  Buffalo) ;  additional  gains 
resulted  from  the  orgnnization  of  food  operators  in  Niagara  Falls 
(160  members)  and  steamship  cooks  and  stewards  in  New  YoA 
City. 

8.  Theaters  and  Music. — With  6  additional  unions  these  trades 
lost  100  members.  There  was  no  appreciable  change  In  the 
theatrical  trades,  but  among  the  musicians  the  New  York  City 
union  lost  500  members,  while  the  gain  elsewhere  was  only  300. 

9.  Wood  Working  and  Furniture. — While  the  furnishing  trades 
gained  only  4  new  unions,  thetr  membership  increased  by  3,563, 
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of  whicli  New  York  City  contributed  2,954.  The  piano  and  oi^n 
workers  (New  York  City)  gained  1,100  members;  the  box  makers 
(New  York  City)  500;  the  cabinet  makers  BOO  (400  in  New  York 
CSty) ;  the  carriage  and  wagon  workers  BOO  (400  in  New  York 
Ci^) ;  the  apholBterers  500  (New  York  City) ;  the  machine  wood 
workers  300  (Rochester,  S^chenectady,  etc.). 

10.  Beataurants  and  Retail  Trade. —  The  net  gain  in  these 
trades  consisted  of  22  organizations  and  1,699  members,  of  whom 
only  641  were  in  New  York  City.  The  clerks  and  salesmen  alone 
added  22  unions  and  1^00  members,  while  the  bartenders  gained 
6  unions  and  700  members;  newsboys  and  bootblacks  300  and  200 
respectively,  etc.  The  transfer  of  the  ice  handlers  to  transporta- 
tion carried  226  members  away. 

11.  Public  Employment. —  The  gain  was  24  organiwtions  and 
1,018  members,  of  whom  881  were  in  New  York  City.  The  letter 
carriers  hare  20  more  nnions  recorded  than  a  year  ago  but 
slightly  fewer  members;  a  loss  of  160  in  New  York  City  having 
outweighed  the  gain  from  new  organizations  in  interior  towns 
and  Tillages.  On  the  other  hand  the  post  ofBce  clerks  gained 
500  in  membership  (400  in  New  York  City),  while  the  3  metro- 
politan unions  of  dock  buildo^,  drivers  and  hostlers,  and  street 
cleaners  gained  about  200  each. 

12.  Miscellaneous. —  The  total  increase  in  number  of  organizer 
tions  in  all  the  trades  classified  in  the  miscellaneous  group 
was  61  and  of  membership  8,712.  Of  the  latter  increase  1,126 
was  in  New  York  City  and  7,586  in  other  places.  The  metro- 
politan increase  was  chiefly  due  to  new  onions  of  glass  workers, 
who  compose  the  first  subdivision  of  the  group;  there  were  five 
new  unions  in  the  metropolis  with  membership  as  follows:  Deco- 
rative glass  workers,  200;  bevelers,  400;  polishers,  200;  silverers, 
62;  glaziers,  150;  total,  1,012.  The  second  subdivision  consists 
of  barbers,  who  gained  9  unions  and  150  members.  The  third 
subdivision,  comprising  all  other  distinct  trades,  gained  18  nnions 
and  3,100  members ;  the  only  two  industries  of  importance  here 
account  for  moat  of  the  gain  (leather  workers  in  Gloversville  and 
Johnstown  gained  3  unions  and  1,500  members  and  paper  makers 
gained  9  unions  and  1,100  membera).  The  fourth  subdivision  con- 
sists of  trades  anions,  that  is  organizations  of  workers  of  several 
trades  or  occupations,  who  are  united  in  one  organization  until 
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enou^  members  are  obtained  in  any  one  trade  to  form  a  Beparate 
trade  anion.  They  are  the  training  echoole  of  trade  nnionism 
and  have  increased  greatly  in  number  in  the  last  few  yearn; 
last  year  there  was  a  net  gain  of  19  unions  and  4,500  members. 

The  growth  of  nnionism  in  the  principal  tradee,  1894-1902,  is  set 
forth  in  the  following  table  which  inclndea  all  trades  that  had 
as  many  as  2,000  organized  workers. 
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Organized  Wobkino  Women. 
Beference  to  Table  1  on  a  preceding  page  will  Bhow  that  the 
progttm  of  VDioniBm  among  working  women  was  interrupted  in 
Uarch  and  that,  althongh  the  lost  ground  waa  recovered  by  Sep- 
.  teauber,  the  total  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  was  less  than 
1.000.  Women  now  constitute  less  than  Atc  per  cent,  of  the 
aggregate  membership,  the  percentage  for  other  years  being  aa 
follovB : 


Prom  1897  to  1901  the  number  of  organized  women  increased 
faster,  relatively,  than  that  of  the  men,  but  in  1902  this  relation 
did  not  continue  the  same.  The  fluctuations  are  closely  connected 
with  changes  in  the  garment  trades  which  contain  about  one-half 
of  all  women  unionists,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  following  table :

It  thus  appears  that  the  garment  trades'  unions  lost  1,800 
of  their  female  members  in  1902,  and  the  textile  workers'  unions 
800;  but  the  organizations  in  the  shoe  and  glove  trades  gained 
600  and  those  in  the  shirt  making  trade  600.  There  was  an  in- 
crease of  600  in  the  iron  and  steel  trades,  as  a  result  of  organiza- 
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tion  among  the  electrical  apparatus  makers  in  Schenectad;. 
There  was  also  an  increase  of  700  in  the  theatrical  trades.  The 
new  women  unionists  in  the  miscellaneous  group  are  nearly  all 
in  the  paper  box  trade. 

The  last  column  of  the  table  shows  how  small  a  proportion  of 
Dnionists  are  women  outside  of  the  clothing  and  tobacco  trades, 
in  which  the  ratio  of  women  to  men  is  as  1  to  4. 

More  than  four-flfths  of  the  organized  women  belong  to  mixed 
unions  of  men  and  women,  the  number  in  such  anions  being  12,781 
as  compared  with  2,728  who  belong  to  unions  composed  solely 
of  women.  The  total  number  of  unions  whose  members  are  all 
women  is  25,  while  the  nomber  of  mixed  unions  is  184.  Id  the 
shirt,  tobacco  and  theatrical  and  other  trades  all  the  women  are 
in  mixed  unions;  but  in  the  glove,  textile,  typographical  and 
paper  box  trades  the  unions  composed  of  women  contain  more 
female  workers  than  do  the  mixed  unions.  Table  VI  of  the 
Appendix  shows  the  number  of  exclusively  women's  organizations 
and  of  mixed  unions  in  each  trade,  as  well  as  the  number  of  mem- 
bers. It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  mixed  unions,  the  men 
usually  outnumber  the  women ;  exceptions  are  found  in  the  case 
of  the  overall  workers,  trousers,  waist  and  wrapper  makers, 
glove  makers,  shirt  and  collar  operators,  underwear  makers  (the 
two  latter  containing  very  few  men),  textile  workers,  electrical 
apparatus  makers  and  bookbinders.

The  tablea  in  this  chapter  embody  reportH  collected  by  the 
Bureau  in  1902  from  more  than  2,000  workingmen's  oi^aniza- 
tions  and  reveal  the  rate  of  wages,  hours  of  labor,  duration  of 
employment  and  amount  of  earnings  of  a  body  of  worklngpeople 
nombeiing  between  250,000  and  300,000  artizans  and  laborers. 
No  other  subject  ia  of  so  univeraal  interest  as  that  of  wages, 
which  determine  the  standard  of  living  lo  a  community  and  the 
character  of  its  civilization.  There  comes  to  every  atatistioal 
bnreaa  in  the  United  States  a  steady  and  persistent  demand 
for  information  about  the  reward  of  labor,  the  rates  of  wages  In 
varions  occupations  and  the  earnings  of  worklngpeople  of  every 
class.  To  furnish  snch  information  to  legislators  and  citizens 
is  one  of  the  primary  functions  of  the  bureaus  of  labor  statistioa 
now  existing  in  thirty-three  Of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

RATKa  OF  Waqes. 

Persons  interested  In  learning  the  rate  of  wages  in  any  par- 
ticular trade  will  find  ample  informatiqD  in  Table  IV,  which 
sets  forth  the  scale  of  wages  and  hours  at  the  end  of  September, 
1902,  in  every  occupation  and  town  in  the  State,  so  far  as 
union  conditions  prevail  therein.  In  the  lai^er  cities  the  union 
scale  is  commonly  recognized  as  the  standard  rate  and  is  fre- 
qoently  embodied  iu  joint  agreements  between  associations  of 
employers  and  employees.  In  the  smaller  places,  where  snch 
agreements  are  less  common,  the  union  Wage  is  regarded  as  a 
fair  expression  of  the  "  going,"  "  current "  or  "  prevailing  "  rate 
—  the  rate  that  is  received  by  a  majority  of  the  wage  earners 
in  a  specified  trade. 

Tiie  trades  are  arranged  in  twelve  groups,  which  correspond 
■nbetantially  with  the  same  numbw  of  industries.  Should  a 
carpenter  in  Jamestown,  say,  desire  to  find  out  what  wages  are 
paid  in  Buffalo  to  men  of  his  craft,  he  would  turn  to  the  building 
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industry  and  there  find,  in  alphabetical  order,  fonr  pages  de- 
voted to  carpenters.  In  BulTalo  there  are  seven  different  unions 
of  carpenters,  but  they  have  a  uniform  scale  of  wages,  namely, 
(2.65  for  an  eight-hour  day.  In  some  places  there  are  several 
different  rates,  hot  an  additional  colomn  sets  forth  the  average 
daily  earninge  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  and  thus  indicates 
the  prevailing  rate;  in  Middletown,  for  example,  the  daily  rate 
for  carpenters  varies  from  f2.00  to  f2.75,  but  the  average  daily 
earnings  of  all  union  carpenters  in  that  city  were  |2.38.  The 
table  also  reveals  the  daily  and  weekly  hours  of  labor. 

It  is  probably  true  that  statistics  of  this  kind  are  valuable 
principally  for  purposes  of  reference  by  employers,  employees 
and  arbitrators  of  trade  disputes.  To  the  general  reader  they 
have  significance  only  when  brought  into  comparison  with  other 
years  or  other  countries.  A  few  comparisons  for  the  great 
metropolis  of  the  State  may  not,  therefore,  be  oat  of  place  here.

Those  trades,  which  are  the  principal  occnpatlonB  in  the  strnc- 
tural  industry,  lend  themselves  more  readily  to  comparison  than 
most  othpr  trades  because  of  the  fact  that  they  have  what  may  be 
termed  a  standard  rate  of  wages.  In  all  of  them  the  rate  of 
wagfs  has  been  substantinlly  advanced  in  the  last  few  years,  and 
the  same  statement  applies  to  other  trades,  although  they  may 
not  have  made  so  large  a  gain.  The  Bureau  has  made  a  tabula- 
tion of  the  changes  in  wage  rates' in  1901  and  1902,  which  brings 
out  the  fact  that  last  year  47,585  oi^anized  wage  workers  gained 
increases  and  only  2.668  suffered  reductions,  while  in  1902.  93,226 
secured  advances  in  the  weekly  wage  and  only  3,320  sustained 
decreases ;  that  is  to  say,  almost  one-third  of  the  organized  wage 
earners  obtained  an  increase  in  wages  in  1902  which  averaged 
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f  1.78  per  week  for  each  of  the  workmen  affected.  On  the  other 
hand,  of  the  8,329  whose  weekly  wages  were  decreased  80  per 
cent,  were  workers  in  the  building  trades  whose  daily  rates  were 
indeed  adTauced  bat  who  accepted  a  slight  reduction  (85  cents) 
in  the  weekly  income  in  order  to  establish  a  shorter  schedule  of 
hours  (i.  e.,  M  instead  of  48  hours  a  week).  Particulars  of  the 
changes  in  1902  will  be  found  in  the  next  chapter. 

Since,  then,  the  daily  and  weekly  rates  of  wages  have  been 
generally  advancing,  it  ia  only  necessary  to  ascertain  whether 
employment  has  remained  as  steady  and  constant  as  heretofore 
to  determine  whether  earnings  have  increased  in  equal  measure. 
Failure  to  distinguish  between  wage-rates  and  eaminga  has  led 
to  much  confusion  of  thought  in  the  discussion  of  the  Justice  of 
the  demands  of  workingmen,  and  notably  in  the  case  of  the  anthra^ 
cite  coal  miners.  The  fact  that  the  daily  rates  of  wages  were 
relatively  high  in  the  coal  regions  has  doubtless  brought  many 
foreign  workmen  into  thi>se  regions,  and  in  the  past  few  months 
it  has  certainly  led  many  people  to  think  the  miners  were  making 
entirely  unreasonable  demands  of  the  employers.  But,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  annual  income  of  the  miners  was  below  the 
American  standard,  simply  because  the  mines  were  operated  for 
only  a  portion  of  the  year.  The  factor  of  opportunity  for  em- 
ployment must  always  be  considered  in  determining  the  com- 
pensation of  workingpeople. 

MoMTHLT  Fluctuations  in  Employment  in  1902. 
Steadiness  of  employment  depends  principally  upon  conditions 
beyond  the  control  of  the  workman.  Illness,  inclement  weather, 
etc.,  account  for  considerable  loss  of  employment,  but  the  most 
coDspicaous  cause  of  idleness  is  found  in  industrial  conditions, 
which  is  another  term  for  a  faulty  organization  of  industry, —  a 
failure  to  perfect  the  adjustment  of  demand  and  supply,  as  ap- 
pears, for  instance,  in  the  clothing  trades  with  their  alternating 
periods  of  abnormal  employment  and  idleness.  In  1902  the 
average  proportion  of  unemployed  wage  earners,  among  100,000 
organized  workingpeople,  was  15  per  cent. ;  that  is  to  say,  at  any 
one  time  there  would  have  been  found,  on  the  average,  among 
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100  wage  eamera,  86  who  were  at  work  and  IS  oot  at  work.  TIUi 
figure  is  baaed  od  montbly  reports  fi'om  a  number  of  large,  rep- 
remntatiTe  trade  onions,  as  follows : 
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Aa  would  be  expected,  the  degree  of  nnemployment  flactuateB 
from  month  to  month.  Idleness  at  the  end  of  Jannar;  affected 
21  per  cent,  of  all  the  working- 
people  reported;  but,  aa  illustrated 
iu  the  accompanying  diagram,  the 
proportion  of  unemployed  wage 
earners  declined  through  the  spring 
and  summer,  until  at  the  end  of 
September  it  was  only  6.3  per  cent 
With  the  approach  of  winter,  it 
began  to  rige  again  and  at  the  ^d 
of  the  year  was  22.2  per  cent

In  winter,  lai^  onmbere  ar«  tmemplojed  on  account  of  an- 
favorable  veather,  which  not  only  intermptB  building  operations 
bnt  abflolntely  stops  navigation  on  the  inland  waterways.  In 
sommer,  few  workers  in  the  bnllding  and  transport  trades  are 
idle.  The  preceding  table  reveals  the  reason  why  idleness  slightly 
increased  in  Jnne  and  July,  instead  of  contiaaing  the  steady  de- 
olines  from  January  to  September ;  it  was  doe  to  trade  dispntea, 
which,  as  will  be  seen  l^  referring  to  summary  table  D,  were 
almost  wholly  confined  to  the  clothing  trades.  While  tecbnically 
called  a  strike  or  lockout,  the  suspension  of  work  in  the  clothing 
trade  is  a  r^nlar  occnrrokoe  at  this  season,  when  the  readjust- 
ment of  wage-rates  is  also  made.  R^nlar  factory  work  is  not 
subject  to  so  much  idleness,  as  appears  from  the  following  table :

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Typical  factory  iodTifltrieB  like  the  mannfacture  o(  iron  and 
eteel  products  and  machinery,  malt  lignors,  ci^ra,  etc.,  har« 
email  percentages  of  idleness,  althongb  not  bo  small  as  pablic  em* 
ployment.  Printing  and  wood  working  both  have  considerable 
idleness,  which  lasted  tbroughout  the  year.  The  unemployed 
printers  find  in  the  iotroduction  of  typesetting  machines  the 
chief  cause  of  their  trouble;  and  the  number  of  idle  printers 
would  have  been  vastly  greater  than  it  is  if  the  employers  had 
followed  the  usual  practice  of  dismissing  skilled  workmen  and 
filling  their  places  with  unskilled  workmen  as  machine  tenders. 
The  hardship  and  social  lose  that  such  wholesale  displacement 
would  entail  hare  been  avoided  throogh  the  powerful  organiea- 
tion  of  the  printers,  who  have  thus  rendered  a  service  to  the  entire 
body  of  citizens. 

Summary  tables  A,  B  and  0  {tables  412-417)  show  the  number 
and  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  186  representative  unions 
who  were  idle  at  the  end  of  each  months  in  19(^,  for  the  indostries 
and  tradegroups  in  the  Bureau's  scheme  of  classification.  A  con- 
densation of  the  three  tables  is  contained  in  Table  6,  on  the  two 
preceding  pages.  It  will  be  observed  how  the  idleness  in  the 
building  Industry  diminished  from  February  to  September  and 
thereafter  increased;  while  the  nest  latest  industry,  clothing, 
has  the  maximum  'dleness  in  July,  November  and  December,  with 
the  least  idlenesB  in  February,  August  and  Septonb^.  -  In  trans- 
portation, the  emonnt  of  idleness  was  small  from  July  to  No- 
vember, inclusive,  and  large  in  the  winter  months.  The  fluctua- 
tions in  some  of  the  smaller  groups  are  doe  to  a  variety  of 
causes;  in  the  "  miscellaneous  "  group,  for  example,  giaas  workers 
are  idle  In  summer  and  the  laborers,  who  predominate  in  federal 
labor  unions,  in  winter. 

Unemployment  in  Pebvious  Ybabs. 
The  monthly  record  of  unemployment  has  only  jnst  been  begun 
and  hence  does  not  serve  for  comparison  with  other  years;  but  on 
the  basis  of  goarterly  reports  received  from  all  the  trade  unions 
in  the  State  the  following  statistics  of  unemployment  from  18M 
to  1897  have  been  derived :

These  reports  from  labor  oniocs  are  exceedingly  ralnable  tiom 
many  points  of  view.  A  minor  defect,  frequently  pointed  out  ia 
the  Bureau's  reports,  is  the  fact  that  union  secretaries  are  some- 
times nnable  to  furnish  information  concerning  members  who, 
while  idle  at  their  own  trade,  may  be  employed  in  pther  occupa- 
tions. A  maltster,  for  example,  may  be  reported  as  idle  daring 
the  inactive  season,  while  aa  a  matter  of  fact  he  may  have  outside 
employment.  Hence  these  figures  of  unemployment  somewhat 
exaggerate  the  actual  amount  of  idleness.  It  is  believed,  how* 
-  ever,  the  number  thus  employed  is  relatively  small  and  that,  in 
any  event,  it  varies  little  from  one  year  to  another.  For  com- 
parative purposes  it  may  therefore  be  excluded. 

In  1894  and  1895  the  data  cover  the  single  month  of  June;  in 
1897, 1898, 1899  and  1900,  four  months;  in  1901,  three  months  and 
in  1902,  the  two  months  of  March  and  September.  The  largest 
absolute  numlwr  of  unemployed  unionists  reported  was  49,399  at 
the  end  of  June,  1900;  but  ovring  to  the  vastly  greater  number 
of  workers  included  in  the  reports  of  1900,  the  proportion  of  the 
unemployed  in  1900  was  not  so  large  as  in  1894  or  1898.  The 
largest  percentage  of  idle  wage  earners  in  any  of  the  months 
herein  reported  was  30.6  at  the  end  of  March,  1897 ;  the  lowest 
percentage,  4.7,  at  the  end  of  September,  1899.  But  the  average 
proportion  of  the  unemployed  in  the  year  1899  was  nevertheless 
larger  than  in  1902,  which  from  these  records  appears  to  be  the 
most  prosperous  of  recent  years. 
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So  far  as  the  spring  is  concemed,  the  year  1902  brought  len 
idleness  thao  any  other  recent  year  In  all  the  larger  commnDitiM 
of  the  State.  But  with  respect  to  September,  the  superiority  ot 
1902  was  manifested  only  in  Syracuse  and  Albany,  the  oth^ 
la^^  cities  having  enjoyed  falter  percentages  of  employment  is 
1899.  But  with  the  exception  of  1899,  September  of  1902  ranks 
first  as  will  be  observed  in  the  following  table:

Idleness  at  the  end  of  March  was  least  in  amount  in  1899, 
previous  to  1902,  and  the  comparison  for  the  several  industriei 
may  therefore  be  profitably  directed  to  1899  and  1902.    Scmtiny 
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of  tbe  table  shorn  that  1902  has  «n"<ii>»'  pvooitage  of  nneinploj- 
meot  tiian  1899  in  8  of  the  12  indvstriea^  tlie  i  ezcepti(»is  being 
clothing  and  textiles,  transportation,  printing  and  misceUaneoos. 
In  3  of  these  4  indoBtries  the  record  of  1899  was  qnlte  exceptional 
and  1902  still  sorpasses  190fl  and  1901  in  nearly  all  of  the  groapa 
of  trade.  In  the  single  industry  of  printing  and  publishing,  the 
percentage  of  unemployment  at  the  end  of  Mardi  was  larger  in 
1902  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  years. 

The  comparison  for  September  is  slightly  in  favor  of  1899, 
owing  chi^y  to  the  increased  idleness  this  year  in  the  clothing 
and  transportation  indnstries  and  a  slight  increase  in  the  bnild- 
ing  trades  and  public  employment.  In  the  other  industries  1902 
compares  well  with  1899  and  hence  also  with  1900  and  1901. 

The  causes  of  idleness,  as  already  indicated,  are  usually  beyond 
the  control  of  the  workman.  Industrial  disputes  which  are  som& 
times  caused  by  roluntary  cessation  of  work  cause  only  a  frac- 
tion of  all  the  unemployment, —  from  2  to  16  per  cent.  Sickness, 
accidoit  and  old  age  account  for  6  to  12  per  ce&t.,  while  from  70 
to  90  per  cent  of  tiie  unemployment  is  due  to  inability  to  And 
work  (slack  trade,  interruptions  to  work  by  inclement  weathra, 
lack  of  materials,  etc.).  These  inferences  from  the  statistics 
may  be  confirmed  by  study  of  the  targe  tables,  snmmarized 
below:

In  March  conaiderable  idleness  was  due  to  inclemeDt  weather 
which  affected  the  transport  trades  (lake  seamen  and  marine 
engineers  and  firemen  in  group  3),  and  public  employment  (dock 
builders,  etc.).  The  rest  of  the  idleness  was  chiefly  due  to  slack 
trade.  In  September  the  lack  of  materials  affected  the  building 
trades  and  the  weather  the  liquor  trade  (maltsters,  who  are 
periodically  idle  in  the  sammer).  Labor  disputes  were  more 
prominent  in  September;  they  accounted  for  65  per  cent,  of  the 
idleness  in  the  wood  working  and  furniture  industry;  46  per 
oent.  in  the  miscellaneous  group;  27  per  cent,  in  public  employ- 
ment and  23.3  per  cent,  in  transportation.    Much  of  this  idlenesi 
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Ib  explained  bf  the  inHnence  of  the  coal  strike  apon  the  coal- 
bauliDg  railroads  iD  soathern  New  York.  That  great  dispute 
had  some  effect  apon  other  ioduBtries  also,  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  coal  for  the  power  plants.  The  followii^  table  of  percentages 
shova  further  the  importance  of  personal  disabilities  as  a  factor 
in  caDsing  idleness  in  certain  trades :

For  tliree  years  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  obtained  data 
ihowiag  the  number  of  days  worked  and  amount  earned  in  the 
year  bj  each  wage  earner  belonging  to  a  trade  union ;  but  since 
1899,  owing  to  the  unprecedented  increase  in  the  number  of  or- 
ganized workers,  iuTolving  more  than  double  the  amount  of  work, 
the  Bnreaa  has  been  obliged  to  limit  the  inquiry  to  six  months  in 
the  year.  The  period  chosen  consists  of  a  winter  and  a  summer 
quarter  —  the  months  of  January,  February,  March  and  July, 
August,  September.  For  the  generality  of  trades  this  period 
fairly  represents  one-half  the  year  and  the  annual  in<;ome  may  be 
ascertained  simply  by  doubling  the  income  for  the  two  quarters.* 

In  the  first  three  months  of  1902  the  trade  union  reports  on 
employment  covered  270,735  working  men  and  women,  of  whom 
16,776  or  6.2  per  cent,  were  idle  the  entire  quarter  and  the  re- 
mainder, 253,959,  worl^ed  for  at  least  one  day.     The  exact  num-

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ber  of  daya  of  employment  was  ascertained  for  sabBtantiall;  all 
(261,694)  of  those  who  worked  at  all  and  it  was  fonnd  that,  In- 
cladiog  overtime  work,  they  averaged  67.43  days  of  employment 
apiece;  the  fall  number  of  working  days  in  the  quarter  being  77. 
In  the  third  quarter  of  1902,  all  but  1.9  per  cent  of  the  members 
reporting  had  some  employment,  the  average  number  of  days 
thereof  being  71.1.  The  comparison  with  the  previous  years  is 
as  follows:

A  few  words  may  be  said  concerning  the  wage  earners  who 
did  no  work  at  all.  In  the  first  quarter  of  1897  they  coastitated 
one-foarth  of  all  the  wage  earners  reported;  on  the  other  baud, 
only  1.9  per  cent,  were  thus  idle  in  the  third  quarter  of  1902.  If 
this  latter  percenta^  be  regarded  as  perhaps  the  normal  pro- 
portion of  workingpeople  who  are  kept  continnouBly  idle  by 
illneBS,  accident,  old  age,  etc.,  in  a  time  of  general  trade  activity, 
we  have  a' measure  of  the  distress  that  tavst  accompany  an  in- 
dustrial situation  like  that  of  1897,  when  one-quarter  of  all  the 
workers  had  no  work  for  an  entire  season.

A  large  proportion  of  the  idleness  in  winter,  as  already  ex- 
plained, is  accounted  for  bj  tbe  closing  of  lake  navigation.  Hence 
it  is  that  daring  the  winter  months  idleness  is  relatirel;  greater 
in  Buffalo  than  in  New  York  Cit; ;  but  in  tbe  Bununer  months, 
when  the  workers  in  the  transport  trades  And  employment,  New 
York  City,  the  seat  of  the  clothing  trade,  manifests  more  idleness 
than  the  interior  towns  and  cities,  thus :

Tables  1^14  have  shown  that,  bo  far  at  least  as  respects  the 
first  and  third  quarters,  1902  afforded  more  ample  employment 
than  any  other  year  of  tbe  past  decade.  In  the  first  quarter  ot 
1902,  93.8  per  cent,  of  the  wage  earners  considered  had  some  em- 
ployment, while  the  best  previous  record  waa  89.9  per  cent,  in 
1898  and  1900.  Similarly  in  tbe  third  quarter  of  1902,  98.1  per- 
cent, of  the  workingpeople  had  employment  for  at  least  one  day, 
while  the  best  previous  record  was  97.7  in  1899.  But  while  the 
proportion  of  workers  who  had  some  employment  has  increased,  it 
does  not  follows  that  the  total  amount  of  employment  has  also 
increased.    If  those  who  were  employed  worked  but  a  short  time, 
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the  amount  of  time  loet  might  have  increased  rather  than  de- 
creased. Hence  it  is  necessary  to  go  into  the  question  of  the 
duration  of  employment. 

The  last  column  of  table  12  reveals  a  steady  increase  in  the 
duration  of  employment,  from  1897  to  1902,  with  respect  to  the 
first  quarter  of  each  year,  and  a  general  but  not  uniform  increase 
with  respect  to  the  third  quarter.  In  1898,  the  duration  of  ran- 
ployment  averaged  one  and  seven-tenths  of  a  day  less  than  the 
third  quarter  of  1897,  while  the  record  of  1899  surpassed  that  of 
every  other  year,  including  even  1902.  Even  if  the  average  nnm- 
ber  of  days  of  work  be  calculated  for  all  organized  wage  eamerB 
who  reported  their  employment  or  lack  of  employment,  the  dif- 
ference between  1899  and  1902  does  not  entirely  disappear ;  thus 
in  the  third  quart:er  of  1899,  202,258  wage  earners  averaged  69.7 
days  of  employment  as  compared  with  69.6  days,  by  313,497  wage 
earners,  in  1902.  . 

It  is  clear  that  the  most  satisfactory  comparison  between  dif- 
ferent years,  is  one  that  shows  the  aggregate  number  of  days 
worked  by  all  wage  earners,  whether  employed  or  idle,  and  this 
is  accomplished  in  the  following  table  for  six  months  of  each 
year  since  1896:

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The  second  colamn  of  this  table  states  the  number  of  organized 
wage  earoera  who  reported  the  duration  of  their  employment  in 
the  first  and  third  quarters  of  rach  year,  1897  to  1902,  being  the 
sum  of  the  third  and  last  columns  in  table  12.  The  fourth  column 
shows  the  total  number  of  days  worked  by  these  persona,  while 
the  third  column  states  the  number  of  days  of  work  that  would 
have  been  performed  had  each  individual  been  employed  full 
time  (77  days)  each  quarter.  Thus,  in  the  third  quarter  of  1902, 
there  were  6,291  wage  earners  who  did  not  work  at  all  and  307,20ft 
at  work  who  reported  the  number  of  days  worked,  the  aggregate 
for  the  entire  313,197  persons  being  21,840,479  days.  But  if  they 
had  all  been  employed  77  days,  the  aggregate  would  have  been 
34,139,269  days.  Hence  they  lost  9  per  cent,  of  their  working 
time,  which  was  also  the  percentage  of  time  lost  by  idleness  in 
the  third  quarter  of  1899. 

If  the  first  and  third  quarters  of  each  year  be  combined,  we 
have  the  most  concise  expression  of  the  conditions  of  employment 
that  can  be  obtained.  In  1897,  then,  the  proportion  of  actual 
enployment  was  69.7  per  cent;  in  1898,  76  per  cent;  in  1899, 
92  per  cent;  in  1900,  79.8  per  cent.;  in  1901,  82.8  per  cent;  in 
1902,  86.6  per  cent  From  this  statement  it  is  clear  that  in  1903 
«nployment  was  more  r^ular  than  in  any  other  year  of  the  past 
decade;  for  it  has  already  been  shown  that  conditions  in  1894-6 
were  at  least  as  unfavorable  as  in  1897.  As  compared  with  1897, 
there  was  an  increase  in  employment  of  24  per  cent,  in  1902. 

The  reason  why  the  third  quarter  of  1899  was  so  exceptionally 
favorable  to  employment  has  frequently  been  explained  in  the 
Bureau's  reports, —  it  was  due  to  the  phenomenally  active  season 
in  the  clothing  trades.  Fewer  wage  earners  (10.1  pa  cent) 
worked  overtime  than  in  10U2  (11.1  {>er  cent),  but  a  mach  larger 
proportion  worked  full  time,  that  is  from  60  to  79  days,  thus :

In  the  third  quarter  of  1899  the  oi^anized  vorkingmen  in  the 
clothing  and  textile  trades  averaged  68  days  of  employment,  a 
record  that  has  never  since  been  approached  as  vill  be  seen  by 
an  examination  of  the  following  table:

Earnings  in  1902. 

In  January,  February  and  Marcli  239,492  organized  working- 
men  bad  employment  as  shown  above  and  earned  altogether 
(44,096,688.91  or  an  average  of  |2.73  for  each  of  the  67  days  of 
employment.  In  July,  August  and  Beptember  293,013  wage 
workers  had  employment  of  longer  or  shorter  duration  and  earned 
157,789,381.17  or  f2.77  for  each  of  W  71  days  employed.  In  the 
one  qnarter  the  average  earnings  were  |184.12  and  in  the  oth^ 
(197.22.  The  nnmber  of  organized  women  employed  was  re- 
spectively 12^02  and  14,193  in  the  two  quarters  and  their  average 
earnings  (146  and  (127. 

Buch  averages  expvera  very  cmdeiy  and  imperfectly  the  compen- 
sation of  these  myriads  of  workers,  for  thonsands  earn  more  than 
the  average  and  nearly  as  many  less  than  the  average,  as  may  be 
seen  in  the  following  table  compiled  from  summary  tables  LO.

In  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  9^  men  earned  lew  than 
|24  and  9.8  per  cent,  of  all  reported  earned  less  than  (100.  On 
the  other  hand,  14,151  or  5.9  per  cent,  of  the  men  earned  op- 
warde  of  fSOO,  or  (100  a  month,  and  in  the  third  quarter  the  num- 
ber and  proportion  of  these  njen  were  still  lai^er.  About  one- 
half  of  them  are  workmen  in  the  building  trades;  others  are 
railroad  men,  stationery  engineers,  etc.,  who  work  seven  days  a 
week,  and  actors  and  some  well  paid  artisans  in  the  printing 
trades.  There  were  1,500  women  reported  as  earning  more  than 
flOO  a  month,  but  these  were  all  theatrical  performers.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  women  do  not  earn  $100  in  three'  months. 

Abont  one-third  of  the  men  are  usually  found  within  the  grade* 
of  tlS0-$200  and  about  one-fourth  earned  more  than  |226  eaob 
three  months.  The  variation  from  trade  to  trade  can  be  studied 
in  the  detailed  table  (Table  III),  and  in  the  summary  tables  L-0.

Id  the  third  quarter  the  organized  worlcmeii  in  the  building 
tradra  averaged  (235;  but  this  waa  In  the  summer  time  when 
employment  was  regular.  In  winter,  such  work  Ib  Bnbjeot  to  in- 
termptionB  and  the  average  earnings  in  the  first  quarter  were 
only  $182.  Hence  taJcing  the  entire  six  monthfl,  the  printers 
(|443)  earned  more  than  the  bniiders  ($417).  The  largest  earn- 
ings ($691)  are  reported  for  the  theatrical  trades,  which  include 
actors  and  musicians  as  well  aa  mechanics.  Following  these 
three  industries  come  public  employment  ($414),  metal-workJng 
and  machine-building  industries  (f404),  etc  The  lowest  in- 
comes are  found  in  the  tobacco  ($281)  and  clothing  trades  ($287). 

Of  the  women,  the  tobacco  workers  rank  among  the  lai^est 
earners.  Actresses  rank  above  them  and  government  employees. 
The  lowest  income  is  found  in  retail  trade  and  clothing  and 
textiles. 

Eabnings  SiNCB  1897. 

The  statistics  of  wage-rates  discussed  at  the  banning  of  this 
analysis  indicate  a  general  advance  in  recent  years.  The  fore- 
going statistics  of  employment  have  shown  a  pronounced  im- 
provement in  the  regularity  and  duration  of  employment  from 
1896  to  1902.  Only  in  1900  was  there  a  retrogression.  Com- 
paring the  actual  with  the  possible  working  time  of  all  organized 
wage  earners,  in  a  summer  and  winter  quarter  of  each  year,  we 
found  that  the  degree  of  improvement  in  conditions  of  employ- 
ment in  1902  was  24  per  cent,  superior  to  that  of  1897.  With 
higher  rates  of  wages  and  such  striking  improvement  in  oppor- 
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tnnitiefl  to  work,  it  is  clear  that  eamings,  the  real  mark  of  the 
w^e  worker's  prosperity,  must  also  have  increased  largely. 

At  first  thought,  it  would  appear  a  simple  matter  to  compare 
eanungs,  one  year  with  another.  The  reports  made  to  the  Biireaa 
by  trade  union  ofScials  are  comprehensive  and  about  as  accurate 
as  the  general  run  of  statistics  upon  which  the  public  places 
reliance,  and  so  long  as  one  attempts  nothing  more  than  a  com- 
parison of  earnings  in  a  particular  trade,  in  any  given  locality, 
one  meets  with  no  serious  difficulties.  But  it  is  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent proposition  to  compare  the  earnings  at  different  periods  of 
the  entire  body  of  artisans,  laborers,  etc.,  in  the  whole  State,  or 
even  of  the  men  in  a  specified  trade  when  the  same  localities  are 
not  retained  throughout  the  comparison.  Every  person  who  has 
any  familiarity  with  the  conditions  of  the  workingpeople  nndor- 
stands  that  money  wages  are  much  higher  in  cities  than  in  vil- 
ifies and  are  highest  of  all  in  New  York  City  —  the  metropolii 
of  the  western  hemisphere.  How  unsafe,  then,  would  it  be  to 
measure  the  change  in  the  economic  condition  of  organized  wage 
workers  by  comparing  their  average  earnings  in  1902,  when  only 
60  per  cent,  of  them  were  residents  of  the  metropolis,  with  the 
earnings  in  1898  when  73  per  cent,  of  them  were  in  receipt 
of  the  high  wages  paid  in  New  York  City?  As  set  forth  in 
chapter  III  of  this  volume,  the  remarkable  growth  of  trade 
uniouism  in  recent  years  has  been  first  of  all  a  spread  of  organiza- 
tion to  the  smaller  cities  and  villages.  In  1898,  only  87  localities 
appeared  in  the  list  of  oi-ganiiced  labor;  in  1902,  the  number  of 
places  that  had  at  least  one  union  was  twice  as  great  (171).  In 
the  smaller  communities  thus  added  to  the  ranks  of  organised 
labor,  wages  are  almost  invariably  lower  tban  in  the  larger  cities 
that  appear  in  the  statistics  of  1897  and  1898;  hence  the  additioa 
of  such  places  would  tend  to  reduce  tbe  average  earnings  of  the 
entire  body  of  workers. 

The  same  conclusion  holds  good  of  any  single  trade.  The 
carpenters  a0ord  an  excellent  illustration.  In  the  third  quart« 
of  1897  their  per  diem  earnings  averaged  f2.96  and  in  1902,  (3.10 
—  an  apparent  increase  of  14  cents  a  day.  And  yet,  in  the  same 
period,  the  wages  of  carpenters  in  New  York  City  have  been  in- 
creased (I  Q'  day  (from  $3.50  to  (4.50)  and  in  other  localitiea 
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there  hare  been  advances  but  no  reductions.  The  reason  why  these 
advances  affect  the  average  bo  slightly  is  the  above-mentioned 
epread  of  organization  to  amaller  towns.  In  1897  the  average  of 
(2.96  per  day  was  earned  by  8,292  carpenters  of  whom  about 
6,700  or  70  per  cent,  were  residents  of  the  present  territory  of 
New  York  City.  In  1902,  the  average  of  f3.10  was  earned  by 
19,611  earpentera  of  whom  fewer  than  one-half  were  in  New  York 
Odty  unione.  Again,  the  table  of  changes  in  rates  of  wagea  in 
the  next  chapter  shows  that  in  the  12  months  covered  by  this  re- 
port 10,961  carpenters  obtained  increases  in  wages  averaging 
$2.11  a  week  or  36  cents  a  day.  If  divided  among  all  the  anion 
carpenters,  the  increase  would  be  about  20  cents  a  day,  and  this 
la  the  increase  that  we  should  look  for  in  the  per  diem  earnings 
of  carpenters.  As  a  matter  of  fact  tbe  real  increase  in  earnings 
is  3  cents  a  day  (from  f3.07  to  $3.10) . 

These  considerations  danonstrate  that  Table  P  showing  the 
average  earnings  of  organized  working  men  and  women  in  the 
third  quarter  of  each  year  from  1897  to  19(M  must  be  used  with 
caution.  And  before  undertaking  the  analysis  of  that  table  we 
may  profitably  make  certain  other  comparisons. 

In  the  third  quarter  of  1899  there  were  13,920  men  who  earned 
more  than  |300.and  in  the  third  quarter  of  1902,  22,946;  again, 
the  number  earning  upwards  of  f22G  was  63,744  in  the  same 
months  of  1899  and  91,985  in  1902.  Fart  of  the  increase  is  due 
to  the  advance  of  wage  earners  from  the  lower  classes  of  income; 
but  part  is  due  also  to  the  oi^anization  of  new  unions,  which 
twongbt  lai^r  additions,  in  the  villages  and  amaller  cities,  to  the 
lower  classes  of  income,  bo  that  tbe  percentage  of  union  men  earn- 
ing (225  or  more  haa  not  uniformly  increased,  thus :

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As  far  as  the  first  qaarter  of  the  year  is  concerned,  tbere  ap- 
pears to  be  a  fairly  conatant  movement  of  wage  eamere  from  the 
lower  to  the  higher  classes  of  income,  in  spite  of  the  addltloni 
which  the  lower  elasnes  receive  from  new  organizations  in  trades 
and  localities  where  wages  were  low.  Bat  in  the  third  qnarter, 
the  same  increase  is  not  apparent,  the  inflnence  of  new  organiza- 
tions being  strong  enongh  to  connter-balanee  the  adranoe  in  wage- 
rates.  These  opposing  inSnences  may  be  recognized  also  in  the 
figures  of  average  earnings,  which  reach  back  to  1897,  as  follows:

These  statistics,  which,  since  1899,  embrace  only  the  first  and 
third  quarters  of  the  year,  reveal  a  smaller  increase  in  earnings 
than  would  be  expected  and  contrast  strongly  with  the  statistics 
of  individual  trades  in  any  specified  locality.  The  record  of 
1802  is,  however,  better  than  that  of  any  preceding  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  third  quarter  of  1899,  which  is  identical  with  the 
corresponding  period  of  1902.  For  the  entire  six  months  covered 
by  the  statistics  the  table  reveals  a  steady  progress  from  1897  to 
date,  save  for  the  interruption  in  1900. 

Columns  have  been  added  to  show  the  slightly  different  results 
reached  by  different  methods  of  obtaining  an  average  income 
for  the  two  quarters  of  each  year.  If  the  number  employed  were 
the  same  in  each  quarter,  the  true  average  would  be  the  arithme- 
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tical  moan ;  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  there  were  always  more  em- 
ployed in  the  tbird  quarter  and  as  eamingB  are  also  larger  in  that 
quarter,  the  reenlt  is  that  the  true  average  is  still  above  the  mean. 
But  the  difference  is  slight ;  2  cents  in  1898,  9  cents  in  1900,  B9 
cents  in  1901,  66  cents  in  1902,  »1.90  in  1899  and  |2.88  in  1897. 
Nor  do  the  averages  based  on  the  two  quarters  differ  greatly 
from  the  average  based  on  four  quarters,  as  given  in  the  last 
eolamn.  This  is  because  the  two  quarters  omitted  (second  and 
fourth)  include  three  months  of  summer  and  three  months  of 
winter  and  therefore  yield  about  the  same  results  an  the  flrst 
(winter)  and  third  (summer)  qnai-ters.  Using  the  statiatica 
•f  the  two  quarters  last  mentioned  (true  average)  ad  a  base,  w« 
«btaia  the  following  averages  for  men:

The  last  column  of  the  table,  giving  the  actual  earnings  per 
day  worked,  reveals  the  secret  of  these  statistics  of  earnings 
which  was  explained  at  the  outset.  It  appears  that  the  addition 
of  new  unioas  in  the  smaller  communities  of  the  State  has  worked 
to  reduce  the  average  earnings  in  almost  the  same  degree  that 
the  increaaeM  in  rates  of  wages  have  tended  to  raise  eamingB. 
The  following  chapter,  for  instance,  will  show  that  about  one- 
third  of  the  organized  wage  workers  gained  increases  in  1902 
amounting,  in  the  average,  to  28  cents  a  day.  Spread  over  tba 
entire  body  of  unionists  this  would  amount  to  9  cents  a  day. 
And  yet  the  per  diem  earnings  this  year  shows  absolutely  no  in- 
crease  over  last  year !  This  means  that  the  increase  in  quartwly 
and  annual  earnings  revealed  in  these  Ktatistics  is  due  solely  to 
the  larger  number  of  days  worked. 

It  is  seen  that  between  1897  and  1902  the  average  duration  of 
employment   of   organized   workingmen   increased   from   264   to 
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278  or  by  10  per  cent  In  the  same  intemU  the  arerage  yearly 
earnings  increased  from  |660  to  9766,  a  gain  of  9115  or  18  ptr 
cent  The  beet  part  of  the  gain,  in  each  case,  was  made  betwerai 
1898  and  1899.  In  the  summer  of  1900  there  occurred  a  tent 
porary  depression  in  the  building,  clothing  and  certain  other 
trades,  which  caused  a  small  decrease  in  employment  and  earn- 
ings as  compared  with  1899.  But  ta  1901  and  1902,  the  iq>ward 
movement  was  resumed  and  the  average  eamings  in  the  latter 
year  were  the  highest  thns  far  recorded.  The  increase  in  1902  Is 
not  so  large  as  woald  be  expected  from  the  increased  nomb^  of 
days  worked.  Thns  between  1899  and  1901,  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  $9*  in  the  average  eamings  with  an  iii:Crease  of  bat  one 
day  in  the  doration  of  employment.  Between  1901  and  1902  the 
duration  of  employment  increased  i  days,  bnt  the  eamings  only 
|9  as  before.  As  rates  of  wages  were  higher  in  1902  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  explanation  of  this  incongmity  most  be 
sought  in  the  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  body  of  wage 
earners  now  under  consideratioo.  A  '^^  examples  will  suffice  to 
make  clear  the  effect  of  such  changes  upon  average  earnings. 
These  will  be  taken  from  the  third  quarter  of  1899  and  1902, 
when  there  was  no  increase  in  average  eamings  notwithstanding 
the  known  advance  in  wage  rates;  in  each  of  these  periods  the 
average  dm'ation  of  employment  was  71  days  and  the  average 
qoarterly  earnings  fl97.  In  the  building  industry,  embracing 
about  one-third  of  the  workingmen  reported  in  these  statietioB, 
the  average  quarterly  eamingm  increased  from  (219  in  1899  to 
^35  in  1902,  notwithstanding  employment  averaged  one  day  less. 
In  the  clothing  and  textile  industries  the  decrease  of  $4  in  earn- 
ings (f  161  to  $147)  is  explained  by  the  loss  of  6  days  in  employ- 
ment.  In  the  metal  working  and  machine  making  industries 
there  is  a  decline  of  f3  in  earnings,  although  employment  re- 
mained the  same ;  three-fifths  of  the  men  in  this  group  belong  to 
the  iron  and  steel  trades  and  their  average  eamings  increased 
f6,  but  somewhat  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  men  are  engineers 
and  firemen  whose  average  eamings  declined  from  (233  to  (214. 
Now,  in  1899,  there  were  few  firemen  oi^ganized  —  only  698  out  of 
6,225  reported,  being  less  than  10  per  cent.  But  in  1902,  owing  to 
the  oi^ulzation  of  marine  firemen,  folly  one-third  of  the  13,280 
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engineers  and  firemen  were  firemen.  As  firemen  earn  almnt  92 
a  day  and  engineera  |3  a  da^  the  inevitable  result  of  tiie  increaaed 
nnmt>er  of  firemen  la  a  lower  average  for  the  anbdlTiaion.  If  tito 
new  union  of  marine  firemen  in  New  Yoik  Git;  were  eliminated 
from  the  etatlHtics,  the  average  eaminga  of  engine^«  and  firemen 
in  the  metropolis  for  the  third  quarts  of  1902  wonld  be  (250.13, 
aa  compared  with  f240.3T  in  1899,  thna  revealing  an  increase 
of  yiO  inatead  of  the  above-mentioned  decreaae  of  |19,  and  thus 
accounting  for  the  small  decreaae  in  the  entire  group. 

The  transport  trades  reveal  a  decline  of  |7  in  average  earnii^ 
and  1  day  in  duration  of  employment  This  is,  in  part,  a  real 
loss,  resulting  chiefly  from  enforced  idleness  on  the  part  of  rail- 
way  employees  daring  the  anthracite  coal  strike.  They  averaged 
85  days'  work  and  (227  earnings  in  the  third  quarter  of  1S99  as 
compared  with  79  days'  work  and  $204  earnings  in  the  third 
quarter  of  the  present  year.  But  notwithstanding  this  loss  of 
employment  on  the  railroads  the  entire  group  of  transport  trades 
would  exhibit  an  increase  of  $5  in  the  average  eamingB  (|182  In- 
stead of  |170;  |177  In  1899),  if  the  seamen  and  pilots,  who  were 
not  oi^anized  in  1899,  were  eliminated  in  1902. 

In  Group  V,  the  typographical  trades,  there  is  a  decline  of  f  3 
in  average  earnings.  The  largest  trade,  that  of  compositors, 
embracing  over  40  per  cent  of  the  workers  in  the  group,  enjoyed  an 
increase  of  $10,  but  the  earnings  of  litht^aphers,  pressmen  and 
pressmen's  assistants  declined  somewhat.  Another  factor  in  the 
general  decline  was  the  addition  this  year  of  several  new  trades, 
like  the  newspaper  deliverers,  in  which  wages  are  below  the 
average  for  the  industry. 

Groups  VI,  VII,  VIII,  IX  and  X  all  show  increased  eaminga 
over  1899.  In  Group  XI,  public  employment,  there  appears  a 
decrease  of  |16  (|222  in  1899,  $206  in  1902).  Three  reasons  are 
needed  to  explain  this:  (1)  the  average  duration  of  employment 
fell  off  8  days,  (2)  the  letter  carriers,  the  best  paid  workiugmoi 
in  the  group,  now  constitute  only  36  per  cent  of  the  group  aa 
compared  with  75  per  cent,  in  1899,  and  (3)  the  earnings  even  of 
letter  carriers  have  apparently  declined  owing  to  the  spread  of 
organization  to  the  smaller  cities,  where  salaries,  of  course,  are 
lower  than  in  the  metropolis. 
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EBOBgh  lias  been  eaid  to  indicate  that  earnii^  have  increased 
more  than  appearti  from  the  genera!  average  for  all  organieed 
vorkiiigmen,  but  to  meaenre  the  precise  rate  of  increaae  is  be- 
yond the  poBsibilities  of  these  statistics.  The  average  dnratioo 
of  emplojment  increased  24  per  cent,  between  1897  and  1902 
and  as  wage-rates  have,  probabl;  without  exception,  been  increas- 
ing in  the  same  period,  we  can  safel;  put  the  increase  in  earniogB 
at  30  per  cent.,  at  the  ioweet  estimate,  although  the  apparent  in- 
crease is  only  18  per  cent. 

Peuces  and  the  Cost  of  Living. 
>'o  investigation  of  wages  is  complete,  however,  without  an 
accompanying  statement  concerning  the  course  of  prices.  Money 
wages  may  increase,  but  if  the  things  to  be  bought  with  th* 
money  earned  hare  risen  in  price  moi-e  rapidly  than  wages  the 
wage  earner  has  not  gained  but  has  lost  ground.  It  is  veil 
known  that  prices  have  advanced  lately ;  according  to  the  official 
statistics  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  commodity 
prices  avei-aged  26  per  cent,  higher  in  1902  than  in  1897,  while  the 
nnofflcial  figures  of  K.  G.  Dun  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  indicate  a. 
rise  of  41  per  cent.*  Both  series  of  statistics  relate  to  wholesale 
prices.  Betail  prices  are  admittedly  subject  to  less  violent  fluc- 
tuations than  wholesale  prices;  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Statistics  of  Labor  has  lately  investigated  retail  prices  and  found 
an  advance  of  about  16  per  cent.  These  differences  are  only  par- 
tially explained  by  the  fact  that  the  figures  are  for  slightly  dif- 
ferent periods;  those  of  the  Federal  Bureau  being  an  average  of

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twelTC  monthly  quotatioiiB,  Don's  being  the  quotationa  for  July  I 
in  each  year  and  the  quotations  of  the  Massachnsetta  Bureau 
being  for  April.  Moreover,  some  commodities  Iiare  risen  in  price 
m«ch  more  rapidly  than  others;  while  groceries  In  general  have 
risen  from  15  to  30  per  cent,  in  the  last  six  years,  flonr  has  de- 
clined 20  and  coffee  25  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand  meats  vere 
about  i5  per  cent,  higher  in  1902  than  in  1897.  Obviously  it 
makes  a  great  difference  whether  wage  earners  buy  bread  or 
meat.  The  only  practicable  method  of  determining  whether  the 
cost  of  living  has  increased  as  mnch  as  wages  is  first  to  find  what 
the  average  or  typical  workman's  family  consiimes.  Various  in- 
vestigations of  family  consumption  have  been  made  in  different 
countries  and  at  different  times.  For  present  purposes  we.  may 
rely  upon  the  investigation  made  is  1891  by  the  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  collected  and  published  in  his 
seventh  annual  report  (Table  XLY)  2,562  budgets  of  working- 
men's  families.  It  was  found  tliat  of  the  annual  ezpenditnre« 
of  these  2,662  families,  41  per  cent  went  for  food,  16  per  cent  for 
rent  and  the  same  percentf^;e  for  clotliing,  and  6  per  cent  for 
fuel  and  light,  leaving  a  remainder  of  23  per  cent  for  sondriea. 
What  has  been  the  advance  in  the  prices  of  these  various  claBses 
of  goods  or  services?  The  following  table  compiled  from  the 
BtatiflticB  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  reveals  the 
changes  in  wholesale  prices:

According  to  these  statistics  the  wholesale  price  of  food  in- 
creased 27  per  cent,  between  1897  and  1902,  that  of  clothing  12 
per  cent  and  fuel  and  lighting  39  per  cent.    No  statistics  of  rent 
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are  given,  bat  prices  of  liunber  and  building  materialB  bare 
advanced  31  per  cent,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  rents  have 
advanced  in  equal  measure.  The  coat  of  living  for  the  average 
workiugman'e  family  in  1902  aB  compared  with  1897  Tould  then 
be  arrived  at  b;  making  these  calculations: 

Rent 15.0  X  131.4  =  19,710 

Food 41.1   X  127.0  =  52,197 

Fuelandlighl 5.9  X  138.7  -=    8,183 

aothitig 15.3  X  112.1  =  17,151

It  thus  appears  that  the  coat  of  living,  as  indicated  by  whoie- 
gale  prices,  has  increased  26.8  per  cent.  Retail  prices  have  not 
increased  ao  much ;  according  to  the  MaBsacbssetts  investigation 
only  15  per  cent.  But  that  investigation  revealed  an  increase  of 
16  per  cent  in  the  cost  of  clothing,  as  compared  with  the  12  per 
cent  increase  in  the  wholesale  prices,  and  a  52  per  cent  advance  in 
rent  as  compared  with  the  31  per  cent  advance  assumed  above. 
Fuel  and  light  had  advanced  only  10  per  cent,  which  is  manifestly 
erroneous  for  the  year  of  the  anthracite  coal  famine.  It  arises 
from  the  fact  that  the  quotations  were  made  in  April,  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  strike.  Even  the  increase  in  the  wholesale  price 
is  an  understatement,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  firm  which  sup- 
plied the  quotations  had  no  coal  to  sell  for  several  months  and 
quoted  simply  a  nominal  price;  hence  anthracite  is  made  to 
appear  to  advance  only  15  per  cent.,  while  bituminous  advanced 
45  per  ceot.  The  fact  that  the  Maasachusetts  quotations  were 
taken  for  April  probably  accounta  also  for  the  small  advance  in 
the  retail  price  of  food  — 11  per  cent,  as  compared  with  27  per 
cent,  in  wholesale  prices.  Other  quotations  of  retail  prices 
indicate  a  larger  increase  than  11  per  cent  In  the  anthracite 
coal  regions,  for  example,  the  investigation  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Labor  proved  that  the  advance  in  the  retail  prices 
of  food  was  only  8  per  cent,  behind  that  in  wholesale  prices,  in- 
stead of  16  per  cent,  as  indicated  in  the  above  comparison.  The 
MassachnaettB  report  quotes  ^ga  at  23%  cents  a  dozen  in  189T 
and  2V/y  cents  a  dozen  in  April,  1902  —  a  decline  of  2  cents  a 
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dozen.  Bat  the  vholesale  price  (average  for  the  whole  year) 
was  17  centB  In  1897  and  24  cents  in  1902,  an  adrance  of  7  cents 
a  dozen,  and  other  qnotationa  of  retail  prices  for  a  whole  ;ear 
rereal  about  the  same  advance.  Hence  it  seems  safe  to  conclnde 
ib&t  the  cost  of  living  increased  between  1897  and  1902  some- 
what more  than  16  per  cent;  but  in  any  event  less  than  earnings, 
which  probably  increased  at  least  30  per  cent  in  the  same  period.

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CSAPTEB  V. 
CHAKQES  IN  WAGES. 

Upon  the  consolidation  of  the  Burean  of  Labor  Stat^stica  and 
ofBce  of  Factory  Inspector  in  1901,  plane  were  made  to  have  the 
inspectore  of  factories  collect  statistics  of  wages  at  every  manu- 
factaring  establishment  tliat  they  visited.  As  it  is  obviously  impoB- 
sible  to  prepare  or  publish  a  complete  census  of  wages  every  year, 
the  inquiry  was  limited  to  changes  in  wage-rates.  If  a  manu- 
facturer had  increased  or  reduced  the  wages  of  any  claan  or 
group  of  his  emplojees  since  the  last  previous  visit  of  the  in- 
spector, he  was  to  furnish  to  the  inspector  particulars  of  such 
change.  By  this  method  information  is  assembled  in  the  de- 
partment that  is  of  great  value  in  answering  the  ever-present  in- 
quiry —  Are  wages  rising  or  falling? 

This  method,  like  all  other  methods  of  compiling  wage-statis- 
tics, lias  lis  defects  and  ilifliculties.  It  is  applicable  especially  to 
industries  in  which  large-scale  production  predominates  —  where 
the  employees  are  numerous  in  each  trade  or  occupation  that  is 
found  in  the  industry  and  where  a  change  in  wage-rates  accord- 
ingly affects  more  than  one  individual.  In  small  factories,  where 
each  individual  employee  has  bis  own  rate  of  pay,  it  is  out  of  the 
question  for  statistics  to  record  advances  or  reductions.  Borne 
fairly  large  establishments  still  make  individual  bargains  or 
contracts  with  the  operatives,  and  cannot,  without  effort  wholly 
out  of  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  results,  furnish  information 
respecting  changes  in  wage-rates.  For  exaiiiple,  one  inspector 
reported  that  in  a  factory  employing  141  worhlngmen,  wages  had 
been  gradually  increased  throughout  the  year,  so  that  the  average 
daily  wage  in  1902  compared  with  that  of  one  year  previous  as 
set  forth  below :

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But  to  asrertain  how  manj  employees  had  obtained  adrancea 
in  wages  and  how  tnach  the  iDcrease  amonoted  to  in  each  indi- 
vidoal  caae  would  have  required  a  ranaaokiiig  of  records  entirely 
nncalled  for  by  the  neceeeitiefl  of  the  sitnation. 

It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  in  many  eatablishmeDtB  of  this 
size  the  tendency  is  to  place  all  the  employees  of  a  given  occupa- 
tion on  the  same  footing  and  make  the  increase  or  decrease  apply 
.  to  all  alike,  t^acb  a  tendency  has  become  more  noticeable  of  late 
on  uccoont  of  the  inflaence  of  associations  of  workingmen,  which 
have  proved  themselves  of  vast  assistance  in  maintaining  and 
advancing  the  standard  of  living  of  the  employees. 

Inasmuch  as  most  general  increases  in  wage-rates  are  made  at 
the  request  of  workingmen's  organizations,  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  statistics  of  such  increases  from  two  sources  of  informa- 
tion, the  employers  and  the  trade  union  officials.  The  results  of 
the  two  inquiries  are  set  forth  in  the  two  tables  which  follow  this 
analysis  and  are  summarized  on  the  two  preceding  pages. 

It  appears  that  the  manufacturers'  reports  show  changes  in  the 
wage-rates  of  34,732  workiugpeople  and  the  union  reports  for 
96,564.  Of  the  latter  number  more  than  one-half  are  in  the  build- 
ing trades,  which  are  not  covered  by  the  factory  inspectors  or 
the  reports  made  to  them  by  manufacturers.  Nor  are  the  workers 
in  transportation,  the  public  senice,  i-estaurants,  retail  trade, 
theaters,  etc.,  included  in  the  employers'  reports.  The  union  re- 
ports^  consequently,  include  only  34,294  employees  of  manufac- 
turers. Although  this  number  corresponds  closely  with  the  num- 
ber i-eported  by  manufacturers,  they  are  by  no  means  the  same 
individuals.  Comparison  of  the  two  detailed  tables  will  show  for 
example  that  not  more  than  10  or  20  of  the  650  women  reported 
by  the  unions  can  appear  in  the  manufacturers'  returns  (compos- 
itors). And  among  the  men,  not  more  than  one-sixth  are  dupli- 
cated in  the  two  sets  of  returns.  Industry  group  V  (chemicals, 
oils,  explosives,  etc.)  has  no  counterpart  in  the  onion  reports. 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  there  are  no  duplications  in  the  clothing 
and  textile  industries,  for  the  workers  reported  by  the  onions 
are  nearly  all  makers  of  men's  and  women's  garments,  who  have 
been  entirely  omitted  from  the  employers'  tabulations. 
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To  make  tbe  two  setB  of  retnme  more  nearly  comparable,  a 
tabalatioa  has  been  made  of  the  trades  appearing  in  the  employere' 
reports ;  compared  with  the  anion  returns  the;  are  a«  follows :

In  oearlj  all  trades  the  Dumber  reported  by  the  unione  exceeds 
that  reported  by  employers,  showing  that  the  Btatiatica  of  the 
former  are  the  more  comprehensive;  which  one  wonld  expect  from 
the  fact  that  the  inspectors  do  not.  reach  all  employers.  Thns, 
in  the  iron  tradea  specified  employers  report  4,800  and  the  unions 
5,900;  in  the  wood  working  and  fumitnre  trades  the  employers 
1,000  and  the  anions  4,0U0;  in  the  typographical  trades,  the  em- 
ployers 1,500  and  the  onions  3,400.  In  very  few  trades  does  the 
nurnb^-  reported  by  employers  reach  that  reported  by  the  anions : 
exceptions  are  iron  inoldera  (3,360  in  employers*  returns  and 
2,164  in  union  retnma) ;  machinists  (1,781  and  1,746  respec- 
tively) ;  machinists'  helpei-a  (169  and  168),  etc.  For  compositors 
the  two  figures  are  1244  (employers)  and  1,883;  for  cabinet 
makers  376  and  1,380;  for  upholsterers  103  and  1,626;  for  press 
feeders  109  and  1,520,  etc. 

These  examples  are  sufiBcient  to  show  that  the  number  of  dapli- 
catioos  is  after  all  comparatively  small.  Careful  examination  of 
the  two  sets  of  returns  shows  that  it  must  be  under  7.000.    In  in- 
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diutry  gronp  I  tbere  may  be  about  200  stone  cotters  duplicated. 
In  indostiy  gronp  II  tbere  are  repeated  perhaps  476  blast  fnmaoe 
men,  25  blacbsmitha,  16  blacksmiths'  helpers,  130  boiler  makers, 

10  fonndry  laborers,  1,265  iron  moldere,  226  machinists,  27 
machlniBts'  helpers,  326  brass  workers,  139  iron  miners,  272 
car  builders  and  repairers  (who  appear  nnder  "transportation" 
in  tbe  anion  tabalation)  and  785  piano  and  oi^;an  voikerB 
(group  IX,  in  union  tables),  making  a  total  of  about  3,700.  In 
industry  group  III  there  are  i«rhaps  duplications  in  tbe  case 
of  276  cabinet  makers,  60  modelers,  60  upholsterers,  60  wood 
carvers.  In  industry  group  IV  there  are  9  tannery  employees 
and  60  boot  and  shoe  workers  duplicated.  In  industry  group  VI 
about  150  employees  may  be  duplicated.  In  indostiy  grot^  VII 
about  1,160  compositors  and  70  pressmen's  assistants.  In  gronp- 
IX,  possibly  160  hat  and  cap  makers.  In  gronp  X,  28o  maltsters 
and  brewery  employees  and  in  group  XII,  very  likely  the  entire 
400  workmen  in  the  building  trades. 

Subtracting  b^m  the  entire  number  reported  by  employers  and 
by  unions  (131,286  workingpeople,  with  a  net  we^ly  increase 
of  f203,301)  the  sum  total  of  duplications  (6,650,  increase  of 
wages  10,100),  we  find  the  total  number  of  wage  earners  affected 
to  be  124,600  and  the  net  wage  increase  |194,200  —  or  |1.56  a 
week  for  each  wage  earner. 

The  changes  will  now  be  discussed  for  each  group  of  industries. 

BUIUIINO  AND  CONSTRUCTION   WORK 

All  the  leading  building  trades' gained  advances  —  the  car- 
penters, painters,  masons,  housesmiths,  plasterers,  plumbers,  etc. 
Altogether  60,856  workingmen  in  this  Industry  gained  an  average 
increase  of  fl.83  a  week;  2,761  lost  |0.86  a  week,  making  the  net 
change  for  the  53,616  workers  affected  a  weekly  gain  ot  91.96. 
The  losses  were  substantially  all  due  to  reductions  in  tbe  hours 
of  tabor  and  were  nearly  always  very  small  decreases,  as  the 
hourly  rate  of  wages  was  usually  advanced  suSQciently  to  yield  a 
weekly  income  of  approximately  the  same  amount  as  b^ore  the 
change.  For  example,  1,000  plumbers  in  Brooklyn  reduced  their 
weekly  hours  of  work  from  48  to  44  and  at  the  same  time  advanced 
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wages  from  f3.75  to  $4.00  a  day,  leaving  a  net  decreuse  of  only 
60  cents  in  the  weekly  wage.  A.  study  of  tables  I  and  II  will  show 
the  following  chaogeB  in  the  trades  taken  in  alphabetical  order. 

Bricklayers  and  masons:  7^03  secured  an  average  advance  of 
f2.25  in  the  weekly  vnge;  of  these,  5,S00  were  New  Totk  City 
artisans,  who  on  July  Ist  gained  an  advance  of  5  cents  an  hoar 
(from  60  to  66  cents)  or  |2.20  a  we^  of  44  hoars.  In  Bnflalo, 
620  bricklayers  also  secured  an  advance  of  5  cents  an  hoar  (from 
45  to  50  cents),  or  f2.10  per  week  of  48  hours.  In  Bodiestw,  364 
gained  an  advance  of  2  cents  an  hoar ;  in  Syracuse  160,  5  cents ; 
in  Troy  150;  in  Utica  120;  in  Poaghkeepsie  120;  in  Olens  Falls 
100,  etc.  The  largest  weekly  gains  were  in  Klagara  Falls  (f4.86) 
and  Poaghkeepsie  (94.80).  In  Schenectady  an  advance  of  5  cents 
an  hoar  was  made,  bat  hoars  were  reduced  from  54  to  48  per  week, 
resulting  in  a  decrease  of  30  cents  in  the  weekly  wage.  Similarly 
in  Mt.  Vernon  the  daily  rate  was  advanced  25  cents,  bat  the 
sbortesing  of  working  time  from  48  to  44  hoars  a  week  reduced 
the  weekly  wage  43  cents. 

Carpenters  and  Joiners:  10,961  secured  an  average  Increase  of 
92.14  in  the  weekly  wages,  of  whom  5,700  were  metropolitan  work- 
men, while  the  only  loss  was  one  of  15  cents  a  week  in  Troy. 
The  Mew  Yorkers  gained  an  advance  of  50  cents  a  day  or  ^.76  in 
a  week  of  44  hours.  (For  an  account  of  this  movement  see  the 
current  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Uediation  and  Arbitration.) 
In  othOT  leading  cities  the  increases  were  as  follows :  Buffalo  1,288 
workmen,  91.50  a  week;  Schenectady  626,  60  cents;  Syracuse  461, 
92.40;  Niagara  Falls  314,  72  cents;  Elmira  286,  |1.60;  Mt  Vernon 
246,  91.54;  Port  Chester  230,  91.50,  etc.  In  New  York  City  650 
framers  and  180  stair  builders  secured  the  same  increase  as  the 
carpent^s. 

Eousesmiths  and  AroMtectural  Iron  Workers:  3,823  secured  an 
average  weekly  increase  of  91-dl,  no  redactions.  These  craftsmen 
were  all  in  Albany,  Troy,  Buffalo  and  New  York  City,  thus: 
Albany- Troy,  125  gained  an  advance  of  45  cents  a  day  or  9^.70  a 
week ;  Buffalo,  220  secured  an  increase  of  80  cents  a  day  or  94.80  a 
wedt;  New  York,  the  largest  number  gained  26  cents  a  day,  equal 
to  91Jf0  a  weA  for  48  hoars  and  proportionately  less  for  44  honrs. 
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Lathert:  392  in  Niagara  Falls,  Bocheerter  and  Schenectady 
gained  increaseB  which  average  f3.06  a  week;  300  lu  Brooklyn 
gained  92.75  a  week. 

Painters  aiid  Decorators:  7,500  gained  an  average  we^Iy  in- 
crease of  fl.18,  and  625  lost  an  average  of  |2.08.  New  York  City 
contained  6,200  of  the  former,  who  gained  50  cents  a  day  (650  in 
Brooklyn  were  for  a  short  time  on  strike) ;  the  remainder  being 
scattered  through  the  smaller  cities.  The  losses  were  In  Syracuse, 
Niagara  Falls  (reduction  in  hoars),  Poughkeepaie,  Middletown. 
Cohoes  and  Honiellsville. 

Plasterers:  2,906,  nearly  all  in  New  York  City,  gained  an 
average  of  ^2.73  a  week.  The  New  York  City  increase  was  60 
cents  a  day  or  (2.75  a  week. 

Plumbers  and  Gas  Fitters:  2,398  gained  an  average  of  |1.13  each 
week  and  1,(K)1  lost  50  cents.  The  loss  was  dne  to  a  reduction  of 
hours  from  48  to  44  a  week,  at  the  same  time  that  wages  were 
increased  from  f3.75  to  94-00  a  day,  in  Brooklyn.  In  Manhattan 
and  Bronx  1,700  gained  50  cents  a  day,  which,  with  the  redaction 
in  hoars,  netted  87  cents  a  week.  In  Enffalo.  300  gained  25  cents 
a  day  or  |1.60  a  week.  A  similar  gain  was  made  by  94  in 
Schenectady. 

Roofers  and  Sheet  Metal  Workers:  418  gained  an  average  of 
11.81  a  week  and  €00  lost  46  cents.  The  loss  was  the  conseqaence 
of  the. reduction  in  hours  in  New  York  City,  from  48  to  44,  al- 
though wages  were  at  the  same  time  advanced  25  cents  a  day. 
The  gains  were  distributed  over  14  cities  and  villages. 

Stone  Workers:  2,284  gained  an  averse  weekly  increase  of  |2.60 
and  4a  (Ooblerfcill)  lost  |1.50.  New  York  City  workmen  in  the 
former  class,  who  numbered  2,000,  secured  an  advance  of  SO  centa 
a  day  or  f2.75  a  week.  Other  gains  were  made  by  stone  cutt»« 
in  Bufifalo,  Ithaca,  Rochester,  Syracuse,  Utica,  Watert^nn  and 
Yonkers. 

A  few  other  building  trades  artisans  in  New,Y(wkOity  ( tile  layers, 
marble  mosaic  workers,  tar,  felt  and  waterproof  workers,  etc.) 
secured  advances  of  25  to  50  cents  a  day,  as  will  be  seen  upon 
reference  to  the  tables.  Finally  there  were  8,458  union  laborers 
in  the  industry  who  gained  an  average  of  fl.lO  in  their  weekly 
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wages.  About  7^00  of  theae  were  hod  cairieps  in  New  York  Oity, 
the  majority  of  whom  gained  88  cents  a  week,  and  the  others 
more.  There  were  also  increases  in  the  WeBtcbeeter  conn^ 
suburbs  and  in  Buffalo,  Rochester,  I'tica,  Auburn,  Middletown 
and  Oeneva.  The  only  decrease  reported  was  in  Aabum  where 
30  laborers  suffered  a  reduction  from  (2.20  to  $1.50  in  the  daily 
rate. 

METALS,  MACHINERV  ANI>  SBIPBUILDINO 

With  the  exception  of  the  building  industry,  this  group  of 
industries  secured  lai^r  gains  than  any  other;  the  unions  re- 
ported an  average  weekly  increase  of  $1.77  for  13,008  workers 
and  the  employers  an  average  weekly  increase  of  $1.18  for  15,39B 
employees.  There  are  duplications  of  about  3,700  workmen,  leav- 
ing the  approximate  number  affected  24,700. 

The  largest  number  affected  in  a  single  trade  were  iron  molders 
—  about  4.300  who  gained  a  rise  of  $1.17  in  weekly  wagesf  Buffalo, 
Albany,  Peekskill,  Port  Chester,  Rochester,  L'tica,  Watertown 
and  other  places) . 

Some  3,300  machinists  secured  advances,  the  average  weekly 
gain  reported  by  employers  being  $1.26  and  that  by  the  unions 
$1.60.  The  largest  number  were  in  New  York  Oity,  but  those  in 
Yonkers,  Buffalo,  etc.,  also  appear  in  the  calculations. 

A  few  other  trades  may  be  specified;  2,000  marine  engineers 
in  New  York  City  raised  the  monthly  rate  of  pay  from  $85  to 
$102  'and  800  marine  firemen  in  Buffalo  from  $45  to  $52 ;  2,000 
electrical  apparatus  makers  in  Schenectady  gained  $1.25  a  week 
(average) ;  over  1,000  boiler  makers  secured  increases  averaging 
about  $1.25  a  week. 

WOOD    WOHKINU    AND    FUENITtlBEl 

About  10,000  workers  in  the  industries  of  this  group  gained 
advances  in  the  last  twelve  months.  Among  them  were  2,000 
piano  and  organ  workers  in  New  York  City,  whose  weekly  in- 
crease averaged  $1.04  and  upwards  of  1,600  upholsterers,  prin- 
cipally in  New  York  City,  who  gained  $3.33  a  week.  Nearly 
the  same  number  of  cabinet  makers  gained  $2.70  (average)  and 
500  metropolitan  wood  carvers  gained  $1.39  (average)  a  week. 
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Tbere  were  more  than  2,000  employees  of  saw  and  planing  mills 
(machine  wood  workers,  coopers,  etc.)  who  gained  |1.09  a  week, 
on  an  aTerage;  these  were  scattered  throngfa  the  State,  although 
New  York  Git;  fomished  a  considerable  proportion  in  tiiese 
industries  also. 

CLOTH  I  NO  AND  TBXTILE9 

Increases  in  wages  were  reported  for  more  than  8,000  workCTS 
in  the  indnstries  of  this  groap,  bat  the  reports  embrace  onl; 
a  portion  of  the  real  namber  of  increases.  In  the  clothing  in- 
duBtry ,  outside  of  a  few  trades  that  appear  tn  the  onion  statistios, 
the  rates  of  pa;  are  b;  the  piece,  and  the;  change  so  freqnentl; 
that  no  record  can  be  made  that  is  of  valne.  The  small  clothing 
contractors,  who  do  most  of  the  manofactnring  on  the  ordw  of 
wholesale  mechants,  do  not  keep  records  that  would  show  the  net 
change  from  one  year  to  another;  and  although  the  taotory  In- 
spectors tnmed  in  some  schedules  of  changes  in  wages,  the  Dum- 
ber of  employees  to  which  they  related  was  so  comparatiTely  small 
that  no  attempt  was  made  to  tabulate  them.  To  measure  the 
extent  of  changes  in  wages  in  the  garment  trades  with  any  degree 
of  completeness  is  really  impossible  so  long  as  the  present  organi- 
zation of  the  basiness  persists.  As  more  of  the  garment  makers 
enter  the  unions,  or  as  the  small  shop  gives  way  to  the  largm 
factory,  some  progress  may  be  expected  in  the  compilation  of 
wage-statistics.  At  present  we  most  depend  on  the  union  statistios 
of  earnings  and  on  special  investigations  of  wages  like  that 
which  forms  the  basis  of  chapter  I  of  this  volume. 

Of  the  organized  garment  workers  2,123  men  gained  an  average 
weekly  increase  of  tl.62  and  394  women  an  increase  of  |1.03. 
The  gains  were  principally  made  by  New  York  City  workers,  the 
most  conspicuous  trade  being  the  pressers  (1,500  gained  |L61  in 
the  average  weekly  wage).  Of  the  clothing  cutters,  175  in 
Rochester  secured  an  advance  of  (1  a  week  (from  (IS  to  |19)  and 
40  in  Utica  advances  of  |1  and  f2.  Biz^-three  overall  workcss 
in  Port  Jervis  and  190  trousers  and  vest  makers  in  Syraoose 
(all  women)  secured  higher  wages.  The  500  tailors  who  gained 
advances  were  in  Buffalo  ($2.60  a  week).  New  York  City  and 
Schenectady. 
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The  maiiTitacturers'  reports  ioclnde  none  of  the  garment  trades 
proper,  but  only  the  underwear,  milliner;  and  oth«  minor 
branches. 

The  nnioDS  report  gains  averaging  f2.66  a  we^  for  1,600  hat 
and  cap  makers,  all  bat  90  being  in  New  York  City.  The  naual 
increase  was  an  advance  of  25  per  cent  in  piece  rates. 

Boot  and  shoe  workers  in  the  metropolis  also  secored  advances. 

In  the  textile  industries,  vhich  are  not  strongly  organized,  the 
changes  reported  are  nearly  all  found  in  the  employers'  returns. 
Upwards  of  2^00  workers  secured  an  average  increase  of  72  cents 
a  week,  the  largest  body  of  workers  affected  being  1,300  cotton 
weavers  in  a  Cohoea  mill,  whose  wages  were  advanced  10  cents  a 
day. 

TBAN8P0HTATI0N 

Twenty  per  cent  of  the  organized  workers  in  the  transport 
trades  gained  an  advance  in  wages  in  the  official  year  1902  — 
6,814  persons,  with  an  average  weekly  gain  of  |1.71.  More  than 
half  (3,500)  of  these  w«%  lake  seamen  belonging  to  the  Buffalo 
branch  of  the  union;  they  secured  an  increase  in  the  monthly 
wage  from  $45  to  f52.50,  and  in  some  lines  of  work  more  than 
that.  The  railroad  men  who  secured  advances  nunit>ered  2,485, 
as  follows :  415  car  builders  and  repairers,  in  Buffalo  and 
Rochester,  gained  92.02  (average) ;  531  conductors,  f2.28;  62  en- 
gineers, 92  cents;  390  firemen,  |1.26;  281  telegraphers,  (1.48;  40 
trackmen,  |1.00;  777  trainmen,  |1.55.  The  street  railway  men 
(79)  gained  |1.39  per  week  (average).  Coal  handlers  (387), 
team  drivers  (275),  freight  handlers,  etc.,  numbering  altf^ether, 
779  workers,  made  an  average  gain  of  |1.25  a  we^.  The  only 
losses  in  this  industry  were  sustained  by  24  engineers  in  New 
York  City  (averaging  |1.75  a  week)  and  40  team  drivers  in 
Rochester  (averaging  |2  a  week) . 

PRINTING  AND    PAPBB  GOODS 

Employers  report  advances  for  about  2,000  employees,  aver- 
aging 11.38  a  week,  and  anions  for  4,489  employees  averaging 
11.75  a  week.  The  two  aets  of  returns  probably  duplicate  about 
1,200  compositors  and  68  pressmen's  assistants,  so  that  the  total 
number  of  work»s  who  gained  was  about  5,300.    About  2,000

were  compoBitora,  of  whom  the  majorit;  were  em^oyed  in  met- 
ropolitan book  and  job  offices.  Borne  1,500  pressmoi'B  aflsistaots 
and  press  feeders,  also  in  New  York  City,  gained  $2  a  we^.  Host 
of  the  other  gains  in  the  organized  trades  (mailers,  carriers  and 
distribators,  etc.)  were  also  in  the  metropolis. 

M  18CEIXA.NBOU  S 

Paper  and  Pulp. — Employers  reported  advances  averaging  f  1.19 
a  week  for  2,763  workers  and  anion  returns  embraced  711  skilled 
workmen.    Probably  not  more  than  ITS  duplications  are  involved. 

Food,  Tobacco  and  Liquors. — Employers  reported  an  avnage 
weekly  advance  of  f  1.01  for  2,143  employees  and  anion  retams  in- 
claded  1,540  workers  with  about  the  same  advance.  The  only 
duplication  apparent  is  in  the  case  of  185  maltsters  and  brewery 
em])loyees  reported  by  employers.  The  unions  repMted  increases 
for  990  of  these  workmen,  averaging  |0.86  a  week.  About  600 
bakers  secured  advances  and  nearly  700  employees  of  packing 
houses  (chiefly  in  Buffalo).  Cigar  makers  are  paid  by  the  piece 
and  very  few  changes  in  rates  were  reported  either  by  the  em- 
ployers or  by  the  unions. 

Leather  and  Riibber. — Employers  reported  advances  for  1,345 
workers  averaging  83  cents  a  week,  only  a  few  of  which  were  do- 
plicated  in  the  union  retams.  Nearly  half  the  entire  number 
were  tannery  employees  in  Buffalo. 

Public  Employment. — Advances  in  the  compensation  of  govern- 
ment employees  are  more  frequently  due  to  individual  promotions 
than  to  changes  in  standard  rates  of  pay.  More  than  1,000  post 
office  clerks  in  New  York  City  had  their  salaries  raised  July  1, 
1902,  by  an  amount  averaging  35  cents  a  week.  For  all  changes 
In  the  group  (1,112)  the  average  weekly  increase  wag  50  cents. 

Chemicals,  Oils  and  Explosives. — Employers'  returns  indicate 
an  average  weekly  increase  of  Jl.Ol  in  tiie  weekly  wages  of  1.024 
employees,  virtually  none  of  whom  are  in  trade  unions.  One 
match  factory  repoi-ted  an  increase  of  95  cents  a  week  in  the 
earnings  of  170  male  employees  and  of  76  cents  in  those  ot  132 
female  employees.  The  other  advances  benefited  140  dye  makers 
In  Buffalo;  175  soap  makers  in  Buffalo  and  Albany,  etc 
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Tkeatera  and  if u«ic.— Relatively  few  (200)  members  of  the 
tlieatrica)  and  miwical  trades  or  professions  reported  any  change 
in  wages.  The  majority  are  calcium  light  operators  in  New  Yorlc 
•Ci^,  who  secured  ah  advance  of  $1  a  week.  The  average  weekly 
gain  for  all  was  |1.31. 

Restaurants  and  Retail  Trade. — Theae  were  the  only  trades  in 
which  the  decreases  outweighed  the  increases.  There  were  HH 
who  secured  advances  averaging  |1.42  a  week,  221  who  sutFered 
reductions  averaging  fl.33  a  week,  making  a  net  loss  for  the 
425  of  1  cent  a  week.  Bartenders  numbering  119  reported  ad- 
vances which  averaged  f  1.62  and  106  reported  decreases  averaging 
f  2.36  a  week ;  85  carpet  store  employees  in  New  York  City  gained 
$1.13  (average)  and  115  clerks  in  Oswego  lost  38  cents  a  week 
(average). 

The  only  other  changes  requiring  mention  are  those  reported 
by  mixed  unions,  that  is,  unions  composed  of  men  at  work  In 
various  industries,  most  of  whom  are  really  laborers.  An  average 
increase  of  |1.25  was  reported  for  2,861  of  these,  but  many  of  them 
are  included  in  the  employers'  returns  in  tlie  lumber,  paper  and 
other  industries.

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GsuraES  m  the  Homs  or  labor 

The  factory  ioBpectora  re^arly  report  the  prevailing  honrB 
of  labor  in  the  establuhments  which  th^  inspect,  and  the  taba- 
latioD  of  their  reports,  b^ao  in  1901,  affords  a  fairly  acoorate 
picture  of  the  normal  working  hours  of  tectory  operatives.  Com- 
parison of  the  results  one  year  with  another  discloses  the  changes, 
—  in  other  words  the  shortening  of  the  hours  of  work  which  has 
been  in  progress  from  the  first  settlement  of  the  country.  The 
tendency  toward  shorter  hours,  however,  is  fundamentally  a  pro- 
duct of  trade  unionism,  save  as  a  temporary  expedient  to  out 
down  production  in  times  of  depression,  in  which  case  wages  are 
cut  down  proportionately.  No  employer  would  think  of  reducing 
the  working  time  of  his  employees  tmtil  requested  so  to  do  by  the 
entire  body  of  workmen.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  social  value  of 
trade  unionism  appears  more  distinctly  in  any  other  direction, 
for  the  establishment  of  leisure  hours,  which  transforms  the  work- 
ing animal  into  a  human  being,  is  an  immense  gain  for  dviliza- 
tion.  Hence  the  annoal  progress  toward  shorts  hours  can  be 
readily  measured  by  means  of  reports  from  trade  unions. 

The  tables  at  the  close  of  this  chapter  show  that  in  the  twdve- 
month  period  between  October  1,  1901,  and  September  80,  1902, 
the  normal  working  time  of  67,087  oiganized  workers  was 
changed.  The  changes  were  nearly  all  in  the  nature  of  a  reduo- 
tion  in  the  weekly  hours  of  labor,  but  tberc  were  some  cases  of  an 
increase  —  numbering  6,234  workers.  The  61,863  workingpeople 
who  gained  shorter  hours  effected  an  average  reduction  of  4.7 
hours  in  the  weekly  schedule.  The  following  summary  table 
reveals  the  industries  affected  by  the  changes  in  hours: 
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A  very  large  proportion  of  the  gains  were  made  in  New  York 
City,  four  movements  being  especially  cunspicnons:  (1)  the  ex- 
tension of  tlie  Saturday  holiday  (i.  e.,  redaction  of  hours  from  48 
to  44  a  week)  from  the  masons  and  carpent^s  to  the  other  baild- 
ing  trades.  This  movement  embraced  6,900  painters,  3^00  hoase- 
smiths,  2,700  plumbers,  1,700  building  laborers,  600  roofers,  140 
range  mounters  —  or  total  of  15,188  out  of  20,328  workmen  in 
the  building  trades  who  gained  a  shorter  work-day.  (2)  Of  the 
next  largest  group  — 16,8^  persons  in  the  clothing  and  textile 
industries  — 15,674  were  garment  makers  in  New  York  City  who 
reduced  hours  from  59  to  56.  (3)  The  establishment  of  the  nine- 
hour  work-day  by  2,900  piano  and  organ  workers  in  the  metrop- 
olis; lo;;Gther  with  480  machine  wood  workers  and  925  uphol- 
sterers, they  account  for  all  but  300  of  the  4,610  persona  reported 
for  the  wood  working  and  furniture  industry.  (4)  The  eight- 
honr  day  was  won  by  2,000  dock  builders  and  1,050  post-office 
clerks  of  New  York  City.  Over  2,000  metropolitan  iron  molders 
and  machinists  also  appear  in  the  table. 

Incbbasbs 
Only  two  of  the  twelve  industries  show  a  n=t  increase  in  hours 
—  transportation  and  theaters.  In  the  latt.'r  case  only  21  cos- 
tnmers  are  affected ;  in  the  former  the  iQcrease  is  due  to  the  length- 
ening of  the  weekly  working  time  of  600  pilots  in  New  York 
harbor  from  84  to  105  hours  a  week,  which  results  in  an  average 
weekly  increase  of  6.9  honrs  in  the  transport  trades. 
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In  tbe  building  trades  there  were  aome  increaees  antong 
painters,  pavers,  carpenters,  linemen,  etc.  In  tbe  metal  trades 
there  were  scattering  increases  affecting  1,032  workiagmen,  the 
average  weekly  increase  being  5.3  hours.  In  the  wood  working 
trades  1,073  men  work  an  average  of  €.2  hours  more  than  last 
year,  the  trades  affected  being  bozmakers  in  New  Ymk  City 
(hours  increased  from  54  to  69  a  week)  and  machine  wood 
workers  in  Buffalo  (increase  from  54  to  60  boors  a  week)  and 
Herkiffl^  (increase  from  60  to  70  hours). 

The  remaining  increases  chiefly  affect  bartend^^,  clerks,  sales- 
men and  barbers,  wbrae  honrs  are  so  irregular  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  statistics  that  are  at  all  accurate.  Hmce 
it  is  donbtfol  if  these  increases  actually  represent  the  aitnation. 

BdDUCTIONB  IN  THB  HOUBS  OB*  LaBOB 

In  tbe  year  1901,  26,147  organized  wage  workers  secured  shorter 
hours  of  work;  last  year  moi*e  than  twice  as  many,  namely, 
61,853,  obtained  a  reduction  in  the  working  time.  Of  these  8,603 
won  the  eight-hour  day,  as  compared  with  3,163  a  year  ago.  The 
building  trades  still  lead  in  the  eigbt-bour  movement,  which  is 
nevertheless  rapidly  spreading  to  other  trades  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  following  sammary :

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In  the  building  trades  there  were  3^00  irorkmen  wto  won  the 
eiglit-hour  day  and  in  addition  there  were  2,000  dock  builders  in 
the  public  employment  gronp,  making  5,200  who  properly  belong 
to  the  conatroctioD  Indnstry.  In  Group  V  there  were  760  o^- 
arette  makers  who  obtained  the  elght-honr  day;  in  Groap  IX, 
478  machine  wood  workers ;  in  Group  V,  402  printers,  dilefly  news- 
paper and  mail  delirererH;  in  Group  111,  313  eccentric  and  star 
tionary  firemen,  etc.  Outside  of  the  building  trades,  most  of  the 
woi^ers  who  secured  the  eight-hour  day  were  residents  of  New 
York  CJIy. 

Only  800  women  were  able  to  gain  the  eight-hour  day.  These 
were  cigarette  makers  of  New  York  City. 

The  individual  industries  and  trades  will  now  be  discussed  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged  In  the  tables. 

1.  Building,  Btone  Working,  fitc— Nearly  ohe-third  (20,328) 
of  all  the  wage  earners  whose  honrs  of  work  were  shortened  last 
year  belong  to  this  indnstry  or  gronp  of  trades.  The  best  show- 
ing was  made  by  the  painters  and  decorators,  of  whom  8,096 
obtained  shorter  hours,  a  resnlt  dne  mainly  to  the  establishment 
of  the  44-hour  week  in  New  York  City.  The  other  leading  bnild- 
ing  trades  had  previously  established  that  standard  in  the  metrop- 
olis and  so  do  not  appear  in  the  tables  of  reductionB  this  year. 
There  were  111  stone  cutters  who  won  shorter  hours  —  40  of  them 
the  wgtt-hour  day.  Of  884  bricklayers  and  masons  whose  hours 
were  reduced,  570  won  the  eight-hour  day  ( Schenectndy,  Troy, 
etc).  The  carpenters  made  large  prepress  toward  the  eight-hoar 
day,  1,541  ont  of  the  2,062  who  obtained  shorter  honrs  having 
established  the  elght-honr  day.  Housesmiths  nomberiug  S,178, 
all  in  New  York  City,  reduced  the  weekly  hoars  of  work  from  48 
to  44  by  establishing  the  Satnrday  half-holidiay ;  and  2,700 
plumbers  and  gas  fitters  and  600  roofers  and  eheet  metal  workers 
and  1,700  building  laborers  in  the  metropolis  accomplished  the 
same  resalt 

2.  Ctotlung  and  Tewtilea.—  All  but  a  few  of  the  16,872  working- 
people  in  this  group  who  secured  a  reduction  In  the  hours  of 
labor  were  garment  workers  in  New  York  City.    The  usual  change 
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was  from  69  to  66  hours  a  veek  and  the  leading  branchei  of  tiie 

trade  conconed  were  coat  makers,  jacket  makera,  presserti,  taitors, 
wrapper  makers. 

3.  Metala,  Machinery  and  Shipbuilding. —  The  movement  In  tiie 
iron  and  steel  trades  was  toward  a  nine-hour  day,  which  was 
secured  by  most  of  the  5,417  workers  who  reported  changes. 
Blacksmiths,  blacksmiths'  helpers,  boiler  makers,  fonndrTnten's 
helpers,  horseshoers,  iron  molders/  machinists,  machinists' 
helpers,  metal  mechanicB  and  wire  workers  were  all  concerned  in 
the  morement>  although  the  iron  molders  and  machinists  connted 
more  heavily  than  any  other  trades.  New  York  City  was  promi- 
nent in  m<wt  of  the  trades.  In  metals  otber  than  iron  and  steel, 
the  changes  were  chiefly  iu  New  York  City  and  brought  in  the 
□ine-hour  day  for  jewelers,  brass  workers  and  other  organizations 
of  metal  polishers,  buffers  and  platers.  Stationary  hremen  in 
New  York  City  reduced  hours  from  70  to  56  a  week  and  those  in 
Rochester  and  Schenectady  from  84  to  56. 

4.  Tran$portation. —  Belatively  (ew  gains  appear  in  this  groap 
of  trades ;  300  team  drivers  in  Rochester  reduced  the  weekly  hours 
from  60  to  60  and  213  other  workmen  effected  a  change. 

6.  PrintHig. —  The  number  of  workers  reporting  shorter  hours 
was  1,465.  The  largest  gain  was  made  by  newspaper  and  mail  de- 
liverers 1870),  of  whom  770  day  workers  reduced  hours  from  '^ 
to  66  and  100  night  workers  from  81  to  60.  Buffalo  compositors 
(60)  established  the  eigfat-honr  day ;  but  most  of  the  changes  were 
in  New  York  City. 

6.  Tobacco. —  The  principal  change  here  noted  was  tlie  estab- 
lishment of  a  45-hour  week  by  760  cigarette  makers  in  New  York 
city  —  460  men  and  300  women ;  584  smoking  pipe  makers,  also 
in  New  York  City,  reduced  hours  from  59  to  63.  The  total  nnm- 
ber  gaining  shortra  hours  was  1,633,  and  the  average  reduction 
was  7.8  hours  a  week. 

7,  Food  and  Liquors. —  Butchers  in  Xew  York  City  who  reduced 
honrs  from  72  and  80  to  60  a  week,  and  brewery  employees  in  in- 
terior cities,  vho  usually  won  a  nine-honr  day,  account  for  the 
reduction  iu  the  working  liours  of  1,498  workers  in  this  group. 
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9.  Wood  Workitiff  and  Furniture.—  The  notable  change  in  these 
trades  was  the  efitubliahmeDt  of  the  nine-Uonr  d^  by  2,900  jHano 
and  organ  workers  in  New  York  City  i  snd  the  eight-hour  daj  by 
478  machine  wood  workers.  The  formra  change  was  effected  wltii 
only  Blight  interrnption  to  industry,  660  workers  having  tsm.' 
porarily  geased  work  to  enforce  the  demand  in  a  few  factfvies. 
An  account  of  the  movement  will  be  found  in  the  cnrrent  report 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

10.  Beitaurant$  and  Retail  Trade. —  Upwards  of  460  bartenders 
report  shorter  hours,  as  do  634  clwka  and  salesmen.  Notwith- 
standing the  changes,  the  latter  still  work  relatively  long  hoars. 

11.  PublM  Employment. —  Mention  has  already  been  made  of 
the  change  from  9  to  8  hours  for  2,000  dodc  builders  in  New  Yortc 
City.  New  York  City  post  oflBce  clerks,  numbering  1,042,  r^Hirt  a 
rednction  in  we^ly  hours  from  68^  to  61,  the  latter  being  the 
eight-hour  day,  plus  3  hours  on  Huuday. 

12.  Miacellantxnta. — More  than  900  glass  worker^  sabstaotially 
all  in  New  York  City,  changed  the  weekly  schedule  from  67  to  K 
hours,  and  more  than  600  barbers  outside  of  the  metropolis  re- 
ported reductions.  This  change,  howevo*,  still  left  them  woiting 
04  to  76  hours  a  week.  Paper  makers,  numbering  237,  effected 
reductions  to  621,'^  and  66  hours  a  week  and  more  than  1,800 
laborers  in  mixed  employment  secured  shorta  hoon.
